James K. P. Price was born in Fort Smith, 
Ark., June 30, 1845, of pious parents. Hence 
the atmosphere that surrounded him in early 
life was one of religious life and love, and his 
first impressions were those well calculated to 
draw him to Christ. He came to California in 
18-53, and the family settled near Marysville. 
In 1855, at a camp-meeting held by the Rev. 
James Kelsav, he was happily converted to 
God. Soon after this, though yet a bov, he 
felt the call of God to the Christian ministry. 
Being naturally of a timid, unassuming dispo- 
sition, he trembled at the great responsibilities 
this call involved; but, having given his heart 
to God, he could not resist it and retain his 
new-found peace. He accepted the commission 
with all its demands upon him. In 1867 he 
began his labors as junior preacher on the Co- 
lusa Circuit, under the Rev. J. G. Shelton. At 
the next session of the Pacific Conference, held 
in Sacramento in October, 1868, he was admit- 
ted on trial into the traveling connection, and 
appointed to the Princeton Circuit. In 1869 
he was junior preacher on the Santa Clara Cir- 
cuit, under J. C. Pend^rgrast. In 1870 he was 
received into full connection, and ordained dea- 
con by Bishop W. M. Wightman. This year 
he was sent to the Watsonville Circuit. In 

1871 he was again junior preacher on the San- 
ta Clara Circuit, under J. C. Pendergrast. In 

1872 he was elected to elder’s orders, and or- 
dained by Bishop H. N. McTveire. This and 
the following year he labored on the Tehama 
Circuit. Immediately after Conference (Octo- 
ber 25) he was happily married to Miss Ida 
Alice Garoutte, who proved a true helpmate 
to him in his work as an itinerant preacher, 
sharing his privation, bearing up his hands, 
and helping him in every way that a preach- 
er’s wife could. For the next two years he was 
stationed in Petaluma. In 1876 he was on the 
Rockville Circuit, in 1877 on the Winters Cir- 
cuit, and then for three years on Merced Cir- 
cuit. In 1881 he served the Lake|w>rt Circuit, 
and in 883 was sent to Salinas. The follow- 
ing three years he was presiding elder on the 
Merced District. Here his health began to fail 
him. He went to his appointments as long as 



he was able, and held Quarterly Conference 
when he had not the strength or voice to preach. 
His hand still grasped the sword when there 
was no longer power to strike. His face was 
to the foe when the battle-cry could no longer 
be heard from his lips. The sublimity of his 
devotion to Christ and his cause, and his sacri- 
fices for them were never surpassed in the days 
of the martyrs. At the Conference held in San 
Jose in October, 18S6 — that sad Conference 
when three of our noblest, bravest, and best re- 
tired from the active work — he gave up the 
struggle, and with a sad heart took a supernu- 
merary relation. Though truly and virtually 
a superannuated man, he chose the former re- 
lation that he might not be a burden to the 
men by whose side he had fought the battles of 
Emmanuel' for nearly twenty years. Although 
his voice was almost entirely gone, he felt him- 
self strong enough in body to do some work, 
and offered himself as a candidate for the office 
of treasurer of Merced County, where he was 
so well and widely known. Such was the con- 
fidence the people had in him that he was elect- 
ed by a large majority. He Held this office at 
the time of his death. Death robbed us of one 
of our purest and best men when J. K. P. Price 
fell under his stroke. He was a single-minded 
man — living for one purpose, and that purpose 
to glorify God in preaching the gospel of his 
Son. He was very successful in his work. On 
almost every charge he served revivals attend- 
ed his labors, and many of the servants of God 
were made better through his ministrations. 
His zeal was only bounded by his strength. 
This remark frequently fell from his lips dur- 
ing his affliction: “The greatest trial of my 
life is when I think that I will never be able 
to preach again.” His own religious experi- 
ence was clear, and hence he was peculiarly 
adapted to lead others into the light. He could 
comfort others with the comfort wherewith he 
himself was comforted. Every interest of the 
Church lay near his heart, and he was never 
better pleased than when he saw the prosperity 
of the Church. The doctrines of Methodism 
were as dear to him as the apple of his eye, and 
he ever stood ready to defend them whenever 
assailed. He was proverbially neat without be- 
ing fastidious, and this desire for outward pu- 
rity was but a type of his inward righteousness. 
His conversation was ever chaste and upright. 
His consecration to God was perfect and un- 
compromising. He turned all his thoughts and 
energies into that channel which would bring 
the greatest revenue to Christ’s kingdom. Zeal- 
ous in his work, he never spared himself or 
sought places of ease or honor; and, while he 
was distrustful of his own powers, when duty 
called or “necessity was laid upon him” he 
stood ready for any work his brethren might 
demand of him. God endowed him with a 
v sweet voice for singing, and he used it for His 
glory in the songs of Zion. When the first 
ringing blow of*the great destroyer fell upon 
his armor, though the shock was felt to the 
very center of his being, he thought it only a 
temporary stroke. His voice, that had with 
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trumpet tones rung out on so many hard-fought 
fields, grew husky and began to fail. He was 
advised to rest and seek its restoration, but he 
could not see bow he was to give up his work. 
Never in the history of his ministry had he 
felt so much the need and importance of the 
work in which he was engaged, and he contin- 
ued to labor long alter he knew he ought to de- 
sist. The hand laid upon the trembling harp- 
strings of his being, stilling their vibrations 
and hushing their music, was no temporary in- 
terference. It was the beginning of the end, 
and was followed by stroke after stroke in quick 
succession until the work was done. April 27, 
188$, our brother rose from the ruins, and in 
charge of his angelic escort entered his eternal 
rest. There were no shadows on his evening 
sky; no dire portents blackened his western 
horizon. The Sun of righteousness, that had 
once gone down in blood, had risen to know no 
other setting, and his light was all about the 
head and heart of our dying brother. Two 
days before his death, as he looked into the 
sorrow-seamed face of his faithful wife, he said, 
“Above every thing, trust in God;” and again, 
“Let us trust him more and more;” and as he 
was passing through the night that bordered 
the day on which lie was taken from us, when 
asked, “Do you realize that Christ is with you, 
comforting you?” with all the rapture that this 
dying saint could show he said, “ O yes! O yes!” 
and within a few hours of death to a similar 
question he said, “Most assuredly; most assur- 
edly.” Thus died our brother, leaving his wife 
and son and daughter to the care of God and 
his Church.

Greenville T. Henderson was born of 
humble and obscure parentage, in the county 
of Rockingham, N. C., Wednesday, September 
28, 1803. He was the only child of his moth- 
er. When about six years of age he accom- 
panied his parents to Tennessee, and settled in 
Bedford County, near Shelbyville, where he 
lived to the age of manhood. In childhood, in 
youth, and even after attaining maturity, his 
health was delicate. His mother taught him 
in early life to slum vice and to do all that he 
did with reference to God and a future state. 
So great was his abhorrence of cruelly that he 
never robbed a bird’s-nest of its eggs or of its 
young. When about sixteen years of age his 
mother died, leaving him to the care of a step- 
father. Having no one who cared for his mor- 
als to advise him, he soon fell into bad compa- 
ny, and for about four years lived a very wicked 
life. When about twenty years of age he was 
most powerfully awakened to see the folly and 
wickedness of sin, his own danger, and made to 
feel the importance of seeking the favor of 
God. His awakening was under the ministry 
of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church. After 
a struggle that lasted for months he was en- 
abled to trust in the Lord Jesus Christ as the 
Mediator between God and man. His conver- 
sion was of a character which includes a sensi- 
ble manifestation of the favor of God to the 
soul by the direct witness of the Holy Spirit. 
Before he made a profession of faith in Christ 
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he was impressed with the thought that if he 
became a Christian it would he his duty to 
preach the gospel to others. Being a youth of 
great natural timidity, this thought gave him 
inn* h trouble of mind. Such was his diffidence 
that i lie public duties of the ministry continued 
ever to be to him a very great cross. His ed- 
ucation at school was verv limited. It went 
but little beyond knowing how to read, to write, 
ami to cipher. What lie acquired beyond this 
was from t lie study of hooks without a teacher. 
For months after becoming religious he joined 
no society of Christians. After mature delib- 
eration he became a member of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, from a clear conviction that 
its doctrines were in accordance with the 
Scriptures. He received water baptism by 
pouring. He became a preacher in the year 
1 > s 25 In that year the Tennessee Conference 
met in Shelbyville, Bishops Roberts and Soule 
being present. Here lie was received into the 
traveling connection, and was appointed the 
helping prea> her on the Roaring River Cir- 
cuit, then three hundred and fifty miles around. 
John Dve was the preacher in charge and 
James (iwin the presiding elder on the dis- 
trict. In 1826 the Conference met in Nash- 
ville, and from it he went to the Lebanon Cir- 
cuit, German Baker having charge. In 18*27 
the Conference was held in Tusiumhia. Ala. 
Here he was ordained a deacon by Bishop 
Soule, received into full connection, and sent as 
a missionary to the Cherokee Indians. His sta- 
tion was Ooithcalogee, about eleven miles from 
New Ecliota, the capital of the nation. In 1828 
the Conference met in Murfreesboro, Tenn. 
From this Conference he went to Madison Cir- 
cuit, Alabama, Rev. A. L. I*. Green preacher 
in charge, William McMahon presiding elder, 
in November, 1829, the Conference met in 
Huntsville, Ala. Here he was ordained an 
elder by Bishop Roberts, and was returned to 
the Madison Circuit as preacher in charge, 
George W. Morris being the helper, and Josh- 
ua Butcher presiding elder. In 1830, from the 
Gmference held in Franklin, Tenn., he was 
sent to the Winchester Circuit. A. .J. Craw- 
ford, a local preacher, was employed as helper. 
In 1831. from Paris, Tenn., he was appointed 
to the Murfreesboro Station. Thomas Joiner 
was his presiding elder. In the spring of 1832 
lie went to Bhiladelphia as a member of the 
General Conference. In 1832 the Conference 
met in Nashville. His aj point men t by this 
Conference was to travel as agent for La Grange 
College. In < he spring of 1833 he was married 
to Matilda Keyser, of Philadelphia, who was 
a teache in a Female Academy in Murfrees- 
boro. In 1833 the Conference held its session 
in Pulaski, Tenn. From it his station was 
Gallatin and Cairo. A. L. P. Green was his 
presiding elder. In 1834 the Conference con- 
vened in Le> anon, Tenn. At this Conference 
he was appointed presiding elder of the Shel- 
byville District. At the Conference which was 
held in Florence, Ala., at the close of 1835, in 
consequence of feeble health, he asked and ob- 
tained a supernumerary relation, which was 
2 



granted, but he was appointed to effective work 
in the Murfreesboro Station. He attended as 
a delegate the General Conference which met 
in Cincinnati in May, 1830. At the close of 
1836 he did not attend the Conference which 
was held in Columbia, Tenn., but through his 
presiding elder, A. F. Drisk ill, asked a location, 
which was granted. The certificate of his lo- 
cation was signed by Bishop Moiris. For three 
or four years he assisted his wife in teaching a 
female school at Mu. freesboro, and preached as 
a local preacher on most of the Sabbat h-davs. 
Beginning on the 8ih day of October, 1851, lie 
edited a literary and political weekly journal 
called the Murfreesboro A eirs for ten years. In 
the Civil War he espoused warmly and firmly 
the side of the Soul hern Sta es. lie became by 
appointment Chaplain to the Second Regiment 
of Tennessee Infantry in the Confederate Army, 
and remained in active service until disabled 
by rheumatism, and near the close of the war. 
On his return from the army lie gave himself 
as opportunity offered, to the work of the min- 
istry. Alter the Conference at Edgefield, near 
Nashville, in 1865, he was employed by the 
presiding elder, A. S. Riggs, in the Murfrees- 
boro Station. The next Conference year he 
was again employed, hut appointed by the Con- 
ference held in Huut-ville, Ala., and traveled 
in charge of Slone’s River Circuit, having E. J, 
Allen for his colleague. At the Conference at 
Clarksville, in 1837, he was re-admitted into 
the Conference and appointed again, with E. J. 
Allen to Stone’s River Circuit. In October, 
1868. the Conference met in Shelbyville, Tenn, 
Here he was appointed to McMinnville Station. 
The next meeting of the Conference was in 
September, 1869, in Mitrireeshoro, Tenn. His 
appointment I rum this Conference was Frank- 
lin Station. In 1870 ill- Conference met in 
Pulaski. His appointment was Walnut Grove 
Station, from which he was remove. l»\ Bishop 
Doggett, it lew weeks after Conteien e, to lake 
the place of A. S. Riggs, deceased, as presiding 
elder of the McMinnville District. In Octo- 
ber, 1871. i lie Conference met at Lebanon, 
Tenn., and he was re-appointed tothe McMinn- 
ville District. In O toiler, 1872, the Confer- 
ence met in Nashville, and he was re-appointed 
tothe McMinnville District. InOctoher, 1873, 
the Conference met at Franklin, Tenn., and he 
was appointed to Bellhuckle and War trace. In 
October, 1874. the Conference met at Gallatin, 
Tenn., and he was appointed to the Manches- 
ter Station. In October, 1875, the Conference 
met at Fayetteville. Tenn.. and he was ap- 
pointed to Walnut O rove and Morgan Chapel. 
In Oelober, 1876, the Conference met at Colum- 
bia, Tenn.. and he was re-appointed to Walnut 
Grove and Morgan Chapel. In October, 1877, 
the Conference met at Edgefield, Tenn., and lie 
was appointed to Walnut Grove and Kelley 
Chapel. In October, 1878, l lie ('(inference met 
in Clarksville, Tenn. and he was re-appointed 
to Walnut Grove and Kelley Chapel. In Oc- 
tober, 1879, the Conference met at Murfrees- 
boro, Tenn., and lie was pm on the snjiernu- 
merury list, and appointed with J.P. McFerrin 
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to Murfreesboro , Station. He continued a su- 
pernumerary until October, 1887. In October, 
1880, the Cqnfereme met in Pulaski, Tenn., 
and he was returned with J. P. McFerrin to 
Murfreesboro Station. In October, 1881, the 
Conference met at Lebanon, Tenn., and lie was 
returned to Murfreesboro Station, with J. P. 
McFerrin. In October, 1882, the Conference 
Was, held at Franklin, Tenn., and he was re- 
turned to Murfreesboro Station, witli A. G. 
^Dinwiddie. In October, 1883, the Conference 
anet in Shelby vilie, Tenn., and he was returned 
jto Murfreesboro, with A. G. Dinwiddie. In 
October, 1884, the Conference met at Nashville, 
vTenn., and he was returned to Murfreesboro, 
.with A. G. Dinwiddie. In October, 1885, the 
Conference met at Columbia, Tenn., and he 
sras returned to Murfreesboro, with J. A. Or- 
man. In October, 1886, the Conference met at 
(Clarksville, Tenn., and he was returned to 
jMnrfreesboro, with Janies A. Orman. In Oc- 
tober, ,1887, the Conference met at Gallatin, 
%Tenn,, and he was put on the superannuated 
Jist. He was elected a member of the Board of 
41 dermen of Murfreesboro in 1838, in 1842, 
and in 1852, serving one year in the B< ard 
after each election. He was elected Trustee of 
Rutherford County, and was tilling that position 
at .the time of the breaking out of the Civil 
3Var in 1860. He was first appointed postmas- 
ter at Murfreesboro by President Andrew Jack- 
son, afterward re-appointed by President John 
•Tyler and by President James K. Polk. His 
.health being bad, he declined to be an appli- 
cant for the position at the expiration of Polk’s 
administration. He joined the order of Free 
and Accepted Masons in 1827, and was initi- 
ated in Jasper Lodge, at Jasper, Tenn. He 
afterward received the Feilow (’raft and Mas- 
ter Mason degree at Shelbyville, Tenn. In 
1840 he was made a Royal Arch Mason in 
JPvthagoras Chapter, and a Royal ar. t Select 
Mason in Murfreesboro Council. In 1866 he 
became a member of Mu freesboro Comma nd- 
ery, Knights Templar. On November 1, 1879, 
he became chief editor of the Free Press , which 

S isition he was filling at the time of bis death. 

e was paralyzed on the left side of his body 
on the 15th day of March, 1887, after which be 
was confined to his room nearly all the tune. 
He was confined to his bed about two weeks 
.belore his death, and passed away without a 
struggle March 1 ,1888. as an infant goes to sleep. 
The foregoing biographical sketch of Rev. 
Greenville T. Henderson, from his birth to 
1872, was written by his own hand, and that 
part of the sketch from 1872 was written by bis 
pastor at his lequest, and is just what he wanted 
published. I. as his pastor, may be permitted 
to say that Brother Henderson, in all the rela- 
tions’ of life, was a true man. He was fond of 
preaching on the great doctrines of the B ble 
as held bv the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, and was one of the strongest preachers 
Of his day. To the thoughtful bis sermons 
were always edifying. lie was strong in de- 
bate on any question he affirmed, ami gener- 
ally came off conqueror. As a jouinal.st he 



had very few superiors. We shall not see his 
like again in our day. 

Elbert J. Allen was born on Weaver 
Creek, in Warren County, N. C., Julv 5, 1803; 
and died at his home near Murlreesboro, Tenn., 
June 18, 1888. He professed religion and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
at Reece Chapel, Williamson County, Tenn., 
in 1824; and was licensed to preach October 
17, 1829. The same year he was admitted 
on trial in the Tennessee Conference, and ap- 
pointed to Bedford Circuit, then a part of the 
Cumberland District, as junior preacher, with 
W. Ledbetter preacher in charge, and J. M. 
Holland presiding elder. In 1831 the Confer- 
ence convened at Paris, Tenn., and he was or- 
dained a deacon by Bishop Roberts, and ap- 
pointed to the Chattanooga Circuit, with G. W. 
D. Harris presiding elder. In 1832 he was 
appointed to Smith Fork Circuit as junior 
preacher, with W. Ledbetter in charge, and 
Fountain E. Pitts presiding elder, in D33 
the Conference met at Pulaski, Tenn., and he 
was ordained elder by Bishop McKendree, and 
appointed to Goose Creek Circuit, with A. L. P. 
Green presiding elder. In 1834 he located, and 
n" mention is made of his re-admissi n; but in 
1S38 lie was appointed to Smith Fork Circuit, 
with S. S. Moody presiding elder. From 1838 
to 1847 be was appointed to several of the best 
cm nits in the'Conlerence. From 1M7 to 1883 
he was supernumerary to various circuits. 
From 1883 to 1 >88 he was superannuated, lie 
was a member of the Conference filty-nine 
years. Miss Elizabeth Jenkins Brsnllv, , to 
whom he was married October 16, 1833, died 
November 3, 1880. The fruit of his marriage 
was six sons and two danjfhters. Four sons an l 
two daughters survive him. Our brother lias 
gone to 1ns reward. 

Jaster Nichols, son of David TT. and Eliz- 
abeth Ann Ni< hols, was born on Indian Creek, 
in Putnam County, Tenn., December 10, 1838. 
He began public life when be enlisted as a sol- 
dier, in hi> twentv-tliird year, under the flag of 
the Southern Confederacy, lie joined l Ire first 
company organized in Putnam ( utility, and was 
sworn in at Camp Trousdale June 9, 1861. He 
wasa member of the Sixteenth Tennessee Regi- 
ment, under Colonel Savage, and w. s in every 
battle in which his regiment was engaged, 
until he was wounded at Perryville, Kv., Oc- 
tober 8, 1862. It was in this battle lie lost bis 
left arm and was severely wounded in both 
legs. As soon as lie recovered from bis wounds 
he returned to bis regiment, and was elected 
major, which lie held till the war closed. 
Sueli fidelity to one’s country d serves to be 
not'd and eulogized. We will now note bis 
enlistment tinder Immanuel’s banner, and bow 
obedient lie was to the Captain of Ins salvation. 
For some time after the close of the war 
Brother Nichols taught school at Penfield, Ga. t 
and while there was convicted of sin. and for 
three days and nights lie remained locked up 
in his room, neither eating nor drinking till he 
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found peace in believing. After this he came 
home, bringing glad tidings of his new birth 
•with him to his aged parents. He was licensed 
to preach at Cokesbury Church, on the Cum- 
berland Circuit, J. B. Allison presiting elder. 
April 27, 1867. He was admitted on trial into 
the Tennessee Conference in October. 1867. 
He was married to Miss Kittie Ross, of Wilson 
County, Tenn., March 3, 1868; ordained dea- 
con by Bishop H. N. McTyeire in October, 
1868; and ordained elder by Bishop Robert 
Paine in October, 1*869. He was sent to Fount- 
ain Head Circuit in 1867, and to the Union Cir- 
cuit in 1868. In 1869 he was stationed at Trin- 
ity, in Alabama, and in 1870 at Ctilleoka, Tenn. 
He went to the Mount Pleasant Circuit in 1871, 
and was placed on the supernumerary list in 
1872; then he was sent to the Gallatin Circuit 
in 1873, and to Ebenezer and Liberty in 1874. 
In 1875 he became City Missionary in Nash- 
ville, and was returned to the supernumerary 
list in 1876. In 1877 he was appointed Sun- 
day-school Agent, and again supernumerary in 
1878. Then he went to the Cumberland Cir- 
cuit in 1879, and to Mount Olivet Circuit in 
1880; in 18sl lie was appointed to Ebenezer 
and Liberty the second time; in 1882 he 
was sent to Elora Circuit; in 1883 to Cairo 
Bend Circuit, to which he returned in 1884; 
then he was sent to Fountain Head and Rich- 
land Circuit in 1885, and returned to the same 
charge in 1886. At the last Conference his ap- 
pointment was nominal and in connection with 
Elm Street Church, Nashville. He was very 
active, diligent, and faithful in any and all 
work lie found to do in the city and elsewhere 
during the few months he was with us here. 
He preached with zeal whenever and wherever 
opportunity offered. He was especially efficient 
in the recent revival at Fillmore Street Church. 
He was busy in selling books to the day of his 
last sickness, and lie carried much religious 
reading to the prisoners die last few months. 
Indeed, whatever his hands found to do he did 
it with his might. He loved to preach and 
work for the Church. His sufferings were in- 
tense, and when the indications were unfavor- 
able for his recovery he requested that prayer 
be offered that he might live for the sake of a 
dependent family; but if the Lord willed he 
was ready to depart and he with Christ. He 
leaves a wife and seven children, five brothers 
and four sisters. Two brothers and one child 
have gone before him. He was buried at Cairo 
Bend, in Wilson County, at the family burial- 
place, Sunday, July 8; services by Revs. H. B. 
Blue and G. T. Byrne.

Young Ewing was born October 17, 1817, 
near Columbia, Adair County, Kv. His par- 
ents were Presbyterians. He was converted in 
early childhood; joined the M. E. Church later 
on; was appointed class- leader; licensed to 
preach about 1836; received on trial into the 
'Tennessee Conference in 1848. He immedi- 
ately transferred to the Arkansas Conference, 
and traveled the Pine Bluff Circuit 1848-50; 
Clarksville, 1850-2; Fayetteville, 1852-4; sta- 
. tinned at Van Buren, 1854 5. Retransferred 
to the Indian Mission Conference in 1855, and 



was appointed to Tahlequah and Park Hill* 
three years, presiding elder of Choctaw District* 
two years and of the Cherokee District eighteen 1 * 
years, Superintendent of Colbert Institute onB 
year und of Asbury Manual Labor School foirr 
years. He transferred again to the Arkansas*. 
Conference, and traveled Prairie Grove < ircuit' 
one year; transferred to the Indian Mission?' 
Conference, und was placed on the superannut 
a ted roll, which relation beheld when he died. 
He traveled some other circuits and was witln 
out an appointment during some years of tlm 
war. He was ordained deacon by Bishop Ca-_ 
pers at Camden, Ark., November 9, 1851, and', 
elder by Bishop Paine, at Clarksville, Ark.,' 
November 14, 1852. He was afflicted with or- 
ganic disease of the heart, and his physician luur 
told him what might occur at any time. With- 
out a murmur he awaited the summons, and it 
came suddenly about 6 a.m. June 23, 18'8. Hie 
talked freely and often about his death; ex- 
pressed no regret at a misspent life, no pain at 
parting with his earthly existence. Ilis firm 
trust was in the blessed Redeemer whose gos-> 
pel he had preached. No clouds or doubts 
obscured his end. He was cheerful, tender-; 
hearted, talked kindly of his Indian Mission'' 
Conference brethren, and his soul warmed with** 
celestial fire as he told of the triumphs and* 
mercies of his heavenward journey. He leaves' 
a beloved wife, six sons, and one daughter to 
mourn his departure, but they rejoice in liis 
eternal gain. His remains were laid to rest* 
near Evansville, Ark., one Sabbath evening, 
amid the tears and regrets of a large concourse 
of friends and neighbors who had known him 
many years. He was a faithful and efficient 
minister of the gospel. Many were the tro- 
phies he won for his Master through the forty 
years of his itinerancy. His brethren delighted 
to honor him, and elected him delegate to tlie 
General Conference at Atlanta, Ga., in 1878, and* 
at Nashville, Tenn., in 1882. He loved the In- 
dian Mission Conference; was devoted to tine 
welfare of the Indians, who held him in tender 
regard, and among whom his name is as oiut- 
ment poured forth. To know Brother Ewing* 
was to love him. Now that we shall see him" 
no more in the flesh sorrow hath filled oih? 
hearts. Blessed be his memory. Besides this 
ap|w>intments which have been mentioned,* 
Brother Ewing was several years on Flint Cir- 
cuit, and one year at Tahlequah, Fort Gibson, 
and Vinita. Brother Ewing was one of a com-, 
mittee who inaugurated and put on foot tlie 
Memphis and Arkansas Christian Advocate, which 
was long an organ of several Conferences 
Brother Ewing was a man of decided convic- 
tions. What he believed to be right he threw

his whole soul into that. What he believed 
tp be wrong he opposed with the same energy. 
He was almost always right in his convictions. 
Even when some of his brethren thought that 
he was wrong no man questioned his sincerity 
and his devotion to the cause of God. The 
greatest struggle of his latter life was to ac- 
knowledge that he was failing. It was evident 
to others, but the will power of the man seemed 
to try to combat the increasing weakness of the 
body. When he realized that his work was 
done the spirit of the brother was such as we 
would expect of one entering the borders of the 
promised land. On June 19, only four days 
before his death, he penned the following to a 
brother of the Conference: “My health is very 
poor, but I am clear of pain. I thank God 
tlmt I have no pain, sleep well, and eat enough. 
My appetite is good, but I am on the decline. 
I never expect to be stout again. I expect to 
fihik peacetully and quietly to the grave, at 
peace with God and all men. I have naught 
against any one on earth. The prosperity of 
Che Indian Mission Conference has been the 
object of my life; for her I have spent the years 
of my mature life. I said to Bishop Pierce 
twenty years ago that the territory of the In- 
dian Mission Conference embraced what would 
some day be the best Conference of the West. 
I still believe it, and 1 believe the day te at 
hand. I can write no more at present. Allow 
me to say that, with firm reliance upon God, full 
confidence in our holy religion, with hope of 
the resurrection, I remain your brother.” These 
were his last writ en expressions. He was al- 
ways punctual and faithful. Many are his 
spiritual children throughout this Conference. 
To us is committed the work of his life. May 
we, while we reap the benefits of his pioneer 
life, impress his virtues upon others.

Henry S. Watts was born in Garrett Coun- 
ty, Ky., October 22, 1810. He moved with his 
parents to St. Louis in the year 1817. He was 
converted in St. Genevieve County, Mo., in 
1843; was licensed to exhort the following 
winter, and received license as a local preacher 
in 1814. In 1850 he was received on trial in 
the St. Louis Conference, and appointed to 
Jackson Circuit. From that period his work 
was largely in South-east Missouri, and is known 
to all the members of this Conference. On 
Sunday morning he heard the call, ‘‘Come tip 
higher ” For more than a year he had been 
in feeble health, so as to be confined to his 
room, but was upheld by the force of an inflex- 
ible will from yielding to the encroachments 
of disease. On the calm summer morn that he 
passed away from us there were no indications 
to others of the fact that death stood at the 
door. There seemed no presentiment in his 
own mind of approaching dissolution. As the 
children passed his window on their way to 
Sunday-school he was heard to say: “God 
bless the children. These were his last words — 
a benediction on the little ones. He laydown 
upon the bed to rest; and then, swift and pang- 
lass, death came. Like Moses, with no eye 
■upon him but that of God, no presence but of 
waiting angels, he passed away. No word of 
parting nor death-song of triumph, peacefully 
as sinks the summer’s sun to rest, fie pillowed 
his weary head upon the bosom of his Lord. 
The character of our departed brother was 
strong and unique. Impelled by a mighty 
force, he sought only to win souls to Christ. 
In the light of the truth, “He that winneth 
souls is wise,” Henry S. Watts was a signuliy 
wise. man. As an evangelist — a soul-winner — 
he stands pre-eminent. His methods and 
thoughts were his own. He was no imitator, 
lie had a purpose in life — a destiny chosen by 
himself. He cared little or nothing for what 
men had done or were inclined to do. His re- 
spect for precedent was marked by expediency. 
He adopted the line of policy which suited 
him best, and turned not aside. Like a mighty 
river, he despised merely conventional bound- 
aries and forced a channel for himself. Fertile 
in reso trees, dexterous in debate, magnetic in 
influence, mighty in the Scriptures, he was a 
powerful champion of the cause he espoused. 
As a nreacher, if greatness be measured by 
success in soul-winning, he was great. Under 



his firm appeals, fiery denunciations of sins, de- 
pictions of an endless hell and of a full, free, 
present, conscious salvation through the cross 
of Christ, and of an eternal heaven (for his 
preaching was largely hortatory as well as doc- 
trinal), strong men fell as though shot through 
the heart, and women wept aloud. Swaying 
multitudes bv his presentations of the truth in 
almost thunder-tones, he stood among us, in 
his prime, an embodiment of power over men 
for God and heaven. We are safe in saying 
that thousands were brought into the kingdom 
of Christ as the fruit of his labors. To-day 
they are stars in the crown of his rejoicing. 
From the scenes of his activities, his trials and 
triumphs, he was called suddenly. His place 
among us none can till. There are tears in our 
eyes, in our hearts, in our voices; but we sor- 
row not as those who have no hope. Lost to 
our sight, our faith vision looks beyond the 
turbulent stream of death which “divides that 
heavenly land from ours,” and we seem to be- 
hold him resting under the tree of life which is 
in the midst of the paradise of God. 

John Abner Jenkins was born in Missou- 
ri in 1850, and moved with his parents to Ten- 
nessee in 1852. While he was yet a child his 
father died, and his mother was unfortunate in 
her second marriage, in consequence of which 
young Jenkins was sent forth into the world 
without a hand to guide him. At one time he 
determined to educate himself, and succeeded 
in gaining a fair knowledge of the ordinary 
branches of an English education. On March 
23, 1870, he was married to Miss Martha E. 
Nicholas, of Carroll County, Tenn. ; and in Oc- 
tober of the same year he was converted and 
joined the M. E. Church, South. In October, 
1877, he came to Missouri with his little fam- 
ily, stopping in Thoinasville, Oregon County. 
In 1879 he was licensed to preach by the Quar- 
terly Conference of Alton Circuit, and in the 
fall of 1880, at Salem, Mo., he was admitted on 
trial into the traveling connection by the St. 
Louis Conference. Brother Jenkins spent his 
first year in the itinerancy on the Current Riv- 
er Mission, then went to Centerville Circuit, 
remained there two years; then to Eminence 
Circuit, where he remained two years; then to 
Clarkton Circuit, and was serving his third 
year there when he was called front labor to 
rest, December 3, 1887. Brother Jenkins’s 
probationary state in the Conference was in- 
deed a trial. For the first five years of his itin- 
erancy he received in the aggregate less than 
two hundred dollars per annum, on which he 
had to maintain a wife and three children. 
But for the last years of his ministry he fared 
better, and consequently he develojted rapidly 
as a preacher. He was firm almost to a fault. 
He loved our holy Methodism, and was care- 
fully studying her standards. He was loved by 
his people, and was doing good work. Brother 
Jenkins lived and worked among us. We 
loved him and would have Kept him, but the 
Master s:tid to him, “ Lay down the cross and 
wear the crown.” He left a wife and four small 
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children to mourn their loss. And what can 
we say, except to commend them to the grace 
of him wiio will be a father to the fatherless 
and a husband to the. widow?

William Holmes was born in Harrison 
County, Ky., March 2, 1814. In 1836 he emi- 



grated to Missouri, and settled in Marion 
County. Soon after this he entered on the 
study of law with Samuel T. Glover, then of 
Palmyra, and in 1839 was licensed to practice, 
and admitted to the bar. Soon after he re- 
moved to Shelbyville, and soon secured an en- 
viable rank in his profession. In 1840, at a 
camp-meeting held at the old North River 
camp-ground, under the pastorate of Rev. John 
Monroe, he was converted and united with the 
Methodist Church. He soon felt that he was 
called to preach the gospel, and without hesi- 
tation he gave up a profession that promised 
much for a profession that promised nothing 
but hardship and toil. In 1841, at the Confer- 
ence held by Bishop Roberts at Jefferson City, 
Brother Holmes was received on trial, and ap- 
pointed to the Waterloo Circuit, where he re- 
mained two years. At the end of his second 
year he was admitted into full connection and 
ordained deacon by Bishop Morris, at the Con- 
ference held at St. Louis in 1844. He was ap- 
pointed this year to the Monticello Circuit, 
where he remained two years. At the close of 
these, at the Conference which met at Hanni- 
bal in 1846, he was ordained elder by Bishop 
Paine, and appointed to St. Charles Circuit, 
which he served for two years. In 1848 he 
was sent to Glasgow Station, where he re- 
mained two years. In 1850 he was appointed 
to St. Joseph Station, and was returned the 
second year. In 1852 he was sent to Weston 
Station. This was his last regular appoint- 
ment. At the close of this year he was per- 
mitted to travel for his health; but, being un- 
able after this for pastoral work, he asked for 
and was granted a superannuated relation, 
which relation he held during the remainder of 
his life. It will be seen from the appointments 
which he served that they were among the 
most important at that time in the Conference. 
At the time his health failed few men in the 
Conference occupied a more enviable position 
than he. He was a close student, an accurate 
thinker, clear in his perceptions and in his 
statements, consistent in his life, and faithful 
in all the duties of a Methodist itinerant. Aft- 
er giving up the active work of the ministry 
he pursued secular callings to support himself 
and family, and to educate his children. We 
believe he never received a single dollar from 
the Conference fund. He finally resumed the 
practice of law, and at his death was eminent 
in his profession. It is with gratitude that we 
are able to put it on record that nothing ever 
interfered with his religious duties. Whether 
in poverty or wealth, he was ever the same 
sweet-spirited, humble, laborious Christian 
worker. In him the pastor always found a 
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Boonville District . 



helper to hold up his hands, and to the young 
preacher especially was he a safe counselor and 
a warm, true friend. During all his life he 
preached much at points unoccflpied by the 
regular pastor, held class and prayer meetings, 
labored in the Sunday-school, and in fact was 
zealous in all Church work as long as his 
strength would permit. In his later years he 
became comparatively wealthy, but his benev- 
olence kept pace with his prosperity. Brother 
Holmes was a conscientious steward of the 
Lord’s money. He took a deep interest in all 
the work of the Church, and was closely iden- 
tified with the various enterprises for the ex- 
tension of the Redeemer’s kingdom and the 
building up and expansion of his own beloved 
Church. In January, 1836, he was married to 
Miss .Laura Ingraham, who for over fifty years 
was his strong support and comforter. She 
still survives him; and out of seven children 
born to them only Mrs. Julia Simpson is now 
living.

Thomas Riley Ward was born January 
25, 1838, in Benton County, Tenn., and emi- 
grated with his parents to Illinois in the spring 
z of 1852. He made a profession of faith in 
Christ September 5, 1857, united with the M. 
E. Church, and was licensed to preach in June, 
187(£ He was united in wedlock to Miss Mary 
R. Craige November 17, 1857, in which relation 
they lived happily together until her death 
September 18, 1868. He was married to Mrs. 
Amanda A. Swisher, his now bereaved widow,

March 18, 1869, who he said was a great help 
to him in his ministerial work. He spent a 
few years in Missouri, but most of his life in 
the ministry was spent in Illinois. He united 
with the M. E. Church, South, in the year 
1878. He was a good, strong preacher and 
very useful. In 1878-9 he supplied the Shel- 
by ville Circuit; in 1879-80 the Cowden Circuit. 
At the Conference held at Marion, 111., he was 
received as an elder in good standing, and ap- 
pointed to the Girard Circuit in 1881, and re- 
appointed in 1882-3, at which time, his health 
having failed, the Conference granted him a 
supernumerary relation, and he was a supernu- 
merary on the Girard Circuit in 1883-4. His 
health having improved, at the session of the 
Conference held at Nashville, 111., he was ap- 
pointed presiding elder of the Pana District in 
1884, and served as such until the session of 
1888, when, his health having failed again, a 
superannuated relation was granted him by 
the Conference. He was a round man, true in 
all his pretensions, over an average preacli*- 
er, clear and strong as well as forcible, very pi- 
ous, exceedingly popular in manners, a good 
pastor, a thorough Methodist, a fair disciplina- 
rian, a very successful traveling preacher. He 
was a builder. Never lost, but always gained, 
pleasant at the fireside, attentive to the chil- 
dren, tender with young converts, careful with 
the poor, in sympathy with the sick, painstaking 
with the penitent, instructive to older members. 
He was a lover of class and prayer meeting, a 
lover of the old hymns in our standard hym- 
nal. He was a successful presiding elder, 
greatly loved by his preachers, living in their 
affections. He was slightly paralyzed. Some 
two years ago he was attacked by milk-sick- 
ness, from the effects of which he never finally 
recovered, but suffered greatly at times. His 
last affliction was for several months, during 
which time he talked a great deal, and was at 
all times fully reconciled, living daily in the 
enjoyment of satisfying peace. He arranged all 
his temporal business, making provisions for 
his wife and three children as well as arranging 
for his funeral and burial, saying to his wife: 
“I want you to get Brother Mayhew to preach 
my funeral ; and tell him that I did not die, but 
fell on sleep in sight of home.’ , He at one 
time laid his arm around the neck of his young- 
est son, and said to him, “I am happy,” and 
the last word he ever said was “ Glory.” Tru- 
ly a great man has fallen in Israel. May the 
Lord bless the widow and children! 

Charles B. Sullivan was born in Lou- 
don County, Va., March 4, 1828. He removed 
to Ohio, thence to Indiana, and came to II li- 
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nois in 1868; was married to Miss Hose Hud- 
son December 9, 1863; was the father of five 
children, four of whom are living, all religious 
and jnembers of the Church. Brother Sullivan 
made a profession of religion at the age of 
eighteen, and was soon after licensed to preach. 
He united with the Illinois Conference in 
1881, and filled several appointments with the 
confidence and good-will of his brethren. At 
our last Conference he was placed on the su- 
pernumerary list, but was actively engaged in 
preaching and laboring to build up the Church 
until he was stricken down with flux. After 
lingering for thirty-three days, he fell asleep 
in Jesus May 22, 1888. He was a good man, 
full of the Holy Ghost and faith; a good 
preacher and an earnest Christian worker. He 
frequently talked of his departure; said he was 
ready and willing to go. He leaves a wife and 
four children to mourn their loss, but they sor- 
row not as those who have no hope. Verily, 
he rests from his labors, and his works do fol- 
low him.

James T. Kilgo was born in Chester Coun- 
ty, S. C., February 16, 1820; and died January 
4, 1888, in Marlboro County, S. C., in his six- 
ty-seventh year. On the night of the 2d of 
October, 1840, at a camp-meeting held at Eb- 
enezer Church, in Chester County, S. C., he was 
happily and thoroughly converted, and on the 
following night connected himself with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and adds in his 
diary, “ of which I hope to die a member.” On 
the 5th of December, 1846, he was licensed to 
preach the gospel, and in 1850 he was admitted 
on trial in the South Carolina Conference at 
Wadesboro, N. C. He traveled in 1851-2 the 
Lexington Circuit; 1853, Cooper River Cir- 
cuit; 1854, Santee Circuit; 1855, South Mount- 
ain Mission; 1856, Shelby Circuit; 1857-8, St. 
George’s Circuit; 1859-60, Newberry Circuit; 
1861-2, Laurens Circuit; 1863, Fairfield Cir- 
cuit; 1864, Sandy River Mission; 1865, Rock 
Hill Circuit, and part of this year the Fairfield 
Circuit; 1866, Concord Circuit, 1867-8, Cokes- 
bury Circuit; 1869-70, Edgefield Circuit; 1871, 
Laurens Circuit; 1872, Chester Circuit; 1873, 
Fairfield Circuit; 1874, Columbia Circuit; 
1875-6, South Marlboro Circuit; 1877, Bishop- 
ville Circuit; 1878, Marion Circuit; 1879, San- 
tee Circuit; 1880-1, Limestone Circuit; 1882-3, 
Lower Darlington Circuit; 1884, Ridgeville 
Circuit; 1885-7, Sumter Circuit, where he 
closed up his long and useful life as a Method- 
ist preacher. For thirty-seven years he was at 
his post of duty, answering to his name at roll- 
call thirty-six years. Brother Kilgo was no 
ordinary man. The language of Doctor Rust 
on Jeremy Taylor can be appropriately quoted 
here: “He had the good humor of a gentle- 
man, the eloquence of an orator, the acuteness 
of the school-man, the profoundness of a phi- 
losopher, the wisdom of a counselor, the piety 
of a saint.” His preaching was noted for its 
tlearness of thought, sobriety of judgment, ten- 



der emotions, and skill in dividing the word of 
truth. As a pastor he was bold in prosecuting 
the duties of office, yet tender. As a Method- 
ist he was sound in doctrines, and took pleasure 
in preaching them. He enjoyed a deep, living 
experience in the things of God, which was 
proved by his uniform life. As a husband he 
was kind and loving; as a father he trained his 
children so as to gain and hold their best affec- 
tions and confidence, and lead them to Christ. 
He graduated them in our own colleges from 
his meager salaries, spying: “I will live on 
bread and water and wear patched clothes be- 
fore I will throw my children on society uned- 
ucated.” He accomplished his purpose before 
he died. The writer was with him the day be- 
fore he died. He asked kindly after his breth- 
ren of the Conference, and spoke of his love for 
them. In speaking of his afflictions he said: 
“My brother, I have been to the brink of Jor- 
dan since we last met; but, glory be to God, the 
way was all bright, and I am ready at any time 
to go to my reward.” January 4, 1888, “his 
spirit left its encumbering clay,” and life was 
hushed in death.

Robert A. Humphrey was born in Nelson 
County, Ky., seven miles from Bardstown, Oc- 
tober 28, 1855. He was reared by old-fash- 
ioned Methodist parents, who taught him relig- 



ion and Methodism from a child. One of the 
last remarks he ever made to the writer was 
that he thanked God for his early training. He 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
at Beech Fork, when he was fourteen years of 
age, under the pastorate of the Rev. W. J. 
Snively. He was married to Miss Anna Beam 
December 23, 1880. He lived a moral nom- 
inal Church-member till October 29, 1884, at 
which time he was gloriously converted to God 
in a meeting conducted in' Beech Fork Church 
by T. J. McIntyre and the writer. From this 
time till his death he proclaimed it every- 
where that “the blood of Jesus Christ his 
Son cleanseth us from all sin.” He was a 
bold, fearless, hopeful, and consistent Chris- 
tian. What he did he did with his might. 
When once convinced of his duty he unhesitat- 
ingly did it, fearless of opposition. When he 
was thoroughly convinced that God called him 
to the ministry he sold what he had and en- 
tered upon his Father’s business at once. 
When advised by a friend to take another year 
and settle up his business he replied: “That 
would be selling God’s time.” He was admit- 
ted on trial into the Kentucky Conference, 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, at Win- 
chester, September, 1886. He was appointed 
to the West Liberty Circuit, one hundred and 
fifty miles from his home. As soon as the 
sickness of his wife and children would per- 
mit, he entered upon his work, where he la- 
bored energetically, successfully, and to the* 
delight of his people till Conference, which 
met in Covington. Having passed a splendid 
examination before the committee, he was con- 
tinued on trial and appointed to the Concord 
Circuit. He left Conference unwell, and went 
back to West Liberty to arrange for his new 
work; but took his bed at once, never to rise 
again. He grew worse and worse until Octo- 
ber 5, 1887, when he left off toiling and suf- 
fering to reign with Jesus. As long as he 
could talk he preached to those about him. 
The nearer he approached his end, the more 
joyful he 'became. He sent his old class at the 
liome church (where he was class-leader before 
he entered Conference) word to be faithful and 
meet him in heaven. Among his last words 
were: “I am at the very gates of glory.” His 
mind then rested upon his wife and two chil- 
dren.

He was married the second time March 25, 
1874, to Miss Melinda B. Fitch (eldest sister 
of the writer), of Lewis County, Ky. From 
the time of this marriage until his death he 
resided in Lewis County, Ky., within the 
bounds of the Concord Circuit. He continued 
to preach, as he had strength and opportunity, 
with great acceptability and effectiveness as 
long as he lived. His pulpit ministrations 
were of a high order, and he was wonderfully 
gifted in prayer. He was called far and near 
to bury the dead, and to visit the sick and the 
afflicted, and by liis fervent piety and Christian 
sympathy, united with his hopefulness, he 
greatly endeared himself to all with whom he 
came in contact. His conversation in the so- 
cial circle was always “good to the use of ed- 
ifying, and ministered grace to the hearer,” 
and made him a welcome guest and companion 
with every one. He was one of the most ear- 
nest and appreciative listeners I ever preached 
to, and his presence, as with warm heart, at- 
tentive ear, and glowing countenance, he drank 
in the words of life and salvation a§ they came 
from the ambassador of Christ, was always 
helpful to the speaker, and especially to the 
young preacher. He retained his cheerful, 
affable disposition and solicitude for others 
to the very last conscious moment of life, as 
all who visited him during his protracted 
sickness, and heard him with his last “ laboring 
breath” preach Jesus and his salvation, will 
gladly testify. Early in the winter he gave 
unmistakable signs of failing strength of body 
and mind. At a funeral service conducted by 
him a short time before he ceased to labor a 
brother had to assist him in finding his hymns 
and text, although he marked them before he 
entered the pulpit; but his sermon was one of 
great power and effectiveness, and the memory 
of it will long be cherished by his loving 
friends, not only on this account, but because 
it was his last public effort. About the last of 
March he took to his bed, to leave it no more 
until after a period of protracted and severe 
suffering he should be borne to his last resting- 
place on earth. Shortly after he became con- 
fined to his bed I, in response to his call, took 
my place by his side, where I remained and 
watched the ebbing tide of life for nearly four 
weeks. He had no acute disease, and having 
wonderful tenacity of life, the taking down of 
the old tabernacle was a slow and painful 
process. I esteemed it one of the privileges 



of my life to he with him and to hear the? 
words of wisdom, grace, and triumph that fell 
from his lips during this the closing scene of a 
veteran’s life. Time would fail me to tell all 
the things that he did and said to be remem- 
bered. He lost an interest in every thing of 
earth save his friends and Christ and his cause 
and Church. His mind often wandered, but in 
his wildest delirium he never- for a moment 
forgot that he was the child of God and an 
ambassador of Christ, and would talk not only 
rationally, but eloquently, upon the subject of 
religion when he was oblivions to all earthly 
concerns.

The beautiful drapery of the 
church, the floral tributes laid upon the bier r 
and the many tears of genuine sorrow — all in- 
dicated the high regard in which he was held 
by the community in which he had spent the 
evening of his life. 

Benjamin F. Bristow died at his home in 
Covington, Ky., June 7, 1888. Brother Bris- 
tow was born in Clark County, Ky., November 
14, 1815. His father, Archibald Bristow, was 
a Baptist minister. His mother, whose maid- 
en name was Philadelphia Bourne, was a con- 
secrated wdman, and to her he acknowledged 
himself largely indebted for those influences 
which brought him to Christ and developed 
his Christian character. He was converted 
September 17, 1836, at a camp-meeting con- 
ducted by Rev. Isaac Collard, at White Hall, 
111. In 1837, some six or eight months after 
his conversion, he was licensed to preach at a 
Quarterly Conference in the Jacksonville (Illi- 
nois) District, Rev. Charles Holliday presiding 
elder. At the call of Doctor Ralston, presiding 
elder of the Covington District, in 1864 he re- 
turned to Kentucky, and served the Church in 
Owen County as a local preacher for three 
years. In 1867 he united with the Kentucky 
Conference on trial, and was admitted into full 
connection in 1869. His appointments as a 
member of the Conference were: Owen Mis- 
sion, Owen Circuit, Warsaw, Richmond, Vero- 
na, Burlington, Petersburg, Oddville, Fal- 
mouth, North Middletown, Sunday-school 
Agent, Highland Book and Tract Agent, and 
Florence.

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Asa McNeal Coryell was received on 
trial at the Conference of 1887, and died a 
peaceful death after a few months of ministeri- 
al labor. He had a consecrated heart, and de- 
sired to live many years in the ministry. God 
saw best to remove him in the midst of much 
promise of good to the Church. We meekly 
bow to his will. A pure, blood-washed spirit 
has joined the heavenly family. He died in 
his twenty-fifth year. “ The Master had need 
of him. Loose him, and let him go.” He en- 
joyed a good reputation for consistent piety, 
and has carried that home. 

Benjamin T. Kavanaugh was born of the 
same honored parents of our departed Bishop 
H. H. Kavanaugh, in Jefferson County, Ky., 
April 28, 1805; and died at Boonsboro, Ky., 
July 3, 1888. His father died before he was 
two years old, and his mother moved to Clark 
County, where B. T. Kavanaugh was reared. At 
Paris and Lexington he was taught the book- 
binder’s trade, and was converted at the latter 
place in his fourteenth year. He next engaged 
in tanning and then in flat-boating. He married 
Margaret Lingenfelter at the age of twenty- 
two, and removed to Harrison County, where 
he resided two years; thence to Mount Carmel, 
where he was a land agent for his uncle, who 
was President of a wealthy land company. In 
the fall of 1829 he received license to preach, 
and up to 1834 was missionary of the American 
Sunday-school Union in Illinois. In 1835 he 
joined the Illinois Conference, and became 
agent of McKendree College, of Mount Lebanon, 
which he redeemed from bankruptcy. From 
1839 to 1842 he had charge of the Indian Mis- 
sion District, at the head-waters of the Missis- 
sippi River, and was next sent to the Platteville 
District, which embraced the western half of 
Wisconsin. In 1843 he organized the Masonic 
Grand Lodge of Wisconsin, and was its first 
Grand Master, which position he held for three 
years; and afterward, in Houston, Tex., he re- 
ceived a one-hundred -degree medal or jewel, pre- 
sented by the Masons of Michigan. He next 
edited a paper in Indianapolis, under the auspi- 
ces of the American Colonization Society. Next 
he began the study of medicine at Rush Medic- 
al College, Chicago, 111., and in 1850 graduated 
from the Asbury University. He practiced in 
St. Louis, and became a member of the Medical 
Department of the Missouri State University. 
In 1857 he held for five months the position 
of editor of the St. Louis Christian Advocate. In 
1857 he resumed his ministerial duties at Lex- 
ington, Mo., and after two years went to Inde- 
pendence, Mo., where he remained two years 
and returned to Lexington. During the late 
war he was Chaplain and Assistant Surgeon 
under General Price. After the war he went 
to Texas and resumed pastoral duties, and filled 
the chair of Mental and Moral Philosophy at 
Soule College. The next four years he preached 
and practiced medicine in Plouston, and also 
edited the Masonic Minor and the Family Visit- 
or. In 1879 he removed to Hockley, and in 
1881, having become blind, he returned to Mount 



Sterling, where he had since lived. In 1886 
he published a work entitled “ Electric Theory 
of Astronomy,” and when he died had about 
prepared for the press copy for two other works 
— one entitled “The Great Valley of North 
America; considered with reference to its To- 
pography, Hydrology, Mineralogy,” etc., and 
the other “Notes of a Western Rambler.” 
Doctor Kavanaugh had a strong mind, vigorous 
in thought, active and thorough in investiga- 
tion, decided in its convictions and conclusions. 
He was an industrious student, and acquired a 
large variety of knowledge on many topics, 
and retained his mental vigor nearly to the 
close of his honored and useful life. He was a 
man of decided character, selected carefully 
his opinions, and strenuously maintained them 
when they had matured and settled. He was of 
commanding presence, and whether as preach- 
er or doctor, teacher or editor, platform speak- 
er or on the Conference floor, he received 
marked attention. He was a strong reasoner 
and instructive speaker. Doctor Kavanaugh 
was an intense lover of his Church, her doc- 
trines, usages, and polity. His faith stood on 
the granite basis of the Holy Scriptures and the 
experiences of the grace of God. He was, 
from conviction of their truth, blessed adapta- 
tions, and holy results, a Wesleyan of “the 
straightest sect.” Among the last mental ef- 
forts of his life were “the sketches” which ap- 
peared in the Central Methodist. Ere the hand 
finished the series it became cold in death, 
the pen was exchanged for the harp and crown. 
These “sketches” will be completed amid the 
dear reminiscences of heaven. Six years before 
his death he married the second time. His 
wife most tenderly soothed his declining years, 
and when he became blind she was “literally 
eyes to the blind!” When she passed before 
him a short time before his death, his pillar 
of human trust was gone, and he followed her 
home. The blind Kavanaugh now sees the 
glories of the redeemed. With loving care his 
burial service was conducted by Rev. F. W. 
Noland and others, and the Masons laid this 
grand old man to rest in the cemetery at Mount 
Sterling. The Church magnifies the grace of 
God through Doctor Kavanaugh and cherishes 
his memory. He rests from his labors — has 
gone to his reward.

Wolford P. Coop was admitted on trial at 
Russellville in September, 1886. His first ap- 

E ointment was to the Dixon Mission, where 
e did a faithful year’s work. His second ap- 
pointment was to the Canton Circuit, where he 
entered upon his work with great earnestness 
of purpose. A brother writing about him 
says: “ He worked and studied as if he thought 
the destiny of the whole world depended on 
him.” The same bother says: “He soon won 
the entire confidence of all the people, and a 
deep spiritual work was started wherever he 
went. He met every appointment, and I 
think his last trip to Linton was the cause of 
his fatal illness. At first during his illness he 
was a little impatient to be about his work, but 
after a few days he said he knew he would die, 
and that he only desired to live to work for 
Christ. . . . He talked a great deal about 
dying, and was perfectly resigned to the divine 
will. If' he ever committed the least sin dur- 
ing the time he was at my house, I have no 
knowledge of it. He was one of the purest 
men I ever knew, and died as he had lived. 
Pie praised God as long as he was able to 
speak.” He died in February, 1888.

David Russell Smith was born in Taylors- 
ville, Johnson County, Tenn., May 1, 1835. 
At the age of three his parents settled in Lee 
County, Va. In 1854 Brother Smith was hap- 
pily united in marriage with Sophia Wolfe. 
The marriage was a providential one, for she 
ever proved a true and devoted wife to the 
faithful itinerant. She doubtless has the 
pleasant consciousness of having done all she 
could to assist her now glorified husband in 
his “ work of faith and labor of love.” In 185G 
the seeds of divine truth which had fallen in 
his honest heart germinated, and there sprung 
uj> the plant of a new life, destined, under 
the influence of godly education and a virtu- 
ous life, to develop into a tree of righteousness 
with boughs iveighted with the golden fruitage 
of noble and consistent action. He entered at 
-once upon the race for eternal life by connect- 
ing himself with the M. E. Church, South, as 
-a branch of the great Church of Christ Jesus, 
and was licensed to preach in 1859. He re- 
mained in the ranks of the local ministry until 
the meeting of the Annual Conference in the 
fall of 1860; when he, with L. H. Carlock, D. 
H. Atkins, W. D. Mitchell, and others, was ad- 
mitted on trial. In 1870 he was admitted into 
full membership in the Holston Conference. In 
this connection lie labored faithfully and suc- 
cessfully until the Conference of 1885; when, 
owing to physical inability, the Conference at 
his own request granted him a location. At 
the next meeting of the Conference (in 1886) he 
was re-admitted, and placed on the supernu- 
merary list, which relation he sustained until 
January 9, 1888, when the Supreme Master 
called him from the labor of this life to enjoy 
the living refreshments served by God in the 
home of the soul. The disembodied spirit of 
■our brother and co-laborer rode away in the 
chariot of God to the paradise of eternal hap- 
piness. He was a man of deep piety and abid- 
ing faith, shadowing forth in bold proportions 
the living principles of the religion of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. He was consecrated to his 
work as a gospel minister, always obedient to 
the call of the chief pastors, earnestly and zeal- 
ously toiling in such fields of labor as they in 
their godly judgment assigned to him. Hon- 
esty was the foundation upon which he reared 
the superstructure of his moral character, and 
being strictly temperate and truthful in all his 
■dealings with humanity, he naturally became 
the highest exponent of the gospel of Christ, 
“A living epistle known and read of all men.” 
He was only six days passing “ through the 
valley of the shadow of death.” Jordan was 
deep where he crossed, but not wide. A ter- 
rific storm of physical suffering and human ag- 
ony swept through the valley of the Jordan of 
death where he entered the chilly waves, but 
He who calmed the surging sea said, “ Peace, be 



still,” and “ there was a great calm.” Then the 
man of God folded his arms across his breast, 
and gently closed his eyes in death, to open 
them upon the trancendent glorias of the spir- 
itual world. 

John Sylvester Bourne, son of Curtis Pf. 
and Lucy Bourne, was born in Grayson County, 
Va., December 26, 1856. He was converted at 
Ebenezer January 17, 1875, at a revival con- 
ducted by the eccentric and notable Bob Shef- 
fey. His conversion was clear and powerful. 
He joined the M. E. Church, South, at once, 
and went to work for the Master. He was li- 
censed to exhort March 18, 1876, at Lebanon, 
by G. W. Miles, presiding elder, S. D. Gaines, 
preacher in charge. At the same time B. W. .. 
Fielder and S. K. Byrd, two members of this 
body, were also licensed to exhort. As an ex- 
horter he had “gifts, grace, and usefulness.” 
He was licensed to preach at Providence Camp- 
ground, Elk Creek Circuit, September 6, 1879, 
by John M. McTeer, presiding elder, Rev. 
James Mahoney, preacher in charge. In the 
local ranks for t.vo years he “ aided the preach- 
er in charge in supplying the people with the 
ministry of the word.” September 17, 1881, 
he was recommended by his Quarterly Confer- 
ence as a suitable person to be admitted on 
trial into the traveling connection. As evidence 
of the high esteem in which he was held at 
home they petitioned the bishop to return him 
as their junior preacher for the ensuing year. 
At the session of the Holston Conference held 
at Wytheville, Va., October, 1881, he was re- 
ceived on trial and appointed junior preacher 
on the Wytheville Circuit with B. F. Nuckolls. 
He served in this capacity for two years with 
a large degree of success. Of him Brother 
Nuckolls says: “ For two years we worked side 
by side for the Master. He was the best help 
I have ever had in all departments of Church 
work. He possessed a larger combination of 
talents for usefulness than any young man I 
have ever known.” At the close of his pastor- 
ate on the Wytheville Circuit he was admitted 
into full connection, and ordained deacon at 
Chattanooga October 14, 1883, by Bishop H. N. 
McTyeire. From this Conference he was ap- 
pointed to the Jacksonville Circuit, where he 
also remained two years. Here, with greater 
responsibilities upon him, he was even more 
abundant in labors and was eminently blessed 
in the salvation of souls and in building up the 
cause of Christ. From this charge he went to 
Emory and Henry College, where he spent two 
years preparing himself for greater usefulness 
in the ministry. During this period he was a 
close student, but preached often to the delight 
of all. His first vacation was spent on the 
Wytheville Circuit, again as junior preacher 
under Rev. J. H. Kennedy. At the close of 
his second collegiate year he took charge of 
the Central Station, where he labored success- 
fully the remainder of the year. He was or- 
dained elder at Abingdon October 9, 1887, by 
Bishop McTyeire. He was re-appointed at 
this Conference to the Central City Station. 
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He entered upon his year’s work with a faith 
and zeal worthy of the cause, little thinking it 
was his last on earth. Here, as everywhere 
he labored, souls were converted and every in- 
terest of the Church prospered. Of him as 
preacher his bosom friend from childhood, Rev. 
B. W. Fielder, says: “Those who have heard 
his voice in prayer, song, and sermon can nev- 
er forget it. The volume, the sweetness, the 
flexibility, the modulation — all made music for 
the soul. How much so when his soul was 
aflame with divine love and wooing others 
heavenward. He was a strong preacher, far 
above the average, but was not known as such 
beyond the counties of South-west Virginia, 
where his great battles were fought. He could 
analyze closely, but his unction covered the 
skeleton with flesh, and breathed the Spirit 
upon the mechanical part, so that the message 
was a living reality. Homiletical monthlies 
would grace their columns by'printing some of 
his sermons, and at the same time edify be- 
lievers and show sinners the way of life. I 
can refer the readers to the discourse in the 
dedication of the church at Camp Creek, Jack- 
sonville Circuit. There was always such a fine 
sense of the fitness of things for the time and 
place in the subject he chose. An unselfish 
soul as ever lived, he would have given his last 
half-dollar to a beggar, and then gone all day 
without his dinner. So free from guile and de- 



Jesus comes,” and “ Will the waters be chilly 
when I am called to die?” The last scripture 
quoted by him was: “Blessed be the God and 
Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, which accord- 
ing to his abundant mercy hath begotten us 
again unto a lively hope, by the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ from the dead, to an inheritance 
incorruptible, and undefiled, and that fadeth 
not away, reserved in heaven for you.” His 
last prayer was for his people he loved and 
served so well and for the preacher who would 
succeed him in that field of labor. His last 
intelligently - expressed wish was to see his 
mother before he died. She came, and he 
passed away. We buried him near the spot 
where he was converted, by the side of his fa- 
ther. Peace to his memory! for he was a 
good man and full of the Holy Ghost and faith, 
and much people were added unto the Lord.

ceit there was a bluntness of speech that even 
gave offense to those who failed to discern the 
pure motives of his great heart. The love he 
bore to his intimate friends amounted to warm 
affection, which he was not afraid to express. 
And now that the warm hand and tender heart 
are hidden by the ashes we rebuke every temp- 
tation for loving .any thing that cannot live 
forever. And how blessed the thought that his 
lofty traits of character are all refined by an 
almighty Power, and cannot sleep in the 
grave!” John S. Bourne had the courage of 
his convictions. He was a moral hero, a true 
soldier of Christ. His bold defense of the cause 
of temperance and his fearless denunciation of 
the evils of intemperance did much toward 
turning the tide and saving his pastoral charge 
and county from the awful effects resulting 
from the traffic in intoxicating liquors. For 
this he suffered persecution and was even in- 
sulted, but none of these things moved him. 
He loved God, country, and home. Brother 
Bourne was a model of neatness, an example 
worthy of imitation. With him “cleanliness 
was next to godliness.” Handsome in person, 
magnetic in manner, young and talented, pure 
and consecrated, he was loved while living, and 
now sleeps in an honored grave. He died Sep- 
tember 5, 1888. For six long weeks he battled 
heroically for life, but alas! death conquered 
for a time. He suffered much, but was resigned. 
He desired to live to do good, but was ready 
and willing to go if the Master called. He 
spoke often of his love for the brethren. His 
last text was: “Be ye also ready: for in such 
an hour as ye think not the Son of man com- 
eth.” His last songs were, “ We’ll wait till

Samuel Tucker Moorman, at the time of 
his death, was the oldest itinerant minister in 
unbroken connection with our Conference. He 
was born April 15, 1803, in the county of Camp- 
bell, Virginia; and died at the house of his 
brother-in-law, Colonel Joel B. Leftwich, not 
far from the place of his birth, on Sunday, De- 
cember 18, 1887. He was descended from Quak- 
er stock; settled originally not remote from 
the old Quaker meeting-house, near Lynch- 
burg. His parents, Samuel and Judith T. 
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Moorman, were Methodists, and, in addition to 
home training, gave their son the advantage of 
a plain English education. He was awakened 
and converted at a camp-meeting held at Lime- 
stone Springs, Bedford Circuit, in August, 1822. 
The next month he joined the Methodists. The 
Holy Spirit moving him to give himself to the 
ministry, he was licensed to exhort in 1824, 
and in November, 1827, to preach, and recom- 
mended for admission into the itinerancy. He 
was received into the Virginia Conference on 
trial, at the session held in RaleigH, N. C., 
February 27, 1828, being one of a class of twen- 
ty-three, among whom were Stephen W. Jones 
and Vernor Eskridge (victims of the yellow 
fever pestilence of 1855), John W. White, Mar- 
tin P. Parks. Leroy M. Lee, Thales McDonald, 
Jasper K. Powers, George Mahon, and Abram 
Penn. His first appointment was Brunswick 
Circuit, as junior, with John W. Childs in 
charge. In due course he was ordained dea- 
con, by Bishop Soule, and elder, by Bishop 
Hedding, and for eighteen years traveled from 
mountain to sea-shore (being once in North 
Carolina, at Washington), with the usual reg- 
ularity and the usual fruits of a Methodist 
itinerant. Somehow he was a favorite in 
Charlotte, serving that circuit twice, each time 
for the full term of two years. During this 
time he married. At the Conference of 1846, 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, having 
been organized and held its first General Confer- 
ence, he was appointed presiding elder of Char- 
lottesville District, the territory of which lay 
along the border of the Baltimore Conference. 
That venerable and powerful body had refused 
to adhere South, and a border ecclesiastical 
warfare of no little bitterness between it and 
Virginia had sprung up. Brother Moorman 
was doubtless selected for the emergency of 
that day as a man of unruffled serenity, deep 
piety, sound doctrine and discretion, and suav- 
ity mingled with firmness. He held the place 
for a quadrennium, and maintained the stand- 
ard of a pure and blameless godliness and of 
the Southern Church against all assailants. 
He expressed to this writer, in the last year of 
his life, with much solemnity and clearness, his 
opinion of the great importance of the office of 
presiding elder. After an appointment near 
Richmond, where his home had become fixed 
in consequence of severe family afflictions, he 
served for several years our colored congrega- 
tions in Petersburg and Richmond. His last 
years of active ministry were thus employed in 
preaching to these simple-hearted, sympathetic, 
and emotional people. He understood them 
well, being brought up on a plantation, and 
himself the owner of slaves — a master kind, 
generous, and just. He was able affectionately 
and patiently to guide them, but was not bois- 
terous enough to be with them a favorite preach- 
er. But when not much past fifty years of age 
his hearing, long defective, became greatly im- 
paired, and his domestic sorrows and disabili- 
ties became well-nigh overwhelming, he was 
compelled to take a supernumerary relation^ 
which he held eleven years. He continued to 



reside in Richmond, doing what he might by" 
preaching as opportunity offered, and by per- 
sonal visitations to the prisoners and the afflict- 
ed in the penitentiary, the alms-house, and 
other abodes of spiritual darkness and distress. 
Part of the time he labored to extend the cir- 
culation of the Richmond Christian Advocate 
and other religious literature. At the close of 
the war, the exciting and sorrowful years of 
which passed over him in the very center of 
its interest — Richmond, the capital of the Con- 
federacy — his private means having been 
greatly reduced, he was placed on the super- 
annuated list, and annually received a small 
allowance from the Joint Board of Finance. 
About 1880 or 1881, his wife having died, and 
the infirmities of age greatly increasing, he re- 
moved to his native county of Campbell, and 
with his afflicted daughter made his home at 
his brother-in-law’s, where to the end he re- 
ceived the most affectionate care and attention. 
Up to the last year he had a few regular ap- 
pointments, and preached as strength and 
weather allowed, but these services became 
less frequent, and within a year past it was ap- 
parent that “the weary wheels of life” were 
coming to a stand-still. Death came, as he had 
often expressed a desire it should, suddenly, 
when he was alone and out-of-doors. As well 
as could be judged, the Lord removed his serv- 
ant without pain, probably “without a linger- 
ing groan.” It was on the Sabbath-day, which 
he had always specially loved and held in high- 
est reverence, observing its sanctity with par- 
ticular and unvarying faithfulness. Thus he 
“ fell on sleep” oh the morning of the Lord’s- 
day, needing to give no dying testimony to that 
religion of which his long life was a perpetual 
example. He had nearly completed his eighty- 
fifth year; was in the sixtieth of his itinerant 
ministry, of which thirty-two years were spent as 
a retired minister. In consequence of this fact 
and his infrequent appearance at Conference 
(the last was at Lynchburg in 1884), he was 
not known by sight to the bulk of our younger 
men. There was an expression of constant 
and habitual sweetness upon his countenance. 
His voice was soft, his manner gentle; the tone 
of a St. John was about him. As a preacher 
he was affectionate, fervent, clear, and spiritual. 
When in charge he was a firm and close d sci- 
plinarian. He was a constant leader, and had 
paid special attention to some particular feat- 
ures of doctrine, which he was especially fond 
of discussing. He was a holy man in all pri- 
vate and public life, “ walking in the fear of the 
Lord and in the comfort of ihe Holy Ghost,” 
full of faith and love, unwearied and continual 
in “prayers, intercessions, and givingofthanks,” 
an example to all believers. His body sleeps 
among kindred dust, not far from White’s 
Church, in Campbell Circuit; and at the same 
spot his only surviving brother, John Clark 
Moorman, a venerable saint of more than nine- 
ty years, has this year been laid to rest. 

William B. Rowzie was born in Essex 
County, Ya., February 22, 1806; and died in 
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the adjoining county of Middlesex, and only a 
ghort distance from the place of his birth, June 
3, 1888. He was of French descent on his fa- 
ther’s side of the family. His mother was En- 
glish. Both branches of the family settled in 
colonial times in Essex County, Va., where the 
subject of this memoir was born and reared. 
He was the oldest of nine children, and shared 
with tlie other members of the family in the 
industrial activities common to country farm 
life in the days of his youth. His early educa- 
tion was limited to the elementary studies 
commonly taught in the schools of his county. 
Country life and manual labor contributed to 
the development of a robust body and a vigor- 
ous constitution. He grew up to early man- 
hood mainly under the religious teachings of 
the ministry and Sunday-school of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church. When about twenty 
years of age he was converted under the 
preaching of the Methodist ministers who in 
1826 were traveling tue Hanover Circuit. He 
very soon began to hold prayer-meetings, as 
his history goes, and to exhort the people to 
repent and flee to Christ for salvation. His 
mind was turned to the work of the ministry, 
and without holding a parley wkh “ flesh and 
blood,” in February, 1829, he offered hmself 
for admittance on trial in the Virginia Confer- 
ence. He, with fifteen others, was received, 
and on the Gloucester Circuit commenced his 
itinerant life. It would serve no valuable 
purpose to follow the subject of this memoir 
through the successive changes from circuit to 
station, from circuit and station to the presid- 
ing eldership, alternating at longer or shorter 
intervals with college agencies and such other 
side work as may have been assigned to him by 
the authorities of his Church. He was an obe- 
dient son in the gospel. For the 9pace of at 
least sixteen years he filled the office of pre- 
siding elder, and for fourteen years, first and 
last, he acted as agent for Randolph-Macon 
College, Buckingham Female Collegiate Insti- 
tute, and the Wesleyan Female College, locat- 
ed at Murfreesboro, N. C. In whatever posi- 
tion he was placed, either as pastor, presiding 
elder, or college agent, he devoted himself to 
his work with an energy that never tired, a 
zeal that never abated, and with a measure of 
success that is rarely excelled. He was a mod- 
el man. In moral principle he was as firm as 
granite; in Christian character he was as clear 
as crystal and as pure as gold; and, taken alto- 
gether, he presented as complete and rounded 
an embodiment of all that is graceful in hu- 
manity and beautiful in ‘‘pure and undefiled 
religion” as is ever met with, one time in a 
thousand, among the most conspicuous exam- 
ples that have ever adorned the walks of social 
and domestic life, or shed an undimmed luster 
on the annals of the Christian Church, Will- 
iam B. Rowzie was almost peerless as a man, 
considered apart from his ministerial vocation. 
As a preacher he was unusually useful. Not 
brilliant in intellectual endowments or spe- 
cially captivating as a puolic speaker, there 
was yet a clearness in the presentation of his 



subject and an earnestness in delivery that 
made ample amends for any deficiency in the 
merely rhetorical adornments of his style or 
the absence of oratorical display in his manner 
and mode of delivery. He was plain, artless, 
and eminently sincere in his pulpit ministra- 
tions. No preacher amongr-t u> ever had a 
clearer perception of the sinner’s relation to 
God and his holy law, or a clearer conception 
of the great doctrine of justification by faith 
than he, and perhaps no preacher connected 
with the Virginia Conference ever preac ed 
this doctrine with more demonstrative effects 
and immediate results than he. The instances 
are not few in which conversion clear and 
scriptural occurred while he was preaching this • 
doctrine. He was wonderfully successful as a 
preacher in leading sinners to Christ. The sub- 
ject of this memoir was the stanch and unwav- 
ering friend and patron of Christian educa- 
tion. For many years' he was a trustee of 
Randolph-Macon College, and no one in that 
relation to the college ever displayed a more 
untiring devotion to the interests of the insti- 
tution than he. With a punctuality tha« was 
surprising he attended the meetings of the 
board, and not only by his personal presence, 
but also by his means — to the full extent of his 
ability and even beyond — he contributed to its 
relief in the darkest days of its history. Many 
years of the prime of his life were devoted to 
the agency for this college. Nor was he less 
the friend and patron of female education, as is 
illustrated by the fact that he spent several 
years in his efforts to resuscitate the fortunes of 
the Buckingham Female Institute, and to sus- 
tain and keep alive the Wesleyan Female Col- 
lege at Murfreesboro. The later years of his 
long and useful life were devoted to circuit 
work. With advancing years and the infirmi- 
ties incident to age he felt compelled to retire 
from the active pastorate, and at the end of the 
fifty-fourth year of his effective relation to the 
Conference, he, at the session of 1884, was re- 
tired at his own request to the superannuated 
relation, since which time he has spent the de- 
clining years of his life with his friends, preach- 
ing i ccasionally as his strength and opportu- 
nity allowed. At the time of his death he was 
on a visit to his friends and relations in the 
county of his nativity. He had preached with 
great clearness and effectiveness but a short 
time before his death. He was suddenly pros- 
trated with an acute attack of disease, at the 
house of a relative in Middlesex County, only 
a few miles from the home of his childhood; 
and died, as he had lived — one of the best and 
purest of Christians, a preacher of high order 
and efficiency, a man of irreproachable charac- 
ter, and one in every respect entitled to the 
highest consideration. His memory is cher- 
ished by his brethren in the ministry, and his 
praise is in all our Churches. His remains 
were interred in the old family burying- 
ground near his birth-place, where two or 
three generations of his kindred sleep the long 
sleep that knows no w T aking, till the trump of 
the resurrection shall sound the knell of time.

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good average for scholarship in his classes, and 
graduated with honor. From time to time I 
have met him in his^arious fields of labor, and 
seen his work. It ought to be set down to his 
credit that his influence was greatest where he 
was best known, and in a special way it should 
be noted that men who were most proficient in 
the study of men were most strongly drawn to 
him and were fondest of him as a man and 
preacher. His voice and manner of speaking 
were not attractive to the masses, and hindered 
his power with his people. His mental train- 
ing and great purity of character, combined 
with his zeal and devotion, ought to have won 
for him larger influence than he attained. I 
know of but one hinderance in his way, and 
that w r as too great confidence in men. Con- 
scious of his own purity of motive, no amount 
of adverse experience could bring him to right 
caution toward others. His heart and purse 
were open to all who chose to prey upon his 
unselfish nature. Ilis errors were always on 
the side of charity. With a nature so open, 
trustful, and unsuspecting, it was a painful 
Surprise whenever lie found himself unjustly 
dealt with. His sensitive nature, under such 
circumstances, knew a more exquisite torture 
than most men are capable of feeling. As 
husband and father, if he had a fault it was in 
too great tenderness; but this love has crowned 
with blessing the lives of those who felt, day 
by day, the delicate touch of his home life. 
That his friendships were deathless the writer 
has had ample opportunity to know. Through 
all these changing years his love has known no 
change. His last words spoke of his heart’s 
devotion. Gentle spirit, true man, humble 
Christian, zealous embassador, well done ! ” At 
our last Conference session Brother Hart was 
appointed presiding elder of the McKenzie 
District. He was not well during Conference 
session, and upon its adjournment he went to 
his family, then in Dresden. His sickness was 
short and severe. The disease of which he 
died was pneumonia. -In his sickness he often 
said:' “I am ready to die if it be God’s will,” 
and “ I am talking with God.” He was so calm 
while dying that his family did not know when 
he left them. Tuesday morning, November 
29, 1887, Edwin Thomas Hart was transferred 
to the land of pure delight, where many noble 
fellow-laborers had already gone. 

William Henry Leigh, a member of the 
Memphis Annual Conference, Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, was born at Clarksville, 
Tenn., December 29, 1824. At that time his 
parents were moving from Virginia to Ken- 
tucky. He died at Paducah, Ky., March 14, 
1888, after a long but not painful sickness. 
His childhood was spent at Eddyville, on the 
banks of the beautiful Cumberland. At the 
tender age of nine years he was left an orphan, 
and unaided or watched over by parental care 
he had to make his way in the world. He was 
soundly converted to God while yet a boy, and 
at nineteen was licensed to preach at a Quar- 
terly Conference held on the Blandville Cir- 



cuit. Entering the itinerancy in the fall of 
1845, his first appointment was as junior 
preacher on the Murray Circuit, and he served 
in succession the following charges: Dresden 
Station, Paducah Station, Paducah District, 
Grenada District, Hernando Street (Memphis), 
Mount Zion Circuit, Trenton Station, Trenton 
Circuit, Jackson District, Trenton District, 
Dyersburg District, Milan Station, Union City 
Station, Huntingdon Station, McKenzie Sta- 
tion, Mayfield Station, Paducah District, Bol- 
ivar District, and Paducah Mission, which he, 
by the grace of God, raised to a station in four 
years, now known as Third Street. In the fall 
of 1886, at the Conference held at Jackson, 
Tenn., his health having failed, he took a su- 
pernumerary relation. Brother Leigh was 
punctual at all his appointments. The ques- 
tion was seldom asked with regard to him: 

“ Will he be here? ” And whether as preacher 
in charge or presiding elder, he had full 
charge of the work, and magnified his office. 
In 1852, at Dresden, Tenn., lie united in the 
bands of matrimony with Miss Mary C. Brooks, 
who was the joyful companion of his new itin- 
erant life and the solace of his declining years. 
Six children blessed their bridal joys and 
helped to throw sunshine over their sorrows, 
all of whom, with the dear mother, are on the 
way to heaven. During several years of his 
ministry the Church was greatly impoverished, 
and in many lawful ways, with his own hands, 
he helped out his meager support, so that his 
family might have the advantages of home 
and school, and he succeeded in a fair degree 
to help them to positions of usefulness. He 
was a busy man, always and well employed. 
Every moral reform had in him a bold and 
wide-awake advocate. He shirked no respon- 
sibility, avoided no duty. True to his own con- 
victions of right, he worked by all lawful and 
righteous means to do the most good and bene- 
fit the largest numbers. Brother Leigh was a. 
faithful, earnest minister of the gospel. He 
had courage to preach the truth, and ability to 
expound the Scriptures. His Biblical knowl- 
edge was extensive, his pulpit style good, his 
descriptive and illustrative powers superior. 
He proclaimed with zeal and* confidence the 
great doctrines of the Bible — justification by 
faith, witness of the Spirit, and holiness of 
heart. A great lover of camp- meetings and 
special revival seasons, he was always ready 
with word or song or prayer to help the poor 
broken-hearted mourner in Zion. In this work 
he had sanctified skill. If every soul led to 
Christ by another makes a star in the crown 
the good shall wear, then W. H. Leigh has a 
starry crown. He utilized all the means of 
grace, but delighted in the love-feast meetings, 
and was often selected to hold our Conference 
love-feast because of his rich and precious ex- 
perience in the deep things of God. He was 
a man of prayer — holy communion with God. 
How his countenance brightened and thoughts 
enlarged when engaged in this delightful ex- 
ercise! Perhaps this was the secret of his 
success — his nearness to God. His daily prayer 
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was not cold and lifeless, but earnest, fervent, 
ju*1 continued. This was tire mailed hand 
that smote the hosts of sin, the strong hand 
that opened the gate of mercy, the victorious 
hand that took the palm of victory. “ He en- 
ters heaven with prayer.” Farewell, dear 
brothers! We have thrown these few stones 
together, without mallet or chisel, to mark the 
resting-place of one we all love. 

Guilford Jones died in Memphis, Tenn., 
Friday, May 14, 18S8. He had been contfned 
to his bed nearly live months with nervous 
prostration and some affection of the heart. 
His death was sudden, but not a surprise. After 
a cheerful hour with a friend who had called 
to see him, he showed signs Of exhaustion, and 
died almost instantly. It was like going to 
sleep. He was not taken by surprise. For 
weeks his mind had dwelt on the life to come, 
and he seemed impatient to be gone. His 
long prostration afforded a happy release from 
worldly cares and greatly mellowed his heart. 
At times he felt the most perfect rapture at 
the thought of joining the great company that 
have gone before. His last attempt at song 
was “ The home of the soul,” which he man- 
aged to hum, and then expressed his great de- 
sire to enter into his rest. Guilford Jones was 
a native of Virginia. He was born in Isle of 
Wight County in 181 2. Had he lived until 
the 29th of July following his death, he would 
have been seventy-six years old. His father’s 
name was Hardy Jones. Nearly all his an- 
cestors were Baptists. As far back as 1727 the 
original stock, Rev. William Jones, who was a 
Baptist preacher, came from England and set- 
tled in Isle of Wight County. Guilford’s father 
moved to Middle Tennessee in 1815, and set- 
tled in Smith County. Here the children grew 
up. In 1831 the subject of this memoir was 
converted under the ministry of the Meth- 
odists, at which time nearly all the family, in- 
-cluding the parents, were brought to Christ 
and into the Methodist Church. The meeting 
-was held at a church called Wesley Chapel. 
In Smith County there was in an early day a 
school called Clinton College, conducted by F. 
A. Gordon and J. B. Moores. Here Guilford 
Jones completed his education. As he under- 
stood mathematics, including surveying, he 
was in 1835 elected surveyor of Smith County 
— an important office then. It was he who 
surveyed the boundaries of De Kalb County, 
gave the calls, drew the plat, and presented 
the petition to the Legislature when that 
county was established. He was licensed to 
preach by the Quarterly Conference of Cum- 
berland Circuit, Tennessee Conference, in 1834, 
Jere Williams being preacher in charge, and 
Thomas Smith presiding elder. He was or- 
dained deacon in Nashville, Tenn., in 1839, by 
Bishop Andrew; and elder in Paris, Tenn., in 
1843. by Bishop Soule. He continued in a 
local relation till November, 1846, when he 
was admitted on trial into the Memphis Con- 
ference. It is needless to recount the dates 
and facts connected with the life of this good 



man. His was a long and useful career. He 
was school-teacher, county officer, editor Holly 
Springs (Miss.) Gazette , college professor, Pres- 
ident of Andrew College at Trenton, Tenn., 
from 1854 to 1859, and pastor. In all these 
relations he did well, and showed himself a 
man. Guilford Jones moved to West Tennes- 
see in 1840, and settled in Ripley, Lauderdale 
County. Being one of the few men of his day 
in this western district who was blessed with a 
collegiate education, he took front rank and 
was conspicuous in many wavs, especially as a 
preacher. In the pulpit he excelled. His 
gifts in this direction were rare. He was not 
a great oratox*, nor one to draw promiscuous 
crowds. He was not sufficiently declamatory 
for that. His preaching was doctrinal and an- 
alytical, and his style eminently colloquial. 
He gloried in the discussion of great doctrinal 
questions, and rather courted controversy. HLs 
sernmns were fresh and vigorous, and often 
embellished with the finest forms of expression. 
He was a constant student, and kept up with 
the current issues of the day. He was inclined 
to be speculative, and his friends sometimes 
feared lest he might adopt theories at variance 
with the standards; but he varied, if at all 
more in form of expression than in thought. On 
the great and essential doctrines of the gospel 
he was sound and stood for their defense. 
There was never a question as to the sincerity 
of his purpose or the purity of his life. Doc- 
tor Jones was as guileless as a child. In fact 
he had so little of what the world calls policy 
that he was often impolitic. He was so trans- 
parent in thought that all his plans and pur- 
poses were visible. It is doubtful if he ever 
knew the feeling of fear. Quiet, unpretentious 
as he was, he was afraid of nothing. He not 
only had the courage to stand by his convic- 
tions, but he was not afraid of death. In 1867, 
and again in 1873, he passed through the scoui'ge 
of yellow fever in Memphis, being a pastor in 
the city at that time, but seemed no more 
alarmed than he would under ordinary condi- 
tions. Doctor Jones was not noted as a pastor. 
Not that he failed entirely in this line of work, 
but he did not excel in it. He was too thought- 
ful and meditative, too recluse to be ready at 
all times to make himself interesting in the do- 
mestic circle. He did not mean to be inatten- 
tive, but he sometimes seemed so. Yet when 
the season came he was a most agreeable fire- 
side companion. Doctor Jones represented the 
Memphis Conference at four sessions of the 
General Conference — 1858, 1866, 1870, 1882. 
His literary contributions were a few pam- 
phlets, mostly on doctrinal subjects, and occasion- 
al articles to the periodicals of the Church — 
enough to make a volume. He was a leading 
man among us, served his day and generation 
well, and died in peace.

Rigdon J. Perry was born in South Caro- 
lina January 13, 1816; professed religion and 
joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
in 1850; married Mary Kirk in Pickens Coun- 
ty, Ala., June 28, 1838; was licensed to preach 
January 11, 1856; was admitted on trial in 
the Alabama Conference November 3, 1865; 
transferred to the North west Texas Confer- 
eme in 1858. He filled the Davilla Circuit 
duriug 1869 and 1870, and Gatesville Circuit, 
Gatesville Station, and Leon Circuit until 1875, 
when he located. He was re-admitted in 1879, 
and served on the Cottonwood, Jonesboro, Hen- 
son Creek, and Plum Creek Circuits until 1883, 
at which time he was placed on the supernu- 
merary list, where he remained and labored 
faithfully and earnestly until January 5, 188S, 
when he bade adieu to earth and went to glory. 
Brother Perry was a noble and good man, and 
many will rise up at the last day and call him 
blessed. Being a physician, he was called on 
often to minister to the poor without money 



and without price. This he did cheerfully. No 
man was more universally beloved than was 
Dr. R. J. Perry. He was also a good, stirring, 
lively preacher; always had a revival in his 
work. Just before he died he said: “I wish 
the young men of town were here, to see how 
a Christian can die.” Brother Perry was ever 
a true friend to his pastor, but tearfully we 
must say farewell till Jesus comes. 

Sam O. Gafford was born at Honey Grove, 
Tex., in 1861; was converted and joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, in his 
eighteenth year; was admitted on trial in the 
North-west Texas Conference, at Lampasas, 
Tex., November 10, 1886, and was appointed 
to Vineyard City Mission. At the last session 
of our Conference he was sent to Seymour 
Mission, where he labored faithfully until 
stricken down by death, September 28, 1888. 
He verified Mr. Wesley’s declaration that “our 
people die well.” Just as the white angel mes- 
sengers were bearing his blood-washed spirit 
away to God, he shouted back to his brethren: 
“ Bless the Lord ! ”

James O. Woodward, son of J. S. and Le- 
vira Woodward, was born in Fairfield District, 
S. C., July 1, 1820, and came to Winston 
County, Miss., with his widowed mother while 
a youth. He was converted to God in 1847, 
licensed to preach in 1849, and received on 
trial into the Mississippi Conference the same 
year. He was ordained deacon by Bishop An- 
drew in 1852, and elder by Bishop Pierce in 
1856. In his early ministerial life he was 
happily married to Miss Adaline Porter. His 
membership continued in the Mississippi Con- 
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ference till the organization of the North Mis- 
sissippi Conference in 1870, when he became a 
member of this body. Brother Woodward’s 
life-work, we might say, was all done in the 
county in which he was raised. His health 
failing in early life, he was forced to retire 
from the active work of the ministry, yet to 
the Church in the community in which he 
lived he became a tower of strength. His life 
was singularly pure and consistent. He was 
quiet in his religious profession; but his ex- 
perience was deep and abiding, and by his ex- 
emplary life and gentleness of bearing men 
took knowledge of him that he had been with 
Jesus. Brother Woodward was no croaker. 
Often we have heard him say: “These are the 
best times the Church has ever had.” The 
people of the community in which he lived 
never tired of hearing him preach. He was 
peculiarly gifted in prayer. How simple, 
child-like his faith! how unctuous his ap- 
peals to a throne of grace! You felt as he 
prayed that he had met God and talked with 
him face to face. Brother Woodward was a 
kind husband and father, and none knew him 
but to love him. His last sickness was very 
painful and protracted. He was perfectly re- 
signed to the will of God, and said that he had 
more on the other shore than on this, and that 
he longed to be with Christ. When the sum- 
mons came (January 3, 1888) he died in the 
triumph of faith, scaled the mount of God, and 
went home to heaven. 

Thomas J. Taylor, son of A. J. and M. J. 
Taylor, was born in Franklin County, Ala., 
July 21, 1838. He received his education in 
the common schools of the country. He was 
converted to God on the Carrollville Circuit, 
Aberdeen District, of this Conference, in 1856, 
received license to preach at a Quarterly Con- 
ference on the Baldwin Circuit in 1869, ad- 
mitted on trial at the Conference held at Cor- 
inth in 1872, and received into full connection 
at Aberdeen in 1874. He was ordained dea- 
con in 1874 by Bishop Doggett, and elder by 
Bishop Pierce in 1876, and remained an ear- 
nest, effective worker in the Lord’s vineyard 
till he “ceased at once to work and live,” No- 
vember 19, 1888. During his connection with 
the Conference he served in order the following 
charges: Bay Springs Mission, 1873; Marietta 
Circuit, 1874; New Albany Circuit, 1875; Iuka 
Circuit, 1876; Marietta Circuit, 1877; Ripley 
Circuit, 1878-80. At the close of the last year 
named he was transferred to the Arkansas 
Conference, and appointed to Dover Circuit, 
which he served in 1881. He came back to 
North Mississippi at the end of that year, and 
served the following charges in the order given 
till the close of his laborious life: Kossuth, 
1882; Okolona, 1883-4; Buena Vista, 1885-6;. 
Richland, 1887 ; Austin, 1888, on which charge 
he died, as every soldier of the cross should 
wish to die, in the forefront at his post, where 
the dangers are thickest. Brother Taylor did 
not enter the ministry till he was thirty-one 
years of age; but, realizing that it was his duty 
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to preach the gospel, he gave up all, even sell- 
ing his home, that he might enter fully into 
the work. His whole power was consecrated 
to God, and employed diligently in advancing 
his kingdom in the world. Energy and ear- 
nestness were characteristics of his nature. 
Whatever his hand found to do he did with 
his might. While he was not an extraor- 
dinary preacher, he presented the truth as he 
believed it without fear or favor, and God 
recognised his efforts in the salvation of souls. 
Another trait of his character should chal- 
lenge our commendation, and that was his sin- 
gleness of purpose# It was his meat and drink 
to do the will of God, and though he may 
have made mistakes, they were of the head 
and not of the heart. The demands of his 
family were great, but relying upon God he 
turned neither to the right hand nor to the left, 
and pressing forward sought the righteousness 
that comes of duty done, believing that all 
needed and temporal good “ would be added 
unto him.” In his last sickness his only de- 
sire for recovery was that he might make bet- 
ter provision for his family. Brother Taylor 
has gone !

Andrew Jackson Briggs, son of Samuel 
G. and Patsy L. A. Briggs, was born in Greens- 
boro, Ala., March 26, 1828. His father and 
mother were from Raleigh, N. C., and were 
wealthy, cultivated, refined, and from one of 
the best families in the State. When Andrew 
reached the age of two years, his father died, 
leaving his wife with nine children to care for. 
Meantime reverses had come, and there was 
little left with which to provide for the family. 
But his mother, who was deeply pious as well 
as highly cultivated, and withal a woman of 
rare common sense, met the difficulties of the 
situation bravely, and while her health re- 
mained succeeded in carrying out her plans 
for the maintenance and education of her little 
ones. When her health failed she was unable 
to educate her younger children as she had 
done the older ones, yet she did what she 
could, keeping them in the best society, and 
setting them an example of refined and holy 
living. Young Andrew’s devotion to his 
mother was touching and beautiful. As far as 
possible he carried all her burdens, working 
diligently at whatever he could find to do, and 
denying himself all needless indulgences that 
he might assist in the support of the family. 
As he grew to manhood he felt the siirrings of 
ambition, and the intuitions of genius directed 
his mind toward the learned professions. He 
studied Latin preparatory to the study of law, 
which had for him peculiar fascinations. In 
1848 he went to Aberdeen, Miss., to practice 
law. Here he met and became engaged to 
M iss Martha A. Brewer, daughter of Colonel 
Sam C. Brewer. Her father opposing the mar- 
riage. he left Aberdeen and went to Montgom- 
ery, thinking that he could there make money 
enough to justify him in marrying. Having 
succeeded, lie returned to Aberdeen, and was 
married March 6, 1851. September 5, 1857, 
his mother died in great peace and entered 
into rest. The triumphant death of his mother, 
preceded as it had been by a holy life, made a 
lasting impression upon his mind. Up to the 
time of her death he had given little thought 
to supernatural things, but after that event he 
began to read the Bible with new and deep in- 
terest, and to pray that the God of his mother 
might become his God. About this time a 
protracted meeting, conducted by the Rev. C. 
O. Calloway, Dr. Wadsworth being pastor, was 
begun in Greensboro, affording him an oppor- 
tunity of seeking the Lord under the direction 
of wise and holy men. Gladly availing him- 
self of the advantages thus offered, he went to 
the altar for prayer, and for eight days and 
nights sought the pearl of great price. On 



November 13, 1857, the Lord spoke peace to 
his soul. His conversion was clear and satis- 
factory. He immediately arose, rejoiced with 
the brethren, and went home, told his wife 
what the Lord had done for him, and they 
had a little heaven upon earth together. The 
same night he erected the family altar, upon 
which he kept the fire burning till God called 
him home. Sunday, November 15, 1857, he 
joined the Church on probation for six months, 
and though during that time he had the troub- 
les, perplexities, and temptations common to 
young converts, he held on his way because 
his heart was fixed, trusting in the Lord. At 
the proper time he was received into fidl con- 
nection by the Rev. William Shapard, wdio was 
then pastor. His'old employments were now 
given up, and he entered upon another kind 
of business in which he made less money, but 
with which he was content. But the Lord 
had a work for him to do, and it was not long 
before he felt called by the Holy Ghost to the 
office of a minister of Jesus Christ. He was 
licensed to preach at a Quarterly Conference 
held in Greensboro in November, 1859, J. J. 
Hutchinson being presiding elder. He was 
appointed assistant preacher, by the presiding 
elder, on the Brush Creek Circuit, for 1860, 
but the preacher in charge dying, he was put 
in charge. At the close of the year he was 
admitted on trial into the Alabama Annual 
Conference. He was sent to the Mount Iler- 
mon Circuit, a part of Brush Creek Circuit, 
for 1861. In 1862, at the request of some of 
the planters, he was sent to German Creek Col- 
ored Mission. Here hundreds were converted 
and added to the Church through his instru- 
mentality. In 1863 and 1864 he served the 
Autauga and Autaugaville Circuits; Pratt- 
ville, 1865-8; Eufaula, 1869-71; presiding 
elder on the Selma District, 1872-5; Pratt- 
ville District, 1876-7; stationed at Greenville, 
1878; served Oaktuppa Mission, 1879. During 
this year he added to the Church two hun- 
dred and sixtv-two, and baptized two hundred 
and two infants. In 1880 he served as Grand 
Lecturer in the Independent Order of Good 
Templars; served the Beulah Circuit, 1881-4; 
Pensacola Station, 1 885—6 ; Clanton and Ver- 
bena, 1887. For some years his health had 
been feeble, and on his way to Conference in 
Greensboro he became very sick, and was not 
able to leave his room during the session. On 
Friday after adjournment he was so much bet- 
ter that he started for his home in Robinson 
Springs, which he reached without much in- 
convenience. He talked with his wife till 
about two o’clock Saturday morning, when he 
retired to rest. Noticing that he bieathed 
heavily, his wife hastened to his bedside, and 
found that he was dying. In a few moments 
he passed peacefully away. Brother Briggs 
was a man of warm heart and large brain. He 
was the very soul of honor, the incarnation of 
generosity. He loved the human race, and 
nothing that concerned man was without in- 
terest to him. Sorrow and want always found 
in him sympathy and help. With princely, 
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but discriminating generosity, he supplied the 
(necessities of .the poor to the extent of his abil- 
ity. His friends, and their name is legion, he 
attached to himself as with hooks of steel. Hav- 
ing the courage of his convictions — brave, can- 
did, aggressive — it is not surprising that he 
made some enemies. These he could pity and 
forgive. At home the sunny side of his nature 
was completely unveiled. Of his children he 
exacted obedience, but did not provoke them 
to wrath. On the contrary, he carried himself 
toward them in such a way as to win their love 
and confidence; becoming their most trusted 
friend — almost their idol. The position at- 
tained and held by his children in the world 
and in the Church witness that they were 
trained up in the way they should go. Of the 
love and confidence existing between him and 
his devoted wife and his consequent domestic 
felicity it does not become us here to speak. 
Suffice it to say that she was a helpmate for 
him in all things pertaining to this life and 
that which is to come. Brother Briggs was a 
man of deep and fervent piety, without som- 
berness or any trace of that Pharisaic spirit 
which, wrapping the mantle of egotism about 
itself, says to another: “Stand aside, for I am 
holier than thou." As a preacher Brother 
Briggs took high rank. By judicious reading, 
protracted thought, and careful observation he 
soon acquired a fund of knowledge, and became 
“a workman that needed not to be ashamed,” 
rightly dividing the word of truth. By nature 
he was highly gifted, having a fine presence, 
an excellent voice, and great personal magnet- 
ism. The pulpit was his throne of power. As 
his discourses were always well prepared, clear, 
concise, coherent, rich in gospel truth, and de- 
livered with the force and fire of an earnest 
soul, it is not surprising that the work of the 
Lord prospered in his hands. Sometimes he 
reached the sublime heights of sacred oratory, 
and then he touched at will the chords of the 
human soul, causing sinners to tremble with 
fear, and saints to break forth in acclamations 
of joy. 

A. J. Coleman was born in Murfreesboro, 
N. C., in 1822; and died at the residence of his 
son in Whistler, Ala., October 20, 1888. In 
early life he removed with his parents to Vir- 
ginia. He was converted and joined the Meth- 
odist Church when a youth, and when he was 
about twenty years of age he came to Colum- 
bus, Miss., and was licensed to preach and rec- 
ommended to the Alabama Conference by that 
station for admission into the traveling connec- 
tion in 1848. He was ordained deacon at Au- 
burn, Ala., January 12, 1851, and elder at 
Marion, Ala., December 5, 1852, both ordina- 
tions being performed by Bishop Capers. He 
was married to Sarah A. Toland April 20, 1852. 
Two children were born unto them — J. F. Cole- 
man, of Whistler, Ala., and Mrs. Mary M. 
Spinks, of Taylor, Tex. His wife having died, 
he was again united in marriage to Miss Ella 
McClendon, of Kemper County, Miss., in 1864, 
and lived happily with her until his death. 



His entire ministerial life was spent in the Al- 
abama Conference, with the exception of one 
year in the Mississippi Conference. He was in 
the active ministry about forty years. Being 
blessed with a fine constitution and almost un- 
interrupted health, he received an appointment 
every year, and was effective up to within a 
few weeks of his death. In August last, as he 
was about to announce his text in the pidpit at 
Mount Vernon, Ala., he was attacked with sun- 
stroke and fell to the floor in an unconscious 
state. He was carried to his room at Sister 
Cooper’s, a physician was called, and he grad- 
ually returned to consciousness, but the shock 
was so great that he gradually declined in 
health until his death. In great feebleness he 
went to a few of his appointments after his at- 
tack, but finally yielded to the inevitable, and 
gave up his work, but still hoping to so far re- 
cover as to be able to close up his work at the 
end of the year and meet his brethren at the 
Conference. His patient, loving wife took him 
to Bladen Springs for a few weeks, but he had 
not vitality enough to react under the influ- 
ence of those health-restoring waters, and they 
returned to his son’s home in Whistler, Ala., 
where he lingered a few days, and passed away 
to the reward of the faithful. Having very 
little pain, he was not conscious of the approach 
of death; but being informed by Brother Spain 
that he was dying, and asked as to his readiness 
for the change, he replied: “That matter has 
been settled with my Saviour.” A few days 
before, when speaking of the effect of disease 
upon his body, he looked at Brother Spain and 
said, placing his hand upon his heart, “I am 
all right here,” and then pointed upward. A 
number of other expressions from him during 
his last days assure us of his entire readiness 
to depart and be with Jesus. He was a mod- 
est, retiring man, and it required an intimate 
acquaintance with him to know the integrity, 
purity, and unselfishness of his character. He 
loved God and his fellow-men. His religious 
life was a peaceful, happy one — no gloom, no 
doubt, or fears. Trusting in the Lord, he did 
right to the best of his knowledge and ability, 
and had an abiding peace with God and his 
fellow-men. He loved God’s word — studied it, 
believed it, and was governed by its divine pre- 
cepts. He loved to talk, preach, and sing of 
heaven. His faith took in all that God lias 
promised of blessedness in store for those that 
love him, and his heart was aglow all the time 
in anticipation of realizing all and more when 
he should pass to the home prepared for him 
by his blessed Saviour. He was brought to 
Citronelle, Ala., for interment. Brother Spain 
and a large number of his Church-members ac- 
companied his body. We buried him in the 
midst of many tears and sorrows for his depart- 
ure, feeling at the same time that it was well 
with him. May we his brethren imitate his 
pure, devoted life, and meet him at last in our 
Father’s house above.

Lemuel G. R. Wiggins was born near Mil- 
ledgeville, Ga., in April, 1815; was converted 
some time during the year 1887; entered the 
Conference in 1840; and left earth for his home 
in heaven, near Catania, Harris County, Ga., 
February 10, 1888. These are the significant 
dates in the life of a man whose heart God had 
touched, changed, and guided. They are sig- 
nificant dates in the life history of any man; 
the fullest meaning we do not get; the best les- 
sons will come to us only bv careful study. 
Brother Wiggins was partially orphaned at the 
early age of three years by the loss of his father. 
Perhaps no life is a clearer demonstration of 
the wise and lasting influence of a sensible and 
pious mother. The bent of his early years ob- 
scured this truth, but the after years of young 
and matured manhood brought it out into full- 
ness and clearness. Few are the accidents of 
life that can utterly efface the influence of a 
pious, prudent mother; the very memory of her 
is at once a restraint and an inspiration. It is 
not to be disguised that as a boy he was wild, 
somewhat ungovernable. He entered the State 
University at Athens during the time that that 
peerless educator and model type of Christian 
manhood, Dr. Olin, was there. The exuber- 
ance of youth chafed under college restraints 
too much, and he soon left for what was to him 
more congenial surroundings. After leaving 
the university, he completed the time of his 
studies at Tuscaloosa, Ala. His conversion was 
decided, clear — one that he never doubted and 
which he rejoiced in. One record is that he 
was converted at Covington, Ga., under the 
wonderfully successful ministry of Rev. Samuel 
Anthony; the other account is that he was 
converted in Baker County, Ga., under the min- 
istry of Rev. M. Ay cock. Neither the time 
nor the place is essential; the fact was to him 
real, and to his friends made conclusive by iiis 
life. Soon after liis conversion he entered the 
itinerant ministry. His call to the ministry 
was to him as real and distinct as his conver- 
sion, and the itinerancy was the field for the 
best and fullest service. Hence in 1840 he 
joined the Conference, and but for an interrup- 
tion in his Conference membership of a few 
years by location, he would have been at the 
tim« of his death the oldest member of this 
body. Brother Wiggins was twice married. 
His first wife was Miss Susie Lamar, sister of 
Justice L. Q. C. Lamar, of the United States 
Supreme Court. His second wife was Miss 
Anna Biggers, of Muscogee County, Ga., with 
whom he toiled happily till the day of his 
death, and who still survives him, waiting to 



meet him in the bright home of the faithful. 
Brother Wiggins was useful in his day. He 
served the Church on Marianna and Lake City 
Districts, Florida, and circuits in Georgia, Flor- 
ida, and Alabama. Failing health, in 1876, 
moved the brethren of this Conference to su- 
perannuate him. This he resented at the time, 
and over it he grieved afterward. But grace 
subdued resentment of feeling; confidence in 
his brethren took the place of suspicion, and he 
felt that it was best; unmurmuringly he accept- 
ed it as providential. His last years with us 
were filled with physical suffering. In August, 
1887, he received a bodily hurt, which, resulted 
in partial paralysis, and for the last ‘eighteen 
months of his life he was confined to his bed, 
much of the time a great suflerer. Those who 
knew him intimately regarded him as a conse- 
crated, pious, warm-hearted man, tender in his 
attachments, constant in his affection. This 
once rich young man became a poor itinerant, 
serving God and man on hard fields of toil, 
with meager salaries, sustained amid it all by- 
faith in God. He had toiled long enough; the 
child was tired, and the loving Father above 
called him, February 10, to rest and home. 

John La Fayette Williams was born on 
March 12, 1882, near Montgomery, Pike Coun- 
ty, Ala. He came of good, sterling stock, dis- 
tinguished for preaching. His mother’s father, 
Rev. Norman Urquhart, was one of the pioneer 
local preachers of Alabama. One of his father’s 
brothers, Rev. Hezekiah Williams, was a mem- 
ber of the old South Carolina Conference when 
it included the State of Georgia; Rev. Henry 
Urquhart, D.D., of the Alabama Conference, 
is his mother’s brother; Frank Urquhart,' one 
of the brightest stars of the Florida Confer- 
ence, who died a few years ago in Albany, Ga., 
was his cousin; and our esteemed brother, 
McK. F. Cook, of this Conference, is his 
nephew. In his boyhood he was converted, 
and joined the M. E. Church, South. In his 
early manhood he was married to Miss Belle 
Brewton, of Ware County, Ga., but the joy that 
was brought to his home by the light and love 
of her lasted but a few years. She died early, 
leaving to him their four children — three sons 
and one daughter. With the care of these 
children on his hands and heart, he remained 
a widower four years; and then, on September 
8, 1867, lie was united in marriage to Miss Ra- 
chel A. Manning, of Glynn County, Ga., whom 
he found to be a helpmate indeed in the midst 
of the great responsibilities and trying vicissi- 
tudes of a true itinerant’s life. He was licensed 
to preach in 1854. His first sermon was at 
Clear Water Church, in Florida. In 1855 he 
was admitted to the Florida Conference, and 
was appointed to Clinch Mission in Georgia, 
and served it during that year. In 1856 he 
served the Appling Circuit, in Georgia; in 1857, 
the Waresboro Circuit; in 1S58, the Columbia 
Circuit, in Florida; in 1859, the Mount Tabor 
Circuit, in Florida; in 1860 and 1861, the 
Nashville Circuit, in Georgia. We know not 
his appointments from 1861 to 1865, but in 
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1866 he was on the Wakulla Circuit, in Flor- 
ida. We know not liis appointments from 1866 
to 1875, but in 1875 he was appointed to the 
Appling Circuit, and to the same place for 
1876 and 1877. In 1878 he was appointed to 
Swainshoro Circuit; in 1879 and 1880 to Tel- 
fair Circuit; in 1881 and 1882 to McRea Cir- 
cuit; in 1883, 1884, 1885, 1886 — four years — to 
Graham Circuit; and in 1887 and 1888 to Oc- 
mulgee Circuit. As a preacher he was more 
than an ordinary man. In the composition 
and delivery of his sermons he was quite orig- 
inal, and from the beginning to the close of 
them he kept his congregations interested by 
his earnest appeals, forcible illustrations, and 
unique forms of expression. He was healthy 
and vigorous, never complaining of any phys- 
ical infirmities. During the thirty-seven years 
of his active itinerant life he never missed an 
appointment on account of personal sickness 
until his sickness which w r as “unto death.” 
Our brother was naturally a sweet-spirited 
man; and, with the peace of God superadded, 
was always happy, cheerful, and full of hope. 
Wherever he went the genial sunshine of his 
buoyant presence irradiated and comforted all 
about him. That it is possible to say this of 
one who, with a very large family to support, 
received on an average a salary of less than four 
hundred dollars a vear.for the last fourteen 
years of his life, is an honor far above any 
which the world can accord to her proudest 
princes and potentates. But this possibility 
ceases to be surprising when we learn the fact 
• — most familiar to his friends who knew him 
best — that Brother Williams was a very hum- 
ble man, whose humility was so thorough and 
sincere that of all people he himself was least 
conscious of it. “ Meek and lowly ” like his 
Master, than whom he as a servant would not 
be greater, him did God highly exalt unto the 
scriptural contentment which is “ great gain.” 
Two weeks before his death he filled his last 
appointment (God having kindly released him 
from all others), went home sick, finished his 
course, and fell on sleep. The doctor pro- 
nounced his sickness malarial fever. At three 
o’clock p.m., on the 2d of last September, he 
died quietly and peacefully. Ou Monday, fol- 
lowed by a vast concourse of sorrowing friends 
and the bereaved family, he was buried in the 
cemetery at Hazelhurst, in Appling County, 
Ga. Rev. W. F. Hixon, the paster* of Gra- 
ham Circuit, preached the funeral sermon. 
He whom we mourn left a widow with nine 
children, eight of whom are still under the 
parental roof and largely dependent for a sup- 
port. While we lament him, dead, let us help 
them, living. 

Shelton Rowe Weaver was born in New- 
ton County, Ga., May 20, 1819. Born of pious 
parents, he was religiously trained. The Holy 
Spirit moved upon his heart in early life, and 
revealed to his young soul something of the 
sinfulness of sin. “With hearty repentance 
and true faith” he turned to God and was hap- 
pily converted in childhood. At the age of 



eleven years he joined himself to the people, 
of God, and he was for about fifty-eight years 
a faithful member of the Methodist Church. 
We know nothing of his early literary advan- 
tages, but they were in all probability meager. 
His mind was naturally bright and ready and 
broad, and would doubtless have yielded a fine 
dividend upon all capital invested in a thor- 
ough education. While yet a lad his mother 
was called to the spirit world. Before she went 
she committed to his care, as to a father, his 
youngest brother, John A Ison, then a child. 
He meekly received and faithfully kept this sa- 
cred charge, raising the child to manhood. 
When Brother Weaver was about fifteen years 
of age his father, Rev. John Weaver, removed 
his family to what was then Early (now Clay) 
County. Here the pious boy grew up to pious- 
manhood. In 1846, when about twenty-seven 
years of. age, he was married to Mrs. Rebecca 
Henderson, with whom he lived happily for 
forty-two years. His devoted consort, with 
whom he walked down the path of life all 
these years, sharing his joys and his sorrows, 
survives him, with one son and several daugh- 
ters and step-children, to mourn his death and 
to revere his memory. We have no account of 
his mental exercises over the question of his call 
to the work of the ministry. Naturally timid and 
retiring as he was, his struggles must have been 
great. He was satisfied that his vocation was 
from God. Naught else could have moved him 
to the arduous duties and fearful responsibili- 
ties of a preacher of the gospel of Jesus. But 
God spake, and he “ was not disobedient to the 
heavenly vision.” He entered the ministry, 
and with marked fidelity prosecuted his work 
to the end. He was licensed to preach by the 
fourth Quarterly Conference of the Fort 
Gaines Circuit, October 29, 1853, R. Walter 
Knox, presiding elder. A large and depend- 
ent family obstructed his way into the old 
Georgia Conference. But he began to travel, 
it seems, as early as 1856, serving that year the 
Newton Circuit as a supply. He supplied the 
Blakely Circuit in 1857, and the Ocala Circuit, 
Florida Conference, in 1858. He was received 
into the Florida Conference on trial in 1858, 
and w r as ordained elder by Bishop Andrew in 
December, 1862. He served the Leon Circuit 
in 1859 and 1860, Trinity in 1861, and Blakely 
in 1862. His health failed, and lie took a su- 
pernumerary relation from 1863 to 1865. In 
1866 he again took work, serving that year and 
the year following the Stewart or Randolph 
Circuit. In 1868, 1869, and 1870 he served the 
Florence Circuit. This was a double circuit, 
and he was assisted in 1869 by Rev. II. C. 
Fentress, junior, and in 1870 by Rev. N. Ath- 
ban. In 1871 and 1872 he served the Geneva 
Circuit, and the Springvale in 1873 and 1874, 
and in 1875 he was on the Rocky Mount Cir- 
cuit. Again failing in health, he was supernu- 
merary from 1876 to 1878. In the winter of 
1878, having sufficiently regained his strength 
to pursue the work he so much loved, he was 
again placed on the effective list, and was sent 
in 1879 to the Trinity Circuit. He served the

In 1853-4 he was on the Medina 
Circuit, in 1855 on the San Antonio Circuit, 
and then for a few years he sustained a local 
relation. In 1859 he was re-admitted into the 
Rio Grande Conference, and placed in charge 
of the Goliad District. Then for a season lie 
engaged in teaching — first in Goliad, then in 
the city of San Antonio. In 1868 he was pre- 
siding elder on the San Antonio District. Aft- 
er filling one or two other charges in the neigh- 
borhood of San Antonio, he was stationed in 
Seguin; then in Gonzales; then in 1870 teach- 
ing in San Antonio; and afterward had charge 
of Coronal Institute, in San Marcos. In 1876 
he was supernumerary. In 1879 his appoint- 
ment was to Corpus Christi District; but, ow- 
ing to family affliction, he was compelled to give 
up the work. The last appointment he filled 
as pastor was at Victoria in 1881, but he trav- 
eled considerably after that as an agent of the 
American Bible Society. Brother Belvin pos- 
sessed a fine mind, well cultivated; a sound 
judgment; was a faithful pastor, a genial com- 
panion, and a good, acceptable, and useful 
Methodist preacher. He was long in feeble 
health, but his faith never failed. Ilis ndnd 
was clear to the last, his spiritual horizon with- 
out a cloud; so that peacefully he passed away, 
surrounded by his family and friends, at his 
home in San Marcos, April 13, 1888. He had 
fought a good fight, he had kept the faith, and 
now he wears the crywn.

County, Tenn., August 4, 1826, the tenth 
child of Thomas and Elizabeth Vincent, who 
were old-tvpe Methodists. The subject of this 
sketch professed religion at the age of twelve 
years. He was left motherless at the age of 
fifteen, and fatherless at the age of sixteen. 
He was married to Miss May J. Fuller, Jan- 
uary 2, 1851, moved to Independence County, 
Ark., in 1856, and located near Jamestown. 
He was licensed to exhort in August, 1857; to 
preach, in September, 1858; ordained deacon, 
1866; traveled Big Creek Circuit as a supply, 
1869; admitted on trial, 1870; ordained local 
elder, 1870; traveled Prospect Bluff’ Circuit, 
1870-1; received into full connection, 1872; 
appointed to Grand Glaze Circuit; 1872-3; 
served Big Creek Circuit, 1874-5; served Grand 
Glaze Circuit, 1876-7 ; appointed to Melbourne 
Circuit, 1878; to Bethesda, 1879; to Big Creek, 
1880; to Bethesda, 1881; to Newburg, 1882-3; 
Ash Flat, 1884; Shiloh, 1885-6 His healtlT 
began to fail in February, 1887. The fourth 
Sunday in May, 1887, was the last time he 
attempted to preach. While leading a song . 
at District Conference in May, 1887, his voice 
failed, and he never attempted to sing after 
that. He was a good singer in his prime. By 
consent of his presiding elder, he gave up his 
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work and went to his children in White 
County. He attended the Annual Conference 
in December, 1887, at Searcy, but was too fee- 
ble to be present much of the time. He was 
placed upon the superannuated list, but did 
not stay there long, for in January, 1888, the 
great Bishop above put him on the active list 
by calling him to a higher work beyond this 
vale of tears. He was fully prepared to go, 
and was glad that he had been permitted to 
work so near his earthly end. His beloved Argenta "Station 
widow bears testimony to his affectionate dis- 
position as a father and husband. He was 
true in every relation of life to what he con- 
ceived to be his duty. Brother Vincent had 
the love and confidence of all who knew him. 

We thank God for the hope we have of again 
meeting our brother. 

Ed T. Jpnes, who occupied a supernumer- 
ary relation to this Conference, has been called 
from labor to reward. We are not sufficiently 
informed to report accurately as to his birth, 
education, conversion, and call to the ministry. 

He was admitted into the traveling connection 
of the Arkansas Conference in 1854, and faith- 
fully served circuits, stations, and districts un- 
til his health failed, and some time during the 
year 1869 he was granted a superannuated re- 
lation. After a year or two he became super- 
numerary. We visited him in his last illness, 
and found him resigned to the will of his Mak- 
er, full of faith and ripe for the Master’s use. 

He said: “Tell the brethren that the Lord is 
with me.” He died May 28, 1888, at his home 
in Augusta, Ark. May God in his illimitable 
goodness gently care for the bereaved wife and 
children !

George Henry Patillo was born in 
Houston County, near Hayneville, Ga., No- 
vember 29, 1837. The next day l;e was bap- 
tized by Rev. James E. Evans. At ten years 
of age he was converted and joined the Church. 
He was received on trial into the Georgia Con- 
ference in December, 1856. On December 19f 
1858, he was ordained deacon by Bishop George 
F. Pierce; and on December 2, 1860, he was set 
apart to the office of an elder by the same saint- 
ly episcopal hands. In 1859 he was married 
to Miss Lucy M. Evans, daughter of Rev. J ames 

E. Evans, by Rev. H. H. Parks. During an ef- 
fective itinerant life of thirty-one years he 
served the following charges: 1857, junior 
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tion. Brother Patillo professed to have en- 
tered into this great blessing, and up to the last 
hours of his life witnessed to its reality and 
glorious power. He has closed the record of a 
long and active ministry, of a life that had in 
it much of suffering and sore trials. By his 
old and intimate friends of the Conference he 
is greatly missed, and his loss sincerely mourned 
by all his brethren. May our Father comfort 
and keep his loved ones, and stir up his fellow- 
laborers to greater zeal and a higher, holier 
life, that when the summons comes to us we 
may receive it with joy, and join him among 
the blood-washed throng of the Church tri- 
umphant above.

At the last ses- 
sion of the Conference in Marietta, being great- 
ly broken in health, he was superannuated ; but 
supplied for three months the Clarksville Mis- 
sion, until his failing strength was no longer 
equal to the demands of active, work. At his 
home in Clarksville, May 16, 1888, “the silver 
cord was loosed” and “the golden bowl was 
broken;” and from the sorrowing presence of 
devoted wife and loving children — a home made 
sweet with the tenderness of a true affection, 
and fragrant with the abiding spirit of Christ — 
he entered “ through the gates into the city.” 

As will be seen from the list of his appoint- 
ments, he was a true itinerant, going forth with 
a glad heart to mission, circuit, station, and 
district work. His labors among the colored 
people were blessed with the most gracious re- 
sults. Following in the footsteps of the saintly 
Capers, he helped to bring to our slaves the 
saving power of Christ — a power which under 
the blessing of God, largely through the agency 
of the Church, came back in benediction upon 
our people in an unequaled fidelity in the dark- 
est hour of our history. As a preacher Brother 
Patillo was clear, strong, practical. He brought 
out the spiritual meaning of the divine word, 
quickeped by the unction and power of the Harmony Grove, 
Holy Ghost, and with it fed the souls of the 
people. Such preaching may not be called 
great after the “ wisdom of men,” but it is 
along the line of Christly and apostolic exam- 
ple. He was aggressive in his administration. 

The fields he cultivated bloomed under the 
touch of his hand. The history of his labors is 
largely a history of revivals. Epochal visit- 
ations of the Spirit crowned his ministry at St. 

James’s, Augusta, Albany, and St. Paul’s, At- 
lanta. He also looked well after the tem- 
poral interests of the Church ; quite a number 
of parsonages and church-buildings stand as 
the monuments of his faith and zeal. He had 
the gift of song. At times, when under intense 
religious emotion, the tones of his voice were 
exquisitely sweet, and swept over the congrega- 
tion with magical effect. The writer witnessed 
just such a scene at Bethlehem camp-ground in 
1872, when more than a hundred persons burst 
forth into shouts of praise as he sung with mar- 
velous power, “ When for eternal worlds we 
steer.” He was an earnest friend of Christian 
education, and for many years was a useful and 
honored member of the Board of Trustees of 
Wesleyan Female College. The last years of 
his life were characterized by a higher stand- 
ard of spirituality. He was one of the leaders 
of the movement which has for its object the 
emphasis of the doctrine of Christian perfec-

Thomas L. Hoyle was born in the State 
-of Maryland, opposite the city of Alexandria, 
December 11, 1811. His parents were Jacob 
and Sarah M. Hoyle, both members of the 
Baptist Church; but their young son, eighteen 
jears old, having been converted at a Meth- 
odist camp-meeting, united in Church-fellow- 
ship with that denomination. In the month 
of March, probably in the year 1837, recog- 
nizing the call of God to the glorious work of 
the Christian ministry, he offered himself to 
the Baltimore Conference, was received wi 
trial, and transferred to the Virginia Confer- 
■ence. His first appointment was to the Car- 
oline Circuit as the colleague of Robert Scott. 
The year following he was ii/ charge of King 



William Circuit. From this he was sent to 
Elizabeth City Station, in the State of North 
Carolina; then to Charlotte Circuit, Va., for 
two years, and the two years following to 
Campbell Circuit. While on the Campbell 
Circuit he was married to Mrs. Martha Camp, 
with whom he lived in happy wedlock until 
the year 1876, when they were separated by v 
the death of his wife. Soon after his marriage 
Brother Hoyle located in Campbell County, 
Va., where he for a few years engaged in 
teaching a classical school and superintending 
a farm, and preached well-nigh every Sunday, 
and did much to aid in protracted meetings, 
in which he found much pleasure. He was 
re-admitted into the Virginia Conference, and 
was appointed to Culpepper Circuit, Leesburg 
Station, Louisa Circuit, Emory Circuit, Mad- 
ison Circuit, and Cumberland Circuit, when, in 
1859, he was forced to locate because of the 
health of his wife. He was never again per- 
mitted to do any regular work, but in 1872 
he traveled extensively as Agent of the Vir- 
ginia Bible Society. Soon after the death of 
his wife he came to Oxford, N. C., on a visit 
to his brother’s, the Rev. S. V. Hoyle, of the 
North Carolina Conference, and in the fall of 
that year, 1876, was re-admitted into the trav- 
eling connection of the North Carolina Con- 
ference, at its session in the city of Greensboro, 
and appointed to Warrenton Station for the 
year 1877. In 1878 he traveled the Madison 
Circuit; in 1879, the Marion Circuit. In May 
of that year he was united in marriage to Miss 
Nannie J. Martin, of Rockingham County, 
N. C. In 1880 he traveled the Columbia Cir- 
cuit; in 1881 he was stationed at Smithville; 
in 1882 he traveled Gaston Circuit; in 1883, 
Cherry Mountain Circuit, and at the session of 
the Conference for that year, held in States- 
ville, N. C., he was placed on the superannu- 
ated list, and remained in that relation until 
he was removed by death. It gives pleasure 
to bear humble testimony to the worth and 
excellency of his Christian and ministerial 
character. No one was more successful in 
winning souls and building up the cause of 
Christ. Especially was his ministry blessed 
on Charlotte Circuit, where sevenuj| hundred 
converts and accessions were maae to the 
Church during his two years on that charge. 
His character was above reproach — without a 
blemish. While residing in Madison County, 
Va., his labors as a local preacher were so 
abundant, and §o greatly blessed in the conver- 
sion of souls, that he acquired a large infiuence 
among all classes of the community and all 
denominations of Christians. The people were 
always pleased when his services were called 
into requisition by the regular pastor. While 
traveling as a regular pastor in the Virginia 
Conference, he was regarded as one of our 
most successful and promising young preach- 
ers. He was a special favorite with that prince 
of preachers, Lewis Skidmore, whose house was 
one of his favorite homes. Brother Hoyle’s 
style of preaching was argumentative and log- 
ical, and his applications and exhortations 
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were heart-searching and powerful. “ He was 
a good man, and full of the Holy Ghost and of 
faith: and mucin people was added unto the 
Lord.” After lieing superannuated Brother 
Hoyle moved to Rockingham County, and 
lived in Madison and Ayersville, where he 
engaged, while able, in the mercantile busi- 
ness, until after a lingering and painful illness 
he passed away, January 25, 1888. 

Daniel, May was born in Anson County, 
N. C., May 21, 1822; and died in Lumberton, 
N. C., February 8, 1888. He was converted 
June 12, 1843, and joined the Church at 
Wadesboro, N. C., under the ministry of the 
Rev. Henry H. Durant. This was the mem- 
orable year in which five hundred persons 
joined our Church on the Wadesboro Circuit. 
With a profound conviction that God had 
called him to preach his gospel, Daniel May 
was admitted on trial at the Conference held 
at Wadesboro, N. C., 1850, Bishop Andrew 
presiding. He was ordained deacon in Sum- 
ter, S. C., 1853, by Bishop Capers, and elder in 
Columbia, S. C., 1854, by Bishop Pierce. He 
served the following charges: 1851, Combahee 
and Ashapoo Mission; 1852, Rutherford Cir- 
cuit; 1853r-4, Charlotte Circuit; 1855-6, Spar- 
tanburg Circuit; 1857, Albemarle Circuit; 
1858-9, Cypress Circuit; 1860, Newton Cir- 
cuit; 1861-4, Rock Hill Circuit; 1865, Lincoln- 
ton Circuit; 1866-7, Rutherford Circuit; 1868, 
supernumerary; 1869-71, Newton Circuit; 
1872-4, superannuated; 1875, Newton Circuit; 
1876, Monroe Station; 1877, Elizabeth Cir- 
cuit; 1878-81, Lumberton Circuit; 1882-3, 
Washington Station; 1884, Laurinburg Cir- 
cuit; 1885, Smithfield Circuit (to which he 
did not go, on account of financial embarrass- 
ment); 1886-7, Elizabeth Circuit. Here ends 
the active labors of the faithful man of God. 
His failing health caused him to cease from 
liis “ loved employ,” and in less than three 
months from the time his name Avas taken 
from the effective list the Master called him. 
A good man, faithful preacher, and ripe Chris- 
tian has gone to his reward. We boAv in hum- 
ble submission to the will of God, and feel as- 
sured that the Avorld is better because Daniel 
May lived in it. For tAventy years in the 
South Carolina Conference, and seventeen in 
the North Carolina, he has left the impress of 
his character and holy life. In his ministry 
he was successful in winning souls to Christ, 
aggressive, uncompromising, when he believed 
he was right, in spite of adverse criticism or pos- 
itive antagonism. He was too honest in his con- 
victions to ask: “Is it popular?” The great 
question with him was: “Is it right?” An- 
swered in the affirmative, he Avas as firm as a 
rock, and as unyielding as the truth which he 
defended. Daniel May Avas left an orphan at 
twelve years old, without any rich or influen- 
tial friends to assist him in securing any thing 
more than a common school education. Con- 
fronted by adverse circumstances from the be- 
ginning, his educational advantages Avere cre- 
ated in liis own indomitable will to succeed in 



whatever he undertook. In his success we dis- 
cover one of the salient points of his charac- 
ter. “ I will,” Avith Daniel May, had a mean- 
ing which expressed itself in action, looking to 
the accomplishment of the object in view. He 
never stopped short of his utmost endeavors. 
Profoundly impressed that God had called him 
to preach, the magnitude and responsibility of 
his high calling impelled him to use his best 
endeavors to qualify himself for the largest 
possible measure of success. To be a good 
preacher, to understand intelligently the truths 
which he was called to preach, to save souls 
and glorify God, engrossed all the faculties of 
his mind and heart. To this end he directed 
all his energies. By God’s grace assisting him, 
through his OAvn assiduous efforts Daniel May 
Avas more than an ordinary preacher. In the 
structure of his sermons he made no attempt 
at rhetorical embellishment, because he had 
the good sense to knoAv he Avould have been a 
failure; but in the adjustment of the grand 
truths which God has revealed to instruct,, 
warn, and comfort he had but few superiors. 
He had a quick perception of the truth, as Avell 
as a peculiar tact in so arranging it that others 
might see it Avhen proclaimed. His arguments 
were solid, his sermons ponderous, always 
freighted with truths Avisely selected from the 
holy Scriptures. He Avas a close student and 
an apt scholar. Daniel May was exceptionally 
gifted in warning sinners “to flee from the 
wrath to come.” He Avas not afraid to declare 
the Avhole counsel of God, and was evidently 
in his element Avhen hurling the thunderbolts 
of Sinai amid the workers of iniquity. Daniel 
May was a terror to evil-doers, and could han- 
dle the battle-ax Avith Avonderful effect. The 
strongholds of Satan yielding to his ponderous 
strokes, his devotees, exposed in the light of di- 
vine truth, surrendered to the Master and cried 
for mercy. Some of us have heard him, Avhen, 
seemingly inspired for the time and circum- 
stances, the pulpit or stand at the camp-meet- 
ing Avas converted into a throne of thunder 
from Avhich the great truths Of God leaped like 
huge billoAvs of wrath against the ranks of the 
ungodly. We find among the records of his 
heroic labors: Cypress Circuit, three hundred 
and fifty joined the Church ; Spartanburg Cir- 
cuit, four hundred; Newton Circuit, three hun- 
dred and fifty. The most remarkable record 
we find Avas at a camp-meeting. He had re- 
tired to rest for the night. The people came 
and asked him to go and preach again. He 
did «o, and eighty souls Avere converted and 
joined the Church that night. A short time 
before his death he remarked to his Avife: “I 
have tried to do some good in the world. These 
hands have introduced three or four thousand 
into the Church I love.” Only a feAv nights 
after this conversation the palsied hands 
dropped the battle-ax to grasp the p-ilm, and 
the Tislibite from the hills of Anson went 
home to God. Daniel May Avas married four 
times — December 6, 1844, to Sarah Gatewood, 
Anson County, N. C. ; October 25, 1853, to 
Margaret Harrison, Mecklenburg, N. C.; June 
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2, 1 85G, to Sallie Nicholls Littlejohn, daughter 
of Doctor John Littlejohn, Spartanburg, S. C.; 
February 9, 1859, to Susan E., daughter of 
Doctor John Littlejohn, Spartanburg, S. C. 
He leaves a wife and nine children, with a host 
of friends, to mourn his departure. His kind- 
ness as a husband and father is indelibly 
written on the minds and hearts of his dear 
family, for whom he was intensely solicitous to 
the last. His work among us is done. Free 
from guile, true in all the relations of life, the in- 
trepid servant of God, who, like his namesake, 
the prophet of Babylon and hero of Medo- 
Persia, “served God continually,” has gone to 
his reward. He had the moral courage out of 
which martyrs are made, and would have giv- 
en his life to him who has said: “Be thou 
faithful unto death.” 

Nathan Hunt Daniel Wilson, son of 
John and Mary Wilson, was born in Guilford 
■County, N. C., December 23, 1822; and died at 
Franklin, N. C., May 15, 1888, aged sixty-five 
years, four months, and twenty-two days. He 
was born again into Christ’s spiritual kingdom 
at a camp-meeting held at Pleasant Garden, 
Guilford Circuit, North Carolina Conference, in 
1840, Rev. Alfred Norman preacher in charge, 
and united with the M. E. Church at Muir’s 
Chapel in 1842. He was licensed to preach by 
the Quarterly Conference of the same circuit in 
1843, Rev. S. S. Bryant presiding elder. He 
was admitted on trial into the North Carolina 
Conference at Halifax, Va., in 1843, Bishop 
Thomas A. Morris presiding. He was ordained 
deacon at Washington, N. C., in 1845 by Bish- 
op James O. Andrew, and ordained elder at 
Greensboro, N. C., in 1847 by the same bishop. 
He received an appointment annually for forty- 
four years, and was absent from the annual ses- 
sions of the Conference but once during that 
time. The first year of his ministry he was 
helper on the Caswell Circuit, with Alfred 
Norman preacher in charge; the second, on 
the Roanoke Circuit, Rev. W. J. Duval preach- 
er in charge ; the third and fourth years he was 
in charge of Washington Station; the fifth, 
sent to Plymouth Station; the sixth and sev- 
enth years, in charge of Danville Station, Va., 
but at that time embraced within the North 
Carolina Conference; the eighth year he re- 
turned to Washington Station; the ninth year, 
the first of his married life, he was in charge of 
New Berne Station; the tenth and eleventh, 
in charge of Greensboro Station; the twelfth, 
presiding elder of Salisbury District. The four 
years following he was presiding elder of 
Greensboro District; the next two years, agent 
for Trinity College. Through the war, and for a 
few years thereafter, he was appointed to Com- 
pany Shops, Hillsboro, Trinity College, High 
Point and Thomasville, Lexington, and Guil- 
ford Circuit. He was re-appointed to the office 
of presiding elder in 1873, to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Doctor N. F. Reid, on 
the Greensboro District, where he remained for 
three years following; then four years on the 
Raleigh District, four on the Hillsboro, now 
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Durham District; then returned to Raleigh 
District, where he had nearly completed one- 
half of the fourth year in this second term — 
and had completed his life-work, ceasing at 
once to work and live. On Saturday, May 5, 
Doctor Wilson and his wife left Raleigh for 
Louisburg, N. C. He was really not well enough 
to make the trip, but he was so anxious to 
meet his appointment that he went against the 
protest of his friends. On Sunday at 11 A.M. 
he preached his last sermon. It was in Louis- 
burg and from the text: “God is no respecter 
of persons: but in every nation he that feareth 
him, and worketh righteousness, is accepted 
with him.” Those who heard him say the ser- 
mon made a profound impression, and was one 
of the best of his ministry. On Monday even- 
ing, the 7th, he went to Franklinton and 
stopped to spend the night with Mr. and Mrs. 
S. C. Vann. During the night, about 1 o’clock, 
he was taken violently ill. For several days 
he suffered very much, but his physicians did 
not regard him as critically ill until the follow- 
ing Sunday morning, when he very unexpect- 
edly grew worse, and it was thought he would 
die before night. During Sunday night he ral- 
lied some. In the afternoon of Monday he be- 
gan to sink again, and his death was looked 
for every hour. He was dying from Monday 
morning until 3:40 p.m. Tuesday, when he 
breathed his last. From the beginning of his 
sickness he thought he would die, and frequent- 
ly gave utterance to expressions of the grandest 
triumph. For two days he often sung: 

“ O to be robed and ready ! ” 

Saying at the close : “ Ready ! ready ! yes, that’s 
it, ready.” His last distinct utterance was: 
“Almost home! almost home!” He was per- 
fectly conscious to the last. When he could no 
longer speak or see, with hearing almost gone, 
his wife, in a loud voice, asked him to raise 
his hand if he was still trusting in Jesus. Too 
weak to lift his hand, he raised his finger. 
Thus in a holy triumph he passed away. On 
Wednesday morning the remains were taken 
by his family and friends to Raleigh; deposit- 
ed in the Edenton Street Church until 5 P.M., 
and then conveyed to his home in Greensboro. 
On Thursday, the 17th, the funeral took place 
in West Market Street Church, conducted by 
Rev. J. A. Cunninggim, presiding elder of the 
Greensboro District, assisted by Revs. J. E. 
Mann, W. C. Norman, V. A. Sharpe, R. A. 
Willis, F. L. Reid, J. J. Renn, T. M. Jones, 
D.D., and C. F. Deems, D.D. The remains 
were laid in the Methodist Cemetery. The 
services at the grave were read by Revs. P. F. 
W. Stamey, R. P. Troy, and J, A. Cunninggim. 
Doctor Wilson’s parents were Quakers, from 
whom he derived the birthright among them. 
After his conversion among the Methodists 
(the Church of his sainted grandmother) and 
years of attendance upon and participation 
in the work of a Methodist Sunday-school, his 
preference for that Church was so warm and de- 
cided that he resolved to join them, yet through 
respect to his parents he did not unite with 
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the Church for two years. • In the meantime he 
attended class and other meetings among the 
Methodists, and so grew in grace and beauty of 
character that his parents withdrew all oppo- 
sition to his sincere desire for change of Church 
relation, and to the end of their lives bade him 
Godspeed, and waited with great pleasure upon 
his ministry when he preached in reach of 
them. He was educated at a high school, and 
afterward at the college at New Garden in his 
native county, two institutions owned and pat- 
ronized mainly by the “Society of Friends.” 

Upon the foundation thus laid “he builded 
wisely and well,” so as to become in practical, 

Christian culture a recognized leader in connec- 
• tion with the educational interest in his own 
Church and State. In the ninth year of his 
ministry he was married to Mary Jane Greg- 
ory, of Washington, N. C., the daughter of Rev. 

George N. Gregory, for some years a member 
of the Virginia Conference, and for the lat- 
ter years of his life a local preacher in the 
town of Washington, N. C. His superior abil- 
ity gave him prominence in all the affairs of 
his Church, local or general, with which he 
had been connected. He was a member of ev- 
•ery session of the General Conference from 
1858, except that held in Memphis in 1870. 

Once he received the highest vote for bishop of 
any one who was not elected. The last night 
of the General Conference in Richmond will 
be memorable to many who witnessed the def- 
erence paid Doctor Wilson by Bishop Mc- 
Tyeire, who was presiding, as well as by the 
whole body, as he read and commented on the 
report on Church Trials, now so valuable in 
our Church work. His power of analysis, his 
clear statement of propositions, and his force 
and beauty of language gave him a willing 
hearing everywhere. In the General, Annual, Ruffin Circuit, 
or Quarterly Conference; in the trustee-rooms 
at Trinity College or Chapel Hill, in the social 
circle, the pulpit, the Bishop’s council, or the 
hymn-book committee — yea, everywhere that 
duty associated him with one or many — his 
goodness and his greatness were felt. What a 
legacy his life has been to humanity, to his 
own Church, to the friends who knew the se- 
crets of his heart and the strength of his love 
and friendship; but above all to his wife and 
children, who knew him best, loved him most, 
and will miss him as none others can. Yet 
when we call to mind the great sufferings he 
endured for so many years, the burdens which 
so often pressed him down, the fact that he 
has served vs so long and so well, and that 
through grace we may go to him at last, let us 
not wish him back, but amid our tears thank 
God that he rests forever with his Lord and 
Saviour.

Thomas H. Davenport was born in Giles 
County, near Pulaski, Tenn., in 1835. His 
character was molded by an intelligent and 
devout mother, a member of the Primitive 
Baptist Church. In early life he attended 
Sunday-school under the auspices of the Meth- 
odist Church, which privilege he claimed as 
long as he lived. He was converted at the 
age of twelve or thirteen years. He ivas a 
student at the school at Pulaski, Tenn., and 
such was his quickness of perception, intel- 
lectual vigor, and application to study that a 
benevolent friend proposed to him to accept 
the entire course of study prescribed by that 
institution of learning; but, inwardly moved by 
the Holy Spirit to take upon himself the office 
and work of the ministry, he declined the offer 
so generously' tendered, and applied for admis- 
sion into the Memphis Conference. He was 
received and appointed to Cageville Circuit, 
and then to Pontotoc Station. While at that 
point he joined the army as a private, and sub- 



sequently labored with fidelity as chaplain. In 
the Tennessee Conference he served the follow- 
ing charges: Spring Hill, Florence, Stone’s 
River, and Chapel Hill. As a member of the 
North Alabama Conference he was two years 
at Jacksonville, one at Birmingham, two at 
Tuscumbia, three at Leighton, two at Gun- 
tersville, one at Fayetteville, two at Northport, 
one at Anniston, three at Hartsell, and seven 
months at Warrior, where he died June 3, 
1888, after an illness of nearly six weeks.. 
Brother Davenport was small of stature, sin- 
ewy, nervously constructed, and richly endowed 
with the power of endurance. As a man he- 
was kind, social, prudent, ..confiding, and true. 
Sincerity permeated his whole nature, enriched 
his utterances, and gave force to his life. As 
husband and father he was patient, apprecia- 
tive, and affectionate. He was a public-spirited 
man and a patriot. When the tocsin of war 
was sounded he responded to his country’s call. 
He did not seek a position of safety, ease, 
emolument, or honor, but entered the infantry 
department of army service; and, whether on 
the march, on picket duty, or contending with 
the enemy in the smoke of battle, he was de- 
liberate, earnest, and brave. One of his char- 
acteristics was his individuality — he was at all 
times himself. He read books that he might 
acquire a knowledge of principles and facts, 
which he might utilize with great power. He 
had an exalted regard for the learned and the 
eloquent, yet he imitated no man. In the 
preparation of his sermons the invention and 
logical development were his own. His indi- 
viduality stamped all his discourses, and his 
originality imparted freshness to his efforts 
from Sabbath to Sabbath, hence he held the 
interest of his congregation. He wrote much, 
and was accurate; extemporized much, and was 
ready. He prepared his sermons with care, 
and when once prepared they were always at 
his command. He enjoyed the religion which 
he professed, and his sermons were cogent and 
spiritual. His soul often glowed with spiritual 
fervor as truth intensified his spiritual vision, 
and then he was truly eloquent. The last 
work that he did was to get the Church at 
Warrior in readiness for the District Confer- 
ence. He loved the Church, worked for her 
prosperity, and gloried in her triumphs. His 
work is done. He sleeps quietly in the ceme- 
tery at Birmingham. 

Uriah Williams was born and partly reared 
in Pulaski County, Ky. He was the son of 
William and Martha Williams. He was born 
August 2, 1807; and died at the house of his 
son, Emory T. Williams, White Plains, Ala., 
March 18, 1888. When he was six years old 
his parents removed to Maury County, Tenn., 
where he grew to manhood, was graciously 
converted, joined the Church, was licensed to 
preach by a Quarterly Conference presided 
over by Robert Paine, P. E., and started out 
on his life-work of preaching the gospel and 
leading a life of exemplary piety. For fifty- 
nine years he was a minister of the gospel of 
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the Lord Jesus Christ! What a record! Our 
glorified brother was a man of strong convic- 
tions. He saw things clearly. Hence, when 
he fully realized that he was a guilty sinner, 
his sorrow and penitence stirred his soul to its 
depths. When relieved of the “pains of hell 
that gat hold on him ” his deliverance was 
clear and satisfactory. He believed in and 
preached a known Jesus and a felt religion. 
He was a firm believer in the doctrines of the 
gospel as taught by the fathers of Methodism. 
He believed in the doctrine of inherent de- 
pravity, the necessity of a radical change in 
regeneration, and the witness of the Divine 
Spirit. These doctrines he found clearly 
taught in the word of God and corroborated 
by his own personal experience. Perhaps the 
most remarkable trait in his character was his 
unaffected humility. If he had not had so 
much self-distrust, no doubt he might, with his 
clear, sound judgment, have been more useful 
in many instances. While too much self-asser- 
tion may lead to dogmatism, yet too much self- 
distrust may lead us to fail to do good when 
we might. If our brother had a fault, it was 
at this point. Fidelity to every trust commit- 
ted to him was a prominent trait of his char- 
acter. Whether as an itinerant or a local 
preacher, a school-teacher or a citizen, a hus- 
band or a father, he was faithful to every trust, 
and came up to the scriptural requirement; 
and, no doubt, the Master said: “Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant, enter thou into 
the joy of thy Lord.” He was one of the few 
links that bound this generation of Methodist 
preachers to the past. That was the heroic 
age, but we must not murmuringly inquire 
why were the former days better than these. 
Let us rather glorify God by saying with 
Charles Wesley: “God buries his workmen, 
but carries on his work.” He faithfully “served 
his own generation by the will of God, and fell 
on sleep.” 4 

Julius Nicholas Glover was born in 
Laurens County, S. C., in 1808; and died at 
his home in Fayette County, Ala., in 1888, be- 
ing about eighty years old. In early life, it 
is said, he was not religious, but rather dis- 
posed to speak lightly of the subject of religion. 
After he arrived at manhood, however, he was 
awakened, and his sense of his condition was 
awful and pungent and threw him into deep 
distress of mind and led to agonizing prayer. 
He accepted Christ as his personal Saviour, 
and found peace and joy in the love of God. 
Not long after his conversion he felt called to 
preach the gospel. He was licensed first to 
exhort and then to preach. In 1841 he was a 
local preacher and a member of Rock Spring 
Church, on New Lexington Circuit, Tuscaloosa 
District, a field embracing what is now North- 
port Station, Northport Circuit, Herd Shoals 
Mission, Corona, and the greater part of Shef- 
field Circuit. Here, for a number of years, he 
preached very acceptably, and then removed to 
Dickens County, and settled in the bounds of 
Gordo Circuit. From this work his name was 



sent up to the Annual Conference and he be- 
came an itinerant preacher, being in elder’s 
orders. Most, if not all, his labors in the itin- 
erancy were performed in West Alabama. On 
taking the superannuated relation he settled 
near Fayette Court-house, where he continued 
to dwell until God called him to his mansion 
on high. Though Brother Glover was not ful- 
ly educated, he was a student, loving to study 
books on theology. Above all he was a close 
reader of the holy Scriptures, and ever quoted 
them wisely and readily in his sermons. Be- 
ing decidedly Methodist in all his views of 
doctrine and Church polity, he was ready to 
defend them when assailed from any quarter, 
and the man who threw down the guantlet to 
him almost invariably found that he had 
thrown it to one quick to take it up, and also 
one who knew how to defend his cause. Few 
men, it is believed, could preach more able ser- 
mons on the subject and mode of baptism than 
he. In the Alabama . Christian Advocate of No- 
vember 15, his friend, E. A. Powell, said: 
“But above all he was truly pious, and never 
lost sight of his religion. Consequently it was 
always a source of comfort to him. To those 
who knew how he lived, the news that his end' 
was peace was no surprise. He no doubt re- 
alized the truth of that religion he so earnestly 
presented to others. His wife and several of 
his children preceded him to heaven, and one 
suffering child has followed him. They, no 
douht, form the nucleus of that family reunion 
which will take place in the sweet by and by.” 

Norris Preston Dowdell Samford, son 
of William F. and S. L. Samford, was born Oc- 
tober 24, 1863; and died May 19, 1888. The 
youngest of thirteen children, he came — truly a 
Benjamin — to gladden his aged father’s heart, 
and to lead his family to the promised land. As 
he grew apace the years added grace and loveli- 
ness to the child, and when the boy began to 
develop the promise of a glorious manhood all 
hearts praised God for the prospect of a noble 
son and brother. Through the changes of 
childhood and boyhood Norris evinced signs of 
a mental caliber far above mediocrity. He 
was graduated honorably from East Alabama 
Agricultural and Mechanical College. The la- 
bors and arduous duties of college safely passed 
found him a young man with fine attainments, 
equipped for the arena of life. His chosen 
profession, the law, was eagerly entered upon, 
and his friends looked forward to his brilliant 
future with fond dreams of success; but “man 
proposes, and God disposes.” In the very out- 
set of his career he was stricken by the hand of 
disease, and brought low — so low that he caught 
glimpses from the other side, and for months 
the agonized prayer of his sorrowing friends 
was for life, only life. In answer to the re- 
peated and united prayers of family, Church, 
and community, he was, as if by a miracle, 
raised almost from the dead. From the valley 
of silence and sorrow he slowly retraced his 
footsteps and emerged — a new man. He had 
communed with God in the solitude of the 
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dark nightwatches, and his spirit came forth 
purified as by fire. The life, which had been 
granted a second time, he dedicated to God; 
henceforth his life-work was to proclaim the 
unspeakable love of the world’s Redeemer. 
Until his health was fully restored he engaged 
in teaching, with the firm purpose of entering 
upon the ministry as soon as he was physically 
able to perform the good work. He was mar- 
ried February 19, 1885, to Miss Sallie Barron, 
of Burke County, Ga., and joined the Alabama 
Conference in 1885. The first year he was sta- 
tioned at Marianna, Fla., and the zeal and en- 
thusiasm of youth, added to earnest piety, 
crowned the year with great success. A second 
appointment to the same place resulted in a 
still greater ingathering of precious souls for 
the Master. For personal and satisfactory rea- 
sons he was transferred to the North Alabama 
Conference, and tlie third year of his ministry 
was appointed to the Birmingham Circuit. He 
was very zealous in the cause, and the prospect 
for great usefulness which opened out before 
him seemed to enlist his whole being. He 
loved his charge, and was almost painfully anx- 
ious to do them good. His entire conversation 
was of plans for the upbuilding and extension 
of the Church. There was a halo of sacred 
love about him which consecrated his every 
word and action as of one set apart for the Mas- 
ter’s own use. To human ken the grand possi- 
bilities of the man seemed a great acquisition to 
the cause. But alas for his devoted friends 
and joy for him! God was satisfied with the of- 
fering. In his inscrutable wdsdom the verdict 
went forth: “It is enough; come up higher.” 
And the answer of his faithful servant was: 
“Thy will be done.” In the words of the 
young martyr, McCall, when called from the 
mission-fields of Africa, the dying sentiment of 
this dear brother is expressed: “Lord, I gave 
my life to thee — body, soul, spirit — all are con- 
secrated fully, freely to thee. If thou choosest 
to take the life thou gavest to me instead of the 
work I planned for thee, what is that to me; 
thy will be done.” He quietly fell asleep in 
Jesus May 19, 1888, and his precious remains 
were interred the following day in the family 
burying-ground in Auburn, Ala. 

George M. G. Duncan was born in Marion 
County, Ala., May 2, 1854; and died at Moul- 
ton, Ala., September, 1888. He was born of 
the Holy Spirit on the York vi lie Circuit. 
When only twelve years of age he joined the 
Church. In his eighteenth year he was licensed 
to preach, and joined the North Alabama Con- 
ference in 1875. He served the following 
charges: North River Mission, one year; Pike- 
ville Mission, three years; Waterloo Circuit, 
two years; then Moulton Circuit until death 
ended his labors. Brother Duncan was or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Keener at Gadsden in 
1877, and elder by Bishop McTyeire at Oxford 
in 1880. His education was limited; but, hav-. 
ing a strong mind, by close application to books, 
he constantly improved in knowledge. His 
last year’s work was marked by a devotion and 
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faithfulness that led to happy results in advanc- 
ing every interest of the Church under his pas- 
toral care. In the last days, while sick, he was 
firm in faith, instant in prayer, and joyful in 
hope. Patient, resigned, and confident, he 
passed off without fear, praying that his mantle 
might fall upon his only son. Thus ended the 
life of our noble, useful, and trusted brother and 
friend. 

Tabor F. Hardin was born in Auburn, Ala., 
November 21, 1863. He was blessed with ear- 
ly educational advantages, and graduated at .. 
Auburn Agricultural and Mechanical College 
in 1884. In the winter of the same year he- 
was licensed to preach, and was admitted into 
the traveling connection in the Alabama Con- 
ference. Repton was his first charge, and in 
this field the zealous young laborer, as many of 
his brethren testify, toiled assiduously and 
faithfully for his divine Master. At the Con- 
ference of 1885 he was assigned to Plantersville 
Circuit, and here the beauty of his Christian 
character and his fidelity to duty won for him 
golden opinions:, and attracted to him many 
true and steadfast friends. He was ordained 
deacon by Bishop Keener during the Confer- 
ence held in Montgomery in 1886. At that 
time he was transferred to the North Alabama 
Conference, and appointed to Northport Cir- 
cuit. Faithful to his trust, he went through 
rain and snow on horseback with a brave, cheer- 
ful spirit to his new field of labor. At the 
Conference of Tuscaloosa, in November, 1887, 
he was sent to Romulus Circuit. He went 
immediately from the Conference to his charge, 
zealously and diligently began his work, preach- 
ing the gospel in its purity and simplicity, vis- 
iting from house to house, and looking carefully 
after all the important interests committed to 
his hands. He soon won all hearts,* and was 
permanently established in the affections of 
l^s people. But his ministerial career, so well 
begun, so full of promise for the future, was des- 
tined to be of short duration. In the early 
spring-time the beautiful life of this faithful, 
earnest young man came to an untimely end. 
The announcement of his sudden death, through 
one of those mysterious accidents human wis- 
dom can never understand or explain, on the 
evening of April 4 fell like a thunderbolt upon 
the community he was seeking to serve, and to 
whom he was so much endeared, and for a time 
the hearts of his people were almost stunned 
with grief by this unexpected stroke. No event 
has ever transpired in the history of that cir- 
cuit which has created a more profound, wide- 
spread, and heart-felt sorrow. Wesley Chapel 
was draped in mourning, and the brethren of 
that church held a memorial service.

JonN R. Siiarpe was born in Floyd County, 
Ga., October 12, 1851. was converted to 
God under the preaching of Rev. J. D. Antho- 
ny in the fall of 1867, who fervently prayed 
that his life might be devoted to God/ He was 
licensed to preach November 28, 1869. The 
years 1870-2 were spent in school, and July 29, 
1872, he received a recommendation for admis- 
sion on trial into the traveling connection, and 
was admitted into the North Alabama Confer- 
ence at the session in Tuscaloosa, Ala., Novem- 
ber, 1872, his first appointment being in La 
Fayette District. In 1874 he was happily 
married to Miss Sallie Callahan, of La Fayette, 
Ala. Two children blessed their union. Dur- 
ing his first year in the ministry one hundred 
and fifteen were received into the Church. 
Five years ago, at his own request, he was 
transferred to the Florida Conference, and as- 
signed to Bartow, Fla., at the session of 1884 in 
Madison. In 1886 he was assigned to Gaines- 
ville. Here he carried to successful completion 
the church commenced by his predecessor, Rev. 

F. Pasco, one of the finest church-edifices of the 
Conference. The second year of his ministry 
in Gainesville was blessed with a most gracious 
revival of religion under the labors of Brother 
Sharpe, assisted by Rev. J. B. Culpepper. In 
1888 he was sent to Starke. In March of that 
year by the transfer of Rev. H. H. Kennedy to 
the Baltimore Conference, St. Paul’s Church, 
Jacksonville, was left without a pastor, and 
Brother Sharpe was appointed to fill the vacan- 
cy by Bishop Key. A severe illness overtook 
him immediately upon his arrival in his new 
work, but as soon as possible he entered upon 
his labors, and quickly won the affections of his 
people by his faithful devotion to their inter- 
ests. In August the yellow fever was declared 
epidemic in Jacksonville. A panic seized the 
people; all were hurrying in every direction to 
escape the dreadful foe, but Brother Sharpe re- 
mained at his post, though urged to go. “ I am 
in the path of duty,” he said, “ and there alone 
is safety.” Day and night he visited the sick 
and dying, ministering comfort to the afflicted 
until at last, worn down by his arduous labors, 
he fell a victim to the dread disease. Every 
thing was done to alleviate his sufferings; but 
God had higher work for him above, and on 
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the morning of September 9, 1888, while the 
bells were ringing for morning service, he said: 
“The bells are ringing for me up yonder,” and, 
bidding his heart-broken wife a last farewell in 
clear, melodious tones, he snag, 

“ Praise God, from whom all blessings flow,” 
and fell on sleep. Such is the record of this 
brief life of thirty-seven years, but life is not 
measured by years. 

Alexander H. Gibbons was reared in 
Alachua County, Fla. He was converted while 
attending school in Starke about seven years 
ago, under the ministry of the Rev. J. B. Ley. 
From the time of his conversion he seemed to 
realize that the ministry was his life-work, and 
began preparing with a zeal characteristic of 
the man. On reaching his majority he applied 
for license to preach, and was admitted into 
the Conference three years ago. The first year 
he was sent to Moseiy Hall, and the last two 
years he served the St. Augustine Mission, 
where he labored with earnest zeal and success 
until August, when he was attacked with his 
last illness. He died in great peace among his 
friends in Gainesville.

John Griffing Jones was born in Jeffer- 
son County, Miss., August 23, 1804. His father, 
Jonathan Jones, died when he was in his tenth 
year, but he had the training and example of 
a most devout Christian mother until his nine- 
teenth year. The maiden name of his mother 
was Phoebe Griffing. To her, under the bless- 
ing of God, he attributed his early consecration 
and life-long devotion to the cause of Christ. 
His widowed mother being left with a small 
farm and six young children, John, the eldest, 
had to devote himself to farm labor unremit- 
tingly. On September 9, 1821, he was awak- 
ened to his condition as a sinner by witnessing 
10 



the penitential agony of a beloved cousin just 
before his conversion at a camp-mpeting. From 
this time his course in life was changed — wicked 
associates were abandoned, sin was carefully 
avoided, and every known duty was diligently 
discharged. The work of grace was gradually 
but constantly developing into true repentance 
toward God. After several weeks of earnest 
prayer and honest investigation he selected 
the Methodist Church as the one of all others 
whose doctrine and polity suited him best, and 
he was admitted within its pales as a seeker of 
salvation on October 19, 1821. Many of his 
nearest kindred were members of the old Cane 
Ridge Church, and he derived great encour- 
agement from their sympathy, their prayers 
and godly counsel. While alone in the woods 
engaged in prayer, in February, 1822, he was 
enabled to embrace Jesus Christ as a present, 
willing, and all-sufficient Saviour from the guilt, 
burden, and power of sin, and simultaneously 
the love of God was shed abroad in his heart 
by the Holy Ghost. For days he enjoyed un- 
interrupted peace, but not having an oppor- 
tunity to confer with an experienced Christian, 
he was afterward sorely tempted to doubt his 
conversion. For three months he was the sub- 
ject of most perplexing doubts and fears. A 
mother in Israel, suspecting his condition, in- 
quired if he had not at one time believed that 
God had pardoned his sins. She urged him 
not to cast away his confidence, but to seek 
earnestly for the assurance of pardon. He 
soon entered into the light and liberty of the 
children of God. Encouraged by the other 
members, he was soon actively participating 
in the social meetings of the Church. Near 
the time of his conversion he had strange im- 
pressions that at some future day he would 
have to preach the gospel, but he resolutely 
refused to yield to such convictions, believing 
that he had neither the natural nor acquired 
qualifications for so fearfully responsible a call- 
ing. When he obtained the witness of the 
Spirit to his adoption into the family of God, the 
thoughts of his having to preach came to him 
again and filled all his waking hours. In read- 
ing his Bible passages of Scripture were so pow- 
erfully applied as to convince him that it was 
the voice of God which was calling him to the 
work of the ministry At length he said: “It 
is enough, I am without qualification, and the 
way is dark and dreary before me; but I will 
obediently yield to the voice of my God and 
trust my future to Providence.” He was li- 
censed to exhort early i#1823, but being close- 
ly confined at home ministering to a bedridden 
mother and managing the farm, he could only 
occasionally exercise his gifts in public exhor- 
tation. To obtain as far as possible a prepara- 
tion for the great work to which he believed 
God had called him, every moment redeemed 
from necessary home duties was improved by 
reading, writing, meditation, and prayer. Snch 
was his thirst for knowledge and such his de- 
termined resolution to triumph over every ob- 
stacle that he found delight in studying English 
grammar, the book lying open upon the log

Early in life it was discov- 
gotten, and accomplished a work whose extent ered that he possessed a strong intellect, and 
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that he was of a serious turn of mind. It was 
therefore resolved to educate him for the 
priesthood. He was accordingly put in school 
and educated, although he never filled the 
office of priest in his mother Church. From 
the age of ten years to the time of his depart- 
ure from Ireland he was clerk in a Roman 
Catholic Church. On January 2, 1848, he took 
passage^ for the United States of America. 
After his arrival he remained in New Orleans 
about a year, during which time he was em- 
ployed as a clerk in theCustom-house. In 1849 
he went to Greene County, Ala., and in 1850 
settled in Fayette County, Ala. He was there 
employed by Mrs. Stuart, a devout Protestant, 
who made the first profound religious impres- 
sion upon him. She induced him to attend the 
Protestant Church and to read the Bible. In 
getting his consent to read the Bible, he had a 
great and long-continued struggle with his 
conscience, but when this was overcome he 
eagerly read the Bible through, and diligently 
continued to read and study it. In April, 1853, 
he was soundly converted and received into 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, by 
the Rev. S. H. Cox, of the Alabama Confer- 
ence. In November, 1856, he was licensed to 
exhort, and in May, 1857, he was licensed to 
preach. He was admitted on trial into the 
Alabama Conference at Macon, in 1858, and 
appointed to the Jasper Circuit for the follow- 
ing year. The year 1860 he traveled the 
Columbus Circuit as junior preacher with the 
Rev. A. J. Coleman, senior preacher. At the 
close of that year he located. The years 
1862-5 he was employed on the New Lexing- 
ton Colored Mission. He was ordained deacon 
by Bishop Andrew at Montgomery, Ala., in 
1860, and was ordained elder by the same 
bishop at Tuscaloosa in 1864. On May 17, 
1854, he was happily married to Miss Mattie 
L. Davis, daughter of the Rev. John H. Davis, 
of Fayette County, Ala. Sister Brogan, with 
eight of their ten children, survives him. In 
1866, in Enterprise, Miss., he was re-admitted 
into the Alabama Conference. The two years 
following he traveled the Littlesville Circuit, 
in which work he bad more than four hun- 
dred accessions to the Church. He traveled 
the Marion Circuit in 1869-70. In the year 
1870, with a number of other members of the 
Alabama Conference, and with a part of the 
territory of that Conference, he was transferred 
to the Mississippi Conference. His appoint- 
ments in tile Mississippi Conference for seven 
years were confined to the following counties: 
Lauderdale, Neshoba, Clarke, Wayne, and 
Jasper. Brother Brogan was a solid charac- 
ter. He was sound both in faith and practice. 
He was on the right side of every question. 
He was a well-balanced man. He had no ec- 
centricities, and made but few mistakes. He 
was true to every trust, and reliable under any 
and all circumstances. He was a good man, 
and knovvn as such wherever known at all. 
His great weight of influence, from his un- 
questioned solidity of character, rendered him 
a source of power in all his work. He was a 



diligent student. He read and studied all the 
books and periodicals that he eoitld get hold 
of, often regretting that he did not have more. 
He was a hard worker. No circuit was too 
large for him, and Church dutius were never 
too numerous. He was noted for multiplying 
his appointments and preaching at school-, 
houses, at family residences, and wherever he 
could get even a small audience. In the last 
year of his ministry it was reported of him 
that he was “preaching wherever he could 
get a hitching-place for his horse.” In prayer- 
meetings, protracted meetings, and camp-meet- 
ings he was untiring. He was faithful to visit 
the sick and to comfort the sorrowing. And, 
with tbc^e onerous Church duties, he did much 
temporal work with his own hands, cultivating 
his garden and corn-patch, and building, re- 
pairing, and improving parsonages. It was 
said of him, from the work which he did on 
parsonages and improvements about them, that, 
though deeded to the Church, he had the larger 
claim upon them. He never missed a session 
of our Annual Conference of which he was a 
member. He preached his last sermon in 
Paulding, January 1, with fever on him. “ In- 
stant in season and out of season,” “ he ceased 
at once to work and live.” 

George F. Thompson was born in Marion 
District, S. C., October 27, 3821 ; and died sud- 
denly in Ocean Springs, Miss., October 27, 
1888, when he was just sixty-seven years old. 
He was converted at Asbury Chapel, Memphis, 
Tenn., in the early spring of 1839, and was li- 
censed to preach in May of the same year. In 
1848 he was employed on a work by Brother 
Steel, a presiding elder in the Arkansas Con- 
ference. The next year he entered the Confer- 
ence on trial, and was sent to St. Francis Cir- 
cuit. The year following he was sent to Mount 
Vernon Circuit, where he remained two years. 
He was then (in 1852) transferred to the Mem- 
phis Conference, remaining four years. In 1856 
he was transferred to the Mississippi Conference. 
From then until the day of his death he la- 
bored, filling missions, circuits, stations, and 
districts. He was once President of Whitworth 
College. There was not a break in his effective 
ministry from the day he came among us until 
the day he departed from us, for he “ ceased at 
once to work and live.” 

James Ansel Newsom, after an illness of 
thirty days, sweetly fell on sleep on the morn- 
ing of July 29, 1888, <tt the parsonage in Mad- 
ison Station, Miss., just as the bells rang for the 
Sabbath-schools. His departure took place in 
early manhood. The dates of his life read: 
Born in St. Helena Parish, La., December 28, 
1865; converted at the age of eleven; licensed 
to preach at seventeen; admitted on trial in 
the Mississippi Conference at nineteen. In 
1884 he was appointed to assist on the Benton 
Circuit; in 1885 he served the North Wilkin- 
son Circuit; in 1886-7, Silver Creek; in 1888 
he was appointed to the Madison Circuit. He 
was ordained deacon by Bishop Keener in. 
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Jackson, Miss., December, 1888, and was ad- 
mitted into full connection in the Mississippi 
Conference. He departed this life at the age 
of twenty-two years, seven months, and one day. 
lie was popular as a minister, and his popular- 
ity was not the result of a compromise with 
sin or laxity in his views concerning the evil 
tendencies of this age; but it was tlje result of 
his generous and Catholic spirit, social nature, 
earnestness, and his Christian life, which was 
ever potent for good. Sincerity was prominent 
in his life, and he had very little patience with 
insincerity in others. While he was in sym- 
pathy with all Christians, he loved the Church 
of his choice. Brother Newsom was a good 
preacher, and he improved all the time. His 
preaching was effectual. There was a peculiar 
charm of directness in his sermons. Like Na- 
than, his words said: ‘‘Thou art the man.” In 
the study of his sermons the Bible was his com- 
panion. Two years ago he was married to Miss 
Josie North, with whom he lived happily, and 
he found in her a great blessing. Our brother 
died at his post of duty. His shield was bur- 
nished. The sword was in his hand. Sur- 
rounded by young ones and appreciative Iriends, 
our young pastor preached his last sermon, 
which was the greatest of all sermons. He 
taught us how life is made beauteous and tri- 
umphant, and how death to the Christian is as 
summer evenings are, and that the redeemed 
soul passes out from the shadows of this world 
into the brightness of the eternal.

R. A. Durham was born in Georgia, but re- 
moved early in life to Texas, where his wid- 
owed mother and \yife now reside. He attend- 
ed Vanderbilt University three years, then 
returned to Texas, and practiced law two years 
at Cleburne, in Johnson County. In 1882 he 
applied for admission into the North-west Tex- 
as Conference. He was admitted, and appoint- 
ed to Dnff'au Circuit. The next two years he 
was stationed at Stepbeusville, Tex. While 
serving this charge he heard the urgent call 
for men to go to Colorado and New Mexico. 
He answered the call, and transferred to the 
Denver Conference, where he bravely declared 
the unsearchable ricbes of Christ for two years. 
He cheerfully underwent the hardships of a 
Western missionary. He stood at the foot of 
Pike’s Peak, where men seemed bent only on 
finding gold that perished, and pointed them 
with heavenly pathos to the desirable riches of 
God’s grace. His last appointment in the West 
was Deming, New Mexico, which at the time 
of his appointment was a part of the Denver 
Conference. The climate of Deming proved 
too hard for him. His health gave way. At 
the close of the year he asked a' transfer to 
Texas. It was granted, and he was apointed to 
Huntsville, Tex. The day he left Deming he 
was taken very ill. He attended the Conference 
at El Paso. While there he was asked to preach 
at the Baptist Church. He did so, taking the 
text: “If I perish, I perish.” While preach- 
ing he had to hold to the sides of the pulpit. 
But he preached with unwonted pathos and 
power, and his face shone as “the face of an 
angel.” This was his last sermon. He went 
to Dallas to be treated by his uncle, w T ho is an 
eminent physician in that city. But on arriv- 
ing there he was told that lie must die. He 
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called his wife to his bedside, and charged 
her to bring up his two children for God and 
for heaven. He told her that it seemed hard 
to leave her and the children penniless, and on 
the road, but that it would all come out right. 
He then embraced his wife and little ones, and 
fell asleep in Jesus.

Jottn Satchell Martin was born in Alex- 
andria, Va., September 7, 1815; and died in 
Baltimore, Md., July 8, 1888. His father, 
Thomas L. Martin, born in Northampton 
County, Va., was of Scottish descent. His 
mother, daughter of Robert Lanphier, was of a 
Huguenot family, which fled first to England, 
and found finally a home in Maryland and Vir- 
ginia. His parents were Methodists, and from 
the cradle instilled into his heart and life the 
principles and doctrines which he so fully es- 
poused and earnestly advocated through a long 
' and eventful history. From childhood Dr. 
Martin enjoyed the educational advantages 
which the schools of his native city furnished. 
His scholastic training was completed by Ben- 
jamin Hallowell. under whose tutorship he 
spent the last four years of his school life. He 
was converted to God in August, 1832, when 
sixteen years of age. He was licensed as a lo- 
cal preacher at the early age of nineteen — just 
fifty- four years to the day and in all probabili- 
ty to the hour before his death. lie was re- 
ceived on trial in the Baltimore Conference in 
March, 1835, when he was appointed junior 
preacher on the Lexington Circuit, and again 
in 1836. In 1837 he was sent to Staunton Sta- 
tion; in 1838, to Botetourt Circuit, which at 
that time embraced twenty-eight preaching- 
places. In February of the same year Dr. 
Martin was married to Miss Susan P. Ruff, of 
Rockbridge County, Va., who survives him. For 
fifty years they shared each other’s joys and sor- 
rows. Fou r of thei r ch ild ren preceded on r depart- 
ed brother to the he;«venlv city. Those remain- 
ing, six in number, “are on the way.” The 
only surviving son, Rev. Asbury R. Martin, is a 
member of this body. In 1840 Dr. Martin was 
appointed to Lewistown, in Pennsylvania; in 
1841, to Lewisburg Circuit, which at that time 



embraced the whole of Greenbrier County; in 
1842, Winchester Circuit; 1843, Front Royal 
Circuit; 1844, Baltimore City Station, where 
he had as fellow-laborers William Hamilton, 
Joseph Meniken, and Thomas Sewall; 1845-6, 
Leesburg Station; 1847-8, North Baltimore 
Station, with John Bear, C. B. Tippett, Ezra 
F. Busey, and William Taylor as colleagues; 
1849-50, East Baltimore Station; 1851, Jeffer- 
son Circuit; 1852-3, Winchester Station. The 
Market Street Church in that city is the mon- 
ument of his success in that pastorate. In 1854, 
Loudoun Circuit; 1355-6, Exeter Station, in 
Baltimore; 1857, Fayette Station; 1858, pre- 
siding elder of the Roanoke District; 1860-1, 
Charles Street Station, Baltimore. The latter 
part of 1861 Dr. Martin left Baltimore for Vir- 
ginia, where he served throughout the years of 
the late war. During 1862 he preached in 
Lexington and throughout Rockbridge County. 
In 1863-5 he preached in Lexington on one 
Sabbath and every alternate Sabbath on Lex- 
ington District. During this period of abun- 
dant and self-sacrificing labor he found it nec- 
essary to supplement the meager support that 
was provided by a suffering Church. At the 
close of the war “he participated in the good 
work” by which the Lexington Stations of the 
Virginia and Baltimore Conferences were con- 
solidated. In October, 1865, Dr. Martin went 
to Baltimore to open Eutaw Hall as a place of 
worship for Central Station. Rev. W. J. Perry 
was then its pastor. Both pastor and officiary 
urgently requested him to take charge of the 
newly-domiciled church. But this call was not 
answered by reason of one which to him was 
deeper and louder — that was the call which 
came from the impoverished Churches near 
Lexington. He remembered his more dis- 
tressed brethren “in Virginia.” In February, 
1866, at that memorable session of the Confer- 
ence which convened in Alexandria, true to the 
principles he had so courageously espoused 
and advocated on the Conference floor in 1S61, 
Dr. Martin stood in the front with his breth- 
ren, who, like himself, were willing to do, dare, 
and suffer for what they believed to be right. 
Without the promise of earthly ease or emolu- 
ment he, together with the heroic band whose 
hearts beat in sympathy with his, formally en- 
tered the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 
At that session of the Conference, so fill I of his- 
toric significance to us, Dr. Martin was made 
presiding elder of the Washington District. 
The territory of that district had been sadly 
devastated by the march of contending armies. 
The Church had been greatly reduced. But 
under the blessing of God it grew and expand- 
ed, so that at the expiration of four years a dis- 
trict that had embraced seven charges had in- 
creased to twenty. In 1870 Dr. Martin was 
appointed to the Baltimore District, where he 
served four years; in 1874 to the Rockingham 
District^ and in 1875 to Staunton Station, where 
he spent four years of “ notable prosperity.” 
In 1879 he was again appointed presiding eld- 
er of the Rockingham District, where he re- 
mained four years. “Three years were then 
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spent in the Winchester Station, and two sub- 
sequently as presiding elder of the Winchester 
District.” In March, 1888, he was appointed 
to St. Paul, in Baltimore City, where he was 
called from “work to rest, from labor to re- 
ward,” Dr. Martin filled every position a 
Methodist preacher could fill — from a circuit 
with twenty-eight appointments to the pastor- 
ate of a small station, and from the presiding 
eldership to the exacting worjc of a large city 
charge. He was Secretary of his Conference 
from 1858 to the date of his death. He was a 
“ model secretary,” and the Committee on Itin- 
erancy of the. General Conference pronounced 
his journals perfect. For thirty-five years he 
stood before his brethren of the Baltimore Con- 
ference as the “ ready penman” of its proceed- 
ings, as the walking cyclopedia of its dates 
and chronicles. Dr. Martin was first sent as a 
delegate to the General Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church which convened 
in Indianapolis in May, 1856. In 1860 he was 
honored with the same trust by his brethren. 
Subsequent to this period we find him a mem- 
ber of all sessions of the General Conferences 
of the M. E. Church, 8011 th. In 1882, when 
Dr. Summers, the Secretary of the Conference, 
fell at his post, Dr. Marlin was promptly chosen 
to till the vacant office, and again at Rich- 
mond in 1886. He was chosen Secretary of 
the Great Methodist Centenary, and his jour- 
nal is to be placed in the American Historical 
Society. Dr. Martin was a man of striking 
physique. In structure he combined the hap- 
py mold of simplicity and ability. At seventy- 
three years of age his appearance was that of a 
man in his prime. Time had not plowed deep 
furrows on his face. The frosts of over seven- 
ty winters had not whitened the raven locks of 
early manhood. “His eye was not. dim nor his 
natural force abated.” He combined strength 
with tenderness, courage with prudence, lofty 
aim with humility, self-assertion with modesty, 
gravity with geniality, the wisdom of the ser- 
pent with the harmlessness of the dove. He 
appreciated commendation, but despised flat- 
tery. As a friend he was firm and sympathetic; 
as a counselor wise and discreet. In his fam- 
ily, if he was not as demonstrative as some, he 
bestowed upon wife and children a deep and 
abiding affection. If it did not gush like a 
spring from some mountain rock, yet it moved 
with the steady flow and majesty of a river. 
But as the crown of all lie was a man of pro- 
found piety. It was the life “hid with Christ 
in God” that gave such prominence to the 
traits of which we have spoken. Dr. Martin 
was a man of culture. He was a constant stu- 
dent. He entered the itinerancy with a well- 
disciplined mind. His education thus begun 
“ was carried forward by reading and thought.” 
On his first circuits conveniences were few, yet 
he found time and opportunity for study. He 
read theology, and gave attention to general 
literature and especially to history. Above 
all he was a devout and prayerful student of 
the Holy Scriptures. Thus he brought forth 
from “his treasures things new and old.” 



He was a close observer. He studied human 
nature in all its aspects. This contributed in 
no small degree to the force and efficiency of 
his pulpit ministrations, and also “enabled 
him to adjust himself to his brethren.” He 
was systematic, and thus so multiplied his 
power that he has been well designated as 
“ hundred - handed and Argus-eyed.” He 
moved with the precision of a military chief- 
tain, and bore himself as a conqueror “ rushing 
on to victory.” In his pastoral work he was 
faithful, methodical, and impartial. Visiting 
from house to house, he distributed the influ- 
ence of a godly life, and gathered up fresh re- 
sources with which he enriched his ministry. 
He was an organizer. He could touch centers 
and marshal forces. This gave him peculiar 
power in the pastorate and fitted him pre-emi- 
nently for the presiding eldership, an office 
which he filled with marked and proverbial 
ability. To his culture, knowledge of human 
nature, methodic habits, pastoral fidelity, and 
almost marvelous facilities as an organizer we 
should not forget to add that Dr. Martin was 
eminently a preacher of the gospel. The pulpit 
was his throne. He did not waste his powers 
in discussing questions irrelevant to the digni- 
ty of his high and holy calling. He preached 
“ the glorious gospel of the blessed God.” 
With an elocution that made a voice of rare 
sweetness and compass — the instrument of a 
glowing, fervent spirit — he commanded the at- 
tention and stirred the hearts of men, soothed 
the sorrowing and encouraged the weak, 
aroused the apathetic and startled the death- 
like silence of slumbering consciences. With 
a consuming zeal he “ preached Christ and him 
crucified.” “His preaching was with power 
and in demonstration of the Spirit.” Clothed 
with salvation as a garment, blessed with an 
experience that lived and delighted in close 
and constant communion with God, he preached 
as one “baptized with fire and the Holy Ghost.” 
With such elements as these the ministry of 
Dr. Martin was fruitful in results. Sinners 
were convicted and converted, believers were 
strengthened, and “the pleasure of the Lord 
prospered in his hand.” “As a sower, he 
went forth to sow;” as a reaper, he put in his 
sickle and reaped. The thousands that have 
been saved through his ministry the light of 
eternity can alone reveal. He entered upon 
his work at St. Paul with tireless activity and 
burning enthusiasm. The man of more than 
threescore years and ten seemed to renew his 
youth. He mounted “up as on eagle’s wings.” 
He preached as if his tongue had been touched 
by a live coal from the altar of the skies. His 
congregations increased, and new hopes in- 
spired liis people. But the rude hand of dis- 
ease laid him low. Though nearly seven 
weeks he suffered torturing pain, amid it all 
his faith was unshaken and his hope unclouded. 
He illustrated “the patience of the saints.” 
Suffering he entered into a richer fellowship 
with Christ. When asked by his wife if he 
felt the Saviour precious, he immediately re- 
sponded: “ He is precious.” When asked, “ Do 
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you feel that underneath you are the everlast- 
ing arms?” with the ring of assurance in his 
voice he replied: “ Underneath me are the ev- 
erlasting arms.” In his delirious moments he 
talked as if he were in the council with his 
brethren or in open session of Conference — 
calling the roll or counting the vote. Con- 
scious or unconscious, the work that had filled 
his hands and his heart was the one absorbing 
theme of his mind. On the evening of July 
8, 1834, he wrote in his diary: “This evening 
I have begun to discharge the duty that my 
God and my Church have placed upon me.” 
On Sunday evening, July 8, 1888, amid the 
silvery chimes that pealed from the city church- 
towers, the spirit of our lamented brother “quit 
this low abode, ascended to the heavenly city, 
and was welcomed by the King’s trumpeters 
to the Sabbath of eternal rest and praise.” 
His funeral obsequies were conducted in St. 
Paul’s Church. Appropriate addresses were 
delivered by Bishop Wilson and Brothers 
Rodgers, Armstrong, and Whisner. The body 
was conveyed to Loudoun Park Cemetery, 
where it sleeps until Christ “shall come to be 
glorified in his saints, and to be admired in all 
them that believe.” 

William R. Stringer was born in Alle- 
ghany County, Va., near the Sweet Sulphur 
Springs, November 10, 1834. He was the son 
of John and Lucy Stringer. He was soundly 
converted to God at a camp-meeting held in 
his native county, near Fletcher Chapel, Au- 
gust 31, 1852, and was received into the Church 
by baptism September 11 of the same year. 
His parents had been converted and received 
into the Church only a couple of years before. 
They had, however, -watched over the morals 
of their son with jealous care. He did not fall 
a victim to the forms of wickedness so common 
among young men. The frivolities of the world 
did not enchant nor its vices enslave him. 
Tlius he was similar to the young man in the 
gospel, but different in this: he yielded his 
all to Christ, and followed him. Within a 
short period after his conversion he felt called 
of the Spirit to the work and office of the 
Christian ministry. He was received on trial 
into the Baltimore Annual Conference in March, 
1855. That session of the Conference was held 
in Baltimore in the old Light Street Church, 
so full of Historic interest to the whole family 
of American Methodism. At that Conference 
Brother Stringer was sent to the Monroe Cir- 
cuit, and also in 1856 as junior preacher with 
Rev. A. Bushman. In 1856-7 he was appoint- 
ed to the Covington Circuit. In 1857-8 he 
traveled the Fincastle Circuit, where he was 
married to Miss Sallie V. Arnold, a union 
which proved most happy until the time of her 
decease. In 1858-9 he was appointed to Chris- 
tiansburg as the colleague of Rev. Isaac Gib- 
son; 1859-61, as preacher in charge of Crab 
Bottom Circuit; 1861-3, Mount Sidney 1863- 
4, West Augusta Circuit; 1864-6, Fairfield; 
1866-7, Waynesboro; 1868-70, New Market. 
In 1871 he was granted a supernumerary rela- 



tion, and retained that relation until the Con- 
ference session of 1876, when he was appoint- 
ed to Linganore, where he remained four years. 
The year previous to his appointment to that 
charge Brother Stringer had been united in 
the bonds of holy matrimony to Miss Roberta 
Kemp, his second wife, who entered cordially 
into the spirit of his work amongst that people. 
At the expiration of his pastorate at Linganore 
he was sent to Dranesville, where he remained 
one year. In 1880-2 he was appointed to 
Hillsboro. From 1882 to 1886 he traveled Tay- 
lor’s Circuit. He was next appointed to Gaines- 
ville, and again in 1887. Here, as on.Taylor Cir- 
cuit, he found his strength failing him. In 
addition to chronic troubles, to which he had 
been subject for years, he was attacked by a vi- 
olent form of rheumatism. At the ensuing 
Conference he was granted a superannuated 
relation. “In manhood’s middle day” this 
faithful itinerant settled in his new home near 
Reisterstown, Md., never again to move until 
the summons came for him to gather up his 
feet and depart in peace to that better home 
above. And soon the summons came. Broth- 
er Stringer was slight in frame, delicate in 
constitution, yet he had great powers of endur- 
ance. He had a will that clung to life with a 
tenacious grasp. In form, face, bearing, and 
attire he unconsciously illustrated the refined 
and delicate instincts of a Christian gentleman. 
He was a man of deep piety. He was a man 
of clean hands and a pure heart. His ( charac- 
ter was marked by cheerfulness, gentleness, 
and humility. His life was a practical com- 
ment upon the apostolic declaration: “Godli- 
ness with contentment is great gain.” Intrigue 
was foreign to his every movement. His lips 
were free from guile. In motive he was sin- 
cere, in judgment charitable. He was “a lover 
of good men and given to hospitality.” Upon 
hearth and home he shed the light and warmth 
of endearing affection. As a preacher Brother 
Stringer was clear, practical, and scriptural. 
He was a faithful pastor. He visited his peo- 
ple, entered into their joys, and sympathized 
with them in their sorrows. His was not a 
barren ministry, and in the day of Christ’s re- 
joicing his crown will not be starless. The 
closing scenes of his life were radiant with the 
light of future triumph. “The joy of the 
Lord ” was the strength of his heart. He gave 
constant testimony to the hope that sustained 
him. “The peace of God” kept “his heart 
and mind.” At times he became exultant and 
praised the God of his salvation. Appropriate 
funeral services were held in the church at 
Reisterstown, Drs. Rodgers and Whisner offici- 
ating. Brethren of his Conference conveyed 
the remains to their last resting-place, where 
they shall be guarded by the angel of immor- 
tality until “the trumpet shall sound, and the 
dead shall be raised incorruptible.” Brother 
Stringer leaves a wife, three sons, and a daugh- 
ter to mourn their loss. 

James Beatty died at Moorefield, W. Va., 
April 17, 1888. He was the son of Silas and, 
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Francis Beatty, and was born in Loudoun 
County, Va., April 1, 1827. Of his early life 
we know but little. He was converted in 
1847, and entered the ministry in 1850, at the 
session of the Baltimore Conference held in 
Alexandria, Va., Bishop Morris presiding. 
He was sent that year as junior preacher on 
the Trough Creek Circuit, Cumberland Dis- 
trict, with Zane Bland preacher in charge. In 
1851 he served Newport Circuit, Huntington 
District, with Oliver Ege preacher in charge. 
In 1852 he served Jefferson Circuit as junior, 
with W. G. Eggleston as senior. In 1853, 
with John W. Start as his colleague, he served 
as junior on the Moorefield Circuit. In 1854 
he was happily married to Miss Kate, daughter 
of Dr. J. Iv. and Mary Chambers, of Hardy 
County, W. Va. In 1854-5 he was at Kevser; 
1856-7, Luray; 185S, Fairfield; 1859-60, 
Franklin; 1861-2, Crab Bottom; 1863-6, 
Moorefield; 1867-8, South Branch; 1869-72, 
Springfield; 1873-5, Flintstone. In 1876, be- 
ing in feeble health, he was granted a super- 
numerary relation, and located in Moorefield, 
where he resided until the Master called him 
away from earth — away from its trials and 
cares. Brother Beatty was a preacher of the 
gospel. He believed; therefore he spake. He 
was neither ashamed of the gospel of Christ 
nor the doctrine of his Church. He was a faith- 
ful exponent of both. With a rich experience, 
a consciousness of sins forgiven and of God’s 
presence with him, he preached by precept and 
example experimental religion. He preached 
that man is a sinner; that Christ is his Saviour 
— Christ crucified, risen, and ascended, as the 
sinner’s only hope of deliverance from the 
wrath to come. In his preaching he had ever 
in view the great object and end of Christian- 
ity — the salvation of souls — and he aimed not 
merely to reach the head, but to touch the 
heart of his hearer. He expected immediate 
results to. follow his preaching; nor was he 
disappointed. His active ministry was marked 
by considerable revival influence. We have 
spoken of his active ministry, but during the 
twelve years that elapsed between the time of 
his location and his death he was not idle. 
He preached fully as much as his strength 
would allow, often “going out into the by- 
ways and hedges,” and thus the poor, had the 
gospel preached unto them. Among all classes 
of people he made friends and kept them, and 
few men have lived more highly honored, or 
died more deeply lamented. His name is as 
precious ointment poured forth in the com- 
munity in which he lived; and because of his 
Christian influence, demonstrated by so many 
acts of kindness, love, and self-sacrifice, that 
name is indelibly imprinted upon many minds, 
and lives in many hearts. Brother Beatty’s 
whole life is compassed by this fitting tribute 
paid to his memory at his funeral by his pre- 
siding elder, who had also for four years been 
his pastor and most intimate friend: “I have 
known many good men, but have known no 
purer man than James Beatty. I unhesitat- 
ingly pronounce him one of the very best men 



I ever knew.” Having this record of his life, 
need we ask how he died? He died as he had 
lived — praising God, and demonstrating in 
death the truth he so faithfully and forcibly 
preached in life — God with us always — in the 
bright noonday of life, in the “dark valley of 
the shadow of death.” His last days were days 
of great peace and triumph of soul. On Mon- 
day evening before his death, like Job, who 
when speaking of the grave declared, “There 
the weary be at rest,” he said he expected to 
reach his heavenly rest that night, or at far- 
thest by seven o’clock the next morning. In 
somewhat disappointed tones, he said on Tues- 
day: “I did not get off to my heavenly home 
as I expected” When asked by his son-in-law, 
Brother Griffith, if the Lord was with him, he 
replied feelingly and emphatically: “Yes, in- 
deed; yes, indeed! He has been with me 
through life, and he is with me now.” He 
spoke of the near prospect of heaven, and as 
glimpses of the New Jerusalem seemed to 
break upon his vision he exclaimed: “How 
sweet! how sweet!” To his faithful compan- 
ion who had shared the cares as well as the 
joys of life he said: “The natural world is 
bright this morning, but the immaterial is 
brighter.” To his family he said: “I have 
lived to serve you and the Church, which is 
paramount; but now ruy work is ended, and the 
Lord will take care of you.” He needed to 
give them no exhortation at the close of a life 
which in the home conformed to the life in 
the pulpit. When one of the family $aid, 
“We will try to follow you as you followed 
Christ,” he said: “Yes, yes!” As the end 
drew near he said: “The very wheels of life 
will soon stand still.” Then this “ father in 
Israel” had the family to assemble around his 
bed for family worship. With his dying ben- 
ediction he commended them to God, with the 
assurance that he would soon enter his heav- 
enly rest. His remains were carried to Mount 
Olivet Cemetery by members of the class of 
which he had been the faithful and beloved 
leader for years. A host of friends, together 
with his widow and four children, mourn their 
loss, which was his gain. “For him to die was 
gain.”

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REV. HOLLAND NIMMONS McTYEIRE, D.D., 

One of the Bishops of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

He was born in Barnwell District, S. C., July 25, 1824. At the age of fourteen he left the 
farm for the school, and entered the old Cokesbury Acaden^v in Abbeville, S. C. He became a. 
member of the Church during this period. His conversion was not attended by any marked 
crisis, but gradually his religious character ripened into clear, well-defined evidences of the new 
life in Christ Jesus. 

From Cokesbury Mr. McTyeire was transferred to Randolph-Macon College, at that time un- 
der the presidency of Chancellor Garland, now of Vanderbilt University. At the age of twenty 
Mr. McTyeire graduated, and immediately applied for membership in the Virginia Conference. 
He was received on trial in November, 1845, and was appointed to Williamsburg, in the Rich- 
mond District, a station from which he reported seventy-eight members the following year. His 
name does not appear on the Minutes of the Virginia Conference in 1846, but in January, 1847, 
at the session of the Alabama Conference, the answer to Question 2, “Who remain on trial ?” 
contains the name of Holland N. McTyeire. Demopolis, a small town on the Tombigbee River, 
was the scene of Mr. McTveire’s labors in the second year of his itinerant life. In 1848 he was 
admitted info full connection, ordained a deacon, and stationed at Columbus, Miss., at that time 
one of the most prominent and desirable stations in the Alabama Conference. 

In 1849 Mr. McTyeire was transferred to the Louisiana Conference, and stationed at La Fay- 
ette. Steele Chapel, and Andrew Chapel, in New Orleans District. In 1850 he was appointed to 
Felicity Street; 1851, Felicity jStreet and Winans Chapel; in January, 1853, Wesley Chapel 
colored charge; in December, 1853, Wesley Chapel, Soule Chapel, and Winans Chapel ; in Jan- 
uary and in December, 1855, he was returned to these three colored churches; in 1857 he was 
returned to the same charge, and recognized as editor of the New Orleans Christian Advocate; in 
1858, in February, he was appointed to Algiers, remaining also editor of the Christian Advocate. 
Tn 1858 he was elected by the General Conference editor of the Nashville Christian Advocate,. and 
lie remained in this position until the Federal invasion of 1862, when Dr. McTyeire retired 
southward, and became the pastor of the Church at Montgomery, Ala. Here he continued until 
his election to the episcopacy in 1866. He was a member of the General Conferences of 1854, 
1858, and 1866. 

Thus far, by the aid of the “General Minutes,” we are able to trace the career of Bishop Mc- 
Tyeire from the time of his admission on trial in the Virginia Conference in 1815 to his death 
at Vanderbilt University on the loth day of February, 1889. 

Although the illness of Bishop McTyeire was regarded as quite serious at the time of its first 
announcement, the Methodist public was startled by the intelligence of his death on the morn- 
ing of February 15. His portly form and strong physical constitution gave promise of many 
years of activity and usefulness. Less than any man of his age had he suffered from the ordi- 
nary ailments of human life, and to the eye of the casual observer there was no reason to sup- 
pose that bis stalwart form would yield to the first attack of disease. But so little do we know 
of the issues of life and death that the most carefully-formed opinion, in any particular case, is 
worthless. 

Bishop McTyeire was a man of marked individuality. The writer saw him for the first time 
in 1856. He was at that time editor of the New Orleans Christian Advocate, and attended the Al- 
abama Conference in the interest of the paper. Tall, muscular, slow of speech, reticent, little 
inclined to make new acquaintances, Mr. McTyeire did not impress the timid young preacher as 
a “social” man. But the style of the editorials in the Advocate had created a desire to see the 
editor. Those articles were peculiar in many respects. They were notable, firstly, because of 
their likeness to the writings of Rev. C. C. Colton, in the work entitled “ Lacon.” We had 
studied, quite early in life, the style of “Lacon,” and found it exceedingly difficult to acquire. 
To write fifteen or twenty words in a sentence, and complete it without taxing the adjective class 
of words, was an easy matter. But if, like Montaigne, we placed those laconic thoughts on pa- 
per, “to see the figure they would cut,” we were not encouraged by the result. There must be 
something in a short sentence. Exclusion is easier than inclusion, and we found, to our great 
dismay, that abridged thoughts are generally obscure and meaningless. 

But when we turned to the editorial pages of the New Orleans Christian Advocate we found the 
leading article as crisp and sparkling as the sentences of “ Lacon,” with something more. “ La- 
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con” had not the art to conceal art. Study, design, effect were visible in every line. In Mo 
Tyeire’s editorials there seemed to be no effort at effect. The style was natural. Sometimes an 
emitted word at the beginning of a sentence arrested the reader, and compelled him to think. 
Closer observation showed that the sentence was strictly grammatical, although the ellipsis was 
without precedent. Here we meet, at one time, a striking characteristic of the old French of 
Montaigne, at another a reminder of Saurin of the Hague, and at still another we catch a beam 
that seems to be reflected from the pages of Bishop Sanderson. In the first instance, a single 
word would sometimes throw new light upon the whole subject, and condense the idea into a 
phrase; in the second, the outlines merely, the etching of thought appeared, leaving the filling 
of details to the reader’s inspiration; in the third, the legal , cause-constructing gift appeared in 
every paragraph. Brevity, suggestiveness, and completeness expressed the conclusion to which 
an examination of the style conducted us. 

Reading, says Lord Bacon, makes a full man, writing a correct man, and speaking a ready man. 
It is a rare case if all these qualities are found in one person. We believe that Bishop McTyeire 
possessed them all, not in the highest degree, but in admirable moderation, the union of virtues 
that brings always to the front the strongest characteristics of the mind. “Style is the man,” 
according to the proverb, and we have never known an instance in which the truth of the adage 
was so evident. There was no imitation of any writer, ancient or modern. His style was his 
own, and it was a photograph of his mind. On first observation he saw any subject as one sees 
a landscape — not in detail, but as a whole, the head-lines and prominences arresting the atten- 
tion. Nearer approach discovered the finer shades and fainter lights and smaller objects, each 
in its turn making itself a place in the picture. When he had slowly and patiently examined 
all that was in sight he adjusted himself to the task of forming a judgment. Not rapidly, but 
thoroughly, he weighed the elements of the proposition, selected the worthy, discarded the unim- 
portant, and placed his record of the result. 

Desire of accuracy made him slow of speech, as it made him cautious in the use of his pen. 
Inevitably the style of his preaching took the form of his writing. Scarcely to be called epi- 
grammatic — for he disdained the little tricks of word-mongering which pass with the public for 
humor — he stripped his sentences of “the fringe and furbelows” of jaunty costume, and studied 
strength, conciseness, completeness. The result was a style in the pulpit which can never be 
popular, but was always instructive. We have frequently heard expressions of surprise and 
sorrow after the bishop’s first sermon in a city church. One could afford to answer all questions 
with the single word: “Wait.” The second sermon was better, the third an improvement, and 
the fourth was really grand ! ' 

As we write chiefly for young ministers, our readers will pardon these details. We can ill 
afford to spare the opportunity to emphasize the example of Bishop McTyeire. The reign of 
“star” preachers has not quite disappeared, but we mark with satisfaction the tendency every- 
where seen in our Churches. It is a tendency to refrain from placing undue estimates upon spe- 
cial and extraordinary pulpit efforts. The man who holds his audience from week to week, for 
three, four, or a dozen years together, is certainly an appreciated preacher. Meteors dazzle and 
expire in the midst of the glory of a solitary occasion. The valuable man is the one who grows 
upon his audience from week to week, and is stronger qj, the end of iiis term than he was at the 
beginning. 

Such a man was Bishop McTyeire. He presented no dazzling views of any kind. His sen- 
tences were to many as “strong meat” only because they had been accustomed to a diet of milk. 
But we dare affirm that he never touched a subject in the pulpit without awakening in the minds 
of those accustomed to think a broader, clearer view of his theme. Eminently practical, he saw 
his texts in the light of present needs and present opportunities for profit and improvement. 
He studied books less than he studied men and things, but he did not neglect constant commun- 
ion with the great thinkers of the past and the present. If he was slow to express an opinion, 
it was because he desired to be right. 

Few have merited the praise of being “ready” men. Wits have studied epigrams and puns, 
pigeon-holing spicy sentences and repartees for imaginable incidents, and by lucky coincidences 
have gained the credit of impromptu readiness when they were only drawing upon the fund of 
memory. We doubt if on any occasion Bishop McTyeire has been taken at a disadvantage. 
His mind was broad-based like a pyramid, and no exigency of the moment could throw him from 
his balance. He did not use all of his power; there was an “army of reserve,” of whose exist- 
ence an antagonist could have no reason to doubt if he persisted in the assault. But his strong, 
resolute manner softened whenever the assailant grounded his arms. No man was apparently’ 
more imperious and exacting in the accomplishment of his purposes, and yet none could be more 
magi animous in victory, or candid and prompt to recognize an error. He knew how to conquer 
and, if need be, how to surrender. Positive in all the elements of his character, he admired the 
same trait in others. He who firmly stood forth to demand his right was far more likely to ob- 
tain the end than one who faltered in his own defense. Not because he despised the weakness 
of the timid, but because his sense of justice governed him as the supreme law of his life, there- 
fore the bishop was as ready to recognize an error of his own as he was firm and immovable 
when profoundly convinced of the rectitude of his position. 

His character is a study. Many believed him to be destitute of sympathy for others, and un- 
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der certain conditions the judgment appeared to be deserved. There were no “tears in his 
voice” when he read the name of a brother appointed to a bard field of labor. But those who 
were admitted to the charmed circle in which the inner man developed himself knew that every 
occasion of this kind wrung his heart with a pain that was too deep for utterance. If he seemed 
to be less tender than others in dealing with the stations of the preachers, it was because he 
valued first, above all things, tlie welfare of the Church. Friendships, partialities could not 
sway his judgment. He did not advance men into positions for which he believed them un- 
prepared or disqualified, but he rarely selected a man for an untried field without finding his 
estimate justified by the results. 

As a presiding ollicer in a deliberative assembly, his superior could not be found anywhere. 
Whatever of confusion or disorder prevailed in a Conference, the moment that he struck the 
gavel upon the table there was “order” restored. His knowledge of parliamentary law was 
accurate, and in the peculiar forms applicable to our Church assemblies lie was so thoroughly 
versed that no occasion could develop a surprise or entrap him into error. Many of our readers 
will recall occasions in which this supreme faculty for government displayed itself with the 
happiest results. He never lost command of “the question,” and, like a sagaciqus chairman, 
he checked the tendency to complicate the tenor of procedure by irrelevant or confusing “points 
of order.” There was a majesty in his presence, a commanding, authoritative timbre in his 
voice, and the most persistent claimant for “the floor” could not overcome the stern, inflexible 
president. He held the reins, and the most fiery steed knew that a master hand was guiding 
the chariot. To outward appearances he was calm and unruffled, but there are many who can 
understand that this calmness is the result of a strong will subduing the most intense excite- 
ment, when the man seems to be destitute of feeling. This is a characteristic of mental and 
moral greatness. It is indeed the highest attainment possible to human nature, the self-control 
which develops all faculties and employs them to the greatest and best uses. 

It was this self-control that made Dr. McTyeire a safe, wise, and courageous counselor in the 
darkest period in the history of our Church. No man had given his heart to the cause of his 
people more universally than he. When the fortunes of war destroyed the dreams and hopes 
of the Southern Confederacy there were many who feared that Southern Methodism could not 
survive. “Disintegration and absorption” was the avowed policy of those who controlled the 
utterances of the triumphant party. Defeated, impoverished, with their social system upheaved 
from its foundations, with nameless terrors in expectation at the hands of those who regarded 
the separation of 1844 as in great measure the cause of the political strife and the fratricidal 
war, the Southern people were sorely in need of calm, prudent, and courageous leaders. Such 
men are the gifts of Providence to a people worthy of restoration and capable of self-redemp- 
tion. Such a leader was Dr. McTyeire. He saw very clearly that the barriers existing before 
the war existed still, and others were added to their number. If there was one reason in 1860 
why the two Episcopal Methodisms could not unite in one organic body, there were two in 1865. 
The influence that divided the Church in 1844 had increased instead of lessening in power. 
Visions of union and brotherhood — of unity in name and in work — were easy to create and 
beautiful to see; but union of the hand cannot advance true religion if there be at the same 
time alienation of the heart. Love could conquer us, but love would leave us to ourselves to 
work out the purposes and designs of Providence in our behalf. The sword may cut the Gor- 
dian knot of civil and political questions, but it cannot weld into union the severed hearts of 
brethren. 

It was necessary that some voice should be heard in the hour of darkness — the voice of a inan 
known and trusted, the counsel of a man who had a right to be heard, and to whom the afflicted 
people would lend an attentive ear. That counsel came through the legitimate channel of an 
address of the chief pastors of the Church. It is an open secret that Dr. McTyeire penned the 
address which in 1865 was sent forth to the hearts and homes of Southern Methodists. It was 
eminently a “State paper.” With the characteristic brevity that marked all the productions 
of his pen, the address was a calm, thorough, conclusive, unanswerable argument for patience, 
firmness, fidelity, and independence. Gathering into a few paragraphs the whole of the res gestae, 
the onee-for-all-time adjudicated case, the address appealed to the piety and the manliness of the 
Southern people. It came as a trumpet-call to the scattered forces that had lost their way in 
the wilderness. They listened to a well-known voice and came rallying to the banner of their 
leaders. Never for an hour, for a moment, was hesitation, doubt, or fear entertained afterward. 

We do not meah to be understood as asserting that any considerable number of our preachers 
or people had drifted into despair previous to the publication of this address. If this had been 
the case, the voice of the wisest counselors would have been heard in vain. But we do mean 
to say that Dr. McTyeire caught, interpreted, and embodied in imperishable form the purpose 
and the animus of the Southern Church. It was because of this harmony of faith and trust 
that this remarkable paper became at once the rallying-cry of our people. They answered to 
the call because they were waiting lor precisely the call that came. They rallied to the cry 
because their hearts were in unison with that of the writer of the address. It would be an act 
of injustice to thousands of wise and good men to suppose that they were rescued from despair 
by this address of the bishops. It would be less than justice to represent the work of Dr. Mc- 
Tyeire as pre-eminently timely and formative in its influence. He voiced the desire and pur- 
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poBe of oar hearts, and did it so effectually that there was no need to amend or supplement his 
work. 

Elected in 1866 to the episcopacy, Bishop McTyeire has borne his allotted portion of the 
toils and hardships of that position. Connected by marriage with the family of Commodore 
Vanderbilt, it was through his instrumentality that Vanderbilt University was founded. There 
was much in the character of the men, otherwise so far apart, that made Bishop McTyeire a 
man to be appreciated and esteemed by Commodore Vanderbilt. A successful life — in temporal 
affairs, in the Church, or in the State — is not the outcome of fortuitous and unregulated causes. 
The implements employed by an architect are much the 'same, whether he builds a house of 
wood, of brick, or of stone. Self-control, ambition, perseverance, energy — these are the factors 
that make a man of eminence, whether he becomes a millionaire, a statesman, or a theologian. 
The instinct of command recognizes its kindred, in whatever department of human life they 
may appear. Into the hands of the Methodist bishop the old Commodore felt that he could 
Bafely confide the munificent gift which he wished to bestow upon the Southern people. The 
trust reposed has been faithfully kept, and now the Church enjoys the benefit of a great institu- 
tion of learning, whose influence will continue to grow, and the name of the founder and that 
of the first President of the Board of Trust will go down together in the annals of time. 

From whatever point of view we regard the character of Bishop McTyeire, it challenges our 
respect, and minute examination compels admiration. A man for the times, he was superior 
to events, and mastered difficulties, to grow the stronger by the exercises of adversity. Steadily 
he pursued his course through a career that was dihtinguislied in its inception and grew in 
grandeur as it neared completion. It is not for us to call in question the designs of Providence. 
Happy we may be if we can but interpret them. But we lament the departure of our deceased 
senior bishop, and feel that his death has left a void that cannot be filled. In the prime of 
life, in the maturity of his powers, in the fullness of honors, and in the meridian tide of his 
usefulness he has been taken from us, and we feel that the Church has cause for gratitude that 
Bhe has reared such a son, and the legacy of his life is a part of her treasure that cannot be 
taken from her. He was a man, viewed from every stand-point, who deserves to be called a 
prince in our Israel, and we shall never see his like again. W. P. Harrison, Book Editor. 
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The following memoirs were mislaid, and not recovered in time to take their proper places: 

Little Bock Conference. 

Augustus R. Winfield was born October 27, 1822, in Sussex County, Va.; and died at his 
residence in Little Rock, Ark., December 26, 1887, aged sixty-live years, one month, and twenty- 
nine days. The family moved from Virginia to La Grange, Tenn., in 1835. He was converted 
in 1839, and joined the Methodist Church. He studied law and was admitted to practice, but 
feeling called of God to the work of the ministry, he abandoned the bright prospects that were 
before him for the life of toil that awaited him in the itinerant ministry. He was licensed to 
preach and admitted into the traveling connection in the Memphis Conference in November, 
1846, ordained deacon by Bishop Paine in 1848, and elder by Bishop Capers in 1851.. He was 
transferred to the Arkansas Conference in 1856, and stationed at Batesville. The following 
year he was appointed to Princeton Circuit. During this year he was united in marriage to 
Miss Sue Norment. In a recent article he said: “ I owe much to the Methodist Church, a great 
deal to Christian parents, but much more to a self-denying Christian wife who has been a faith- 
ful helper and adviser for more than thirty-six years.” In the cou^e of his ministry Dr. Win- 
field filled nearly every important station and district in his Conference with uniform success. 
He was for two years an army chaplain, when hundreds of soldiers from Arkansas, Missouri, 
and Texas were converted through his ministry. A friend who had known hirp for twenty-five 
years said: “As a pastor he was the most zealous we ever knew, goiyg from the hovel to the 
palace, giving that consolation to the suffering and dying which only a good man could give. 
Many times have we seen him at the bedside of the sick, and heard his last words and prayers 
for the dying.” Similar testimony to his fidelity comes from every pastoral charge he ever 
served. So great was his versatility of talent that whenever he was called to a new field of la- 
bor he appeared to be especially adapted to its demands. This versatility of talent was con- 
spicuous in his ability to meet every emergency that might arise. Many of his most brilliant 
efforts in the pulpit, on the platform, and in debate, were called forth by the emergencies of the 
hour. Although far advanced in life when he began his labors as an editor of a Church paper, 
his success was so marvelous that he was able to compete with veteran editors who had been 
trained for years to this special work. The pulpit was his throne of power. His methods were 
his own. Wherever he went his impassioned eloquence drew crowds to his ministry. He was 
p good man in all the relations of life. Arkansas has lost one of the best friends the State ever 
had. By voice and pen he constantly labored for the public good. Whatever was for the material 
or moral interest of the State received his enthusiastic support. He was an acknowledged 
leader jn the great temperance movements of the day, and so powerful was his advocacy of the 
cause that his services were largely in demand, not only in his own, but also in neighboring 
States. Such a busy, active life could but end in a peaceful death. His oft-repeated wish “to 
cease at once to work and live” was fulfilled. His last sermon, preached only one week before 
his death, before the Conference in Jackson, Miss., was pronounced by those who heard it one 
of the best of his life. He came from the Conference feeling very unwell, and was confined to 
his bed on Wednesday night, December 21. The physician pronounced the disease acute pneu- 
monia. All that medical skill could accomplish w r as done to prolong his life. On Saturday 
night before his death he said: “Christ in us the hope of glory! Isn’t that a grand thought?” 
On Monday morning, in reply to Dr. Hunter, who said, “Brother Winfield, you are in the 
hands of the Lord now,” he said: “Yes, good hands; safe quarters.” These were the last 
words he ever uttered. A few hours later the weary sufferer fell asleep in Jesus. The funeral 
service was held in the first Church, Little Rock, in the presence of an immense concourse of 
people. The funeral discourse was delivered by Dr. Andrew Hunter, his life-long friend and 
associate in labor. His remains were laid to rest in Mount Holly Cemetery to await the res- 
urrection of the just. The profoundest sympathy of hundreds of friends go out to the sorrow- 
stricken wife, who for so many years was the companion of his toils; and to his only daughter, 
whose tender devotion was a source of so much comfort to him while living; and to his only 
son, just entering upon the active duties of life; and to the three sweet little grandchildren, who 
loved grandpapa so tenderly; and to the only brother, who lingers in feebleness a little longer 
before he shall go hence. 

Samuf.l H. Parker, a member of the Little Rock Annual Conference, died at his home in 
Lonoke County, Ark., October 18, 1888. We have been unable to learn much of the early his_ 
(168) 
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tory of our brother. We know that he was converted in early life and united with the M. E. 
Church, South. He was licensed to preach, and served as a local preacher for a number of years. 
He was admitted on trial in the Little Rock Annual Conference in 1882. At the last session of 
the Conference he was placed on the supernumerary relation. His health, however, greatly im- 
proved, and a vacancy occurring on the Galloway Circuit, he was appointed to that work. Dur- 
ing the year he was faithful and devoted to his work until he was stricken down by the disease 
which resulted in his death. We are informed by those who were present that he died in great 
triumph. 

German Mission Conference. 

C. A. Grote was born in Germany, in the town of Mackenbrach, on the 10th of November, 
1819. In 1845 he emigrated to Texas. Being truly converted to God while yet in Europe, at 
the age of twenty-two years, he soon after arriving in Galveston, Tex., and hearing the word of 
God preached in the Methodist Church, joined the same. Brother Grote labored as a class-leader 
and local preacher until 1848, when he joined the Texas Conference. The first field of labor he 
was appointed to was Victoria Mission. Fredericksburg and Bastrop Missions were among the 
fields of his labors. In 1859 the Texas Conference gave him the German District, then belong- 
ing to that Conference. He traveled as presiding elder nine years. His appointments after that 
period were: Bastrop, Fredericksburg, Llano, New Orleans, Houston, Bellville, Cibelo, Elm 
Creek. Here his health failed and he was granted a superannuate relation. After two years* 
rest he asked for work in the Conference, and was sent to Somerset Mission, which was his 
last appointment. His health rapidly failed, and he was compelled to quit work. The same 
year (1887), whilst his brethren were assembled at the annual meeting of the Conference, he, at 
the Lord’s bidding, exchanged the Church militant for the Church triumphant. Brother Grote 
died in great peace on the 18th of November, 1887. Our Conference sustains a loss, but our loss 
Is his gain. As the old and faithful laborers pass away, one after another, we need to pray that 
the Lord will send laborers into his vineyard.
